Dr.  Norman  Collie 
is  appoiat? d  to  the  cbair  cf  chemistry,  Mr.  Green  to  that  of 
botany,  asd  Mr.  H.  G.  Greenish  to  the  newly-created  pro- 
fess )rship  of  pharmacy  and  Materia  Medica.  Mr.  Joseph 
Inci  retires  on  zn  annuity  of  1C0Z  a  year  (p.  244). 
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Charge  of  Burglary  at  a  Chemist's. 

A  young  man  named  William  Bridgwood,  residing  at 
Tunstall,  was  charged  at  the  County  Police  Court  at  Hanley, 
on  July  28,  with  breaking  and  entering  the  lock-up  shop  of 
Mr.  Robert  Home  Featherstone,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Market  Square,  Tunstall,  and  stealing  10*.,  on  July  26.  Mr. 
Featherstone  gave  evidence,  and  the  prisoner  was  com- 
mitted for  trial,  bail  being  allowed. 

Claim  on  a  Chemist. 

At  Plymouth,  last  week,  Mr.  T.  C.  '  Sloggett,  chemi«t, 
5  Drake  Street,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor  to  show  cause  why  an  order  should 
not  be  made  against  him  to  contribute  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  his  wife,  who  is  at  Blackadon  Asylum.  The 
Clerk  to  the  Guardians  explained  that  Mr.  Sloggett  was 
willing  to  contribute  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability  towards 
the  maintenance  of  his  wife,  but  she  had  property  oE  her 
own,  and  he  thought  that  money  should  be  applied  before 
he  was  called  upon  to  contribute.  This  order  was  applied 
for  on  the  advice  of  the  Master  in  Lunacy.  The  Magis- 
trates, however,  declined,  under  the  circumstances,  to  make 
an  order. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisonings. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Kingston  on  August  1,  before  Mr. 
Schroder,  respecting  the  death  of  a  woman  who  had  poisoned 
herself  by  taking  carbolic  acid,  Mr.  Alfred  Higga,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Richmond  Road,  stated  that  he  sold  the  de- 
ceased a  6d.  bottle  of  carbolic  acid.  In  reply  to  the  Coroner 
Mr.  Higgs  stated  that  thsre  were  no  restrictions  on  the  sale 
of  carbolic  acid.  The  law  did  not  even  compel  chemists  to 
label  it  or  put  it  into  distinctive  bottles.  He  always  took 
the  precaution  to  put  the  acid  in  a  blue  bottle,  upon  which 
were  embossed  the  words  "  Not  to  b?  taken."  In  addition, 
an  orange  label,  bearing  the  words  "  Carbolic  acid  — Poison," 
in  large  letters,  was  affixed  to  the  glass.  The  Coroner 
remarked  on  the  curious  anomaly  that  some  poisons  could 
be  sold  without  any  precautions,  while  others  had  to  be 
properly  labelled  and  secured.  He  hoped  something  would 
soon  be  done  to  place  the  same  restrictions  upon  the  sale 
of  all  poisons. 

The  following  victinn  to  the  non-scheduled  poison  have 
also  been  reported  during  the  past  week  : — ■ 

Ernest  Turner  (23),  described  as  an  actor,  who  was  tempo- 
rarily lodging  at  Chelmsford. 

Enoch  White  (49 ),  shoemaker,  of  Townsend,  near  Stroud, 
who  was  in  money  difficulties. 

John  Williams  (39),  of  16  Seville  Street,  Everton,  Liver- 
pool, a  paperhanger,  with  whom  trade  was  slack. 

Jane  Cartner  (70),  a  widow,  "given  to  drinking,"  just 
after  she  had  gone  into  the  workhouse. 

William  McQaeen  (59),  a  storekeeper,  of  Liverpool,  who 
abont  seven  weks  ago  lost  his  situation. 

El'zabeth  Bailey,  wife  of  a  bia^fe  smith,  Grimsby.  Had  been 
diinkirg  hfavily  during  the  pa  t  few  weeks,  and  was  much 
depressed. 

Margaret  Barnes  (13),  of  Biikenhead.  She  left  a  letter 
sa.ing  she  "could  not  live  without  mother,"  her  mother 
having  disd  recently. 

Reece  Seger  (32),  a  window-cleaner,  of  Manchester,  who 
twelve  months  ago  underwent  an  opera' ion  for  cancer  in 
ihe  nose,  and  had  late'y  saftered  from  severe  pains  in  the 
head. 


Death  from  Drinking  Scrubb's  Ammonia. 

At  the  inquest  held  on  the  4-year-old  son  of  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Bourne,  of  Broome,  who,  as  reported  last  week,  died  from 
drinking  from  a  bottle  of  Scrubb's  ammonia,  which  he 
found  on  a  table,  Mr.  Bourne,  the  father,  said  he  thought 
it  a  great  shame  that  stuff  of  that  sort  should  not 
be  labelled  "  Poison."    Dr.  Hammond  Smith,  of  Stour- 
bridge, said  the  immediate  cause  of  death  was  suffoca- 
tion from  laryngitis.    The  bottle  from  which  deceased  had 
drunk  contained  a  strong  solution  of  ammonia.    It  was  sold 
for  household  purposes,  and   the   label   stated :    "  This 
is  the  only  safe  ammonia  for  family  use."   There  was  no 
label  to  show  it  was  poison  or  injurious,  and  he  thought  a 
strong  representation  should  be  made  by  the  jury.    It  was 
very  wrong  that  such  a  poison  should  get  into  families 
without  a  label  to  show  it  was  a  poison.    The  Coroner 
asked  if  ammonia  was  scheduled.    Witness  said  he  did  not 
thick  it  was,  but  strong  ammonia  was  a  poison,  and  this 
liquid,  he  should  say,  contained  about  1  in  5  of  strong 
ammonia.    The  Coroner  thought  it  ought  to  have  a  label 
across  the  bottle,  "  Not  to  be  taken,"  though  that  would  not 
have  helped  in  this  case.    Mr.  Bourne  :  It  would  have  pre- 
vented the  nurse  leaving  it  about ;  it  would  have  Deen  an 
additional  safeguard.    The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  acci- 
dental death,  and  strongly  recommeoded  that  the  proprietors 
should  be  informed  that  they  thought  the  liquid  should  be 
labelled  "  Poison."    Dr.  Smith  :  Or  "  Not  to  be  taken."  The 
Coroner :  If  it  was  a  scheduled  poison  it  would  have  to  be 
labelled.    I  will  write  to  the  proprietors,  and  see  some 
notica  is  taken  of  your  recommendation. 

A  Morphine -suppository  for  a  Baby. 

An  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Elsie  Dibb,  aged  4  months, 
was  held  by  the  Hull  Coroner  on  Monday.  The  mother  said 
deceased  was  not  a  strong  child,  and  always  had  to  have 
medicine  or  injection  whenever  she  suffered  from  pain.  On 
Tuesday  night  she  was  in  convulsions,  and  was  suffering 
intense  pain  in  the  lower  part  of  her  body.  Witness 
applied  a  suppository,  which  she  had  had  three  months  un- 
opened. It  was  obtained  from  Mr.  Foulston's  drug- stores, 
Waterworks  Street.  Dr.  Sherburn  had  presciibed  them. 
Witness's  intention  was  to  ease  the  inflammation.  The 
suppositories  were  prescribed  for  a  grown-up  person.  At  6 
next  morning  she  heard  the  child  breathing  heavily.  Dr. 
Evans  was  sent  for,  but  the  child  died  about  6  P.M.  the  same 
day.  George  Robert  Foulston,  No.  46  Waterworks  Street, 
chemist,  said  he  had  prepared  suppositories  for  Mrs.  Dibb 
for  eight  years.  About  two  or  three  months  ago  he  made 
some  up  for  her  containing  J  gr.  of  morphia.  Medical  evi- 
dence was  given  that  the  cause  of  death  was  morphine- 
poisoning.  A  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure  was 
returned. 

Boots  and  the  Anti-cutting  Association. 

Messrs.  Boots  are  responding  to  the  price  conditions  fixed 
by  the  firms  who  have  assented  to  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association's  terms  by  advertising  very  boldly  in  the 
Sheffield  and  Nottirjgham  papers  a  notice  headed  "  Boycott  in 
the  Drug-trade."  They  have  saved  the  public,  they  say,  some 
thousands  of  pounds  every  year,  and  they  agree  with  the 
gentleman  who  gave  his  opinion  that  Q'}d.  was  too  much 
profit  to  expect  for  handing  over  the  counter  a  packed  article 
which  cost  9d.  "  He  knew  barbers  who  did  four  shaves  for 
that  amount,  and  there  was  a  ha'penny  over."  Then  they 
give  their  version  of  the  "  chemists'  ring,"  and  describe  the 
scheme  as  a  "  nice  little  plot,  batched  for  the  benefit  of  the 
retailer  and  the  wholesale  middleman."  They  intend,  how- 
ever, "  to  spoil  this  little  scheme."  They  are  on  the  black- 
list, but  they  do  not  mind  that  "  for  the  benefit  of  the  public." 
Neither  this  ring  nor  any  other  combination  will  prevent 
them  getting  all  the  supplies  they  want.  They  have  hitherto 
worked  harmoniously  with  the  trade,  but  this  wholesale 
attempt  to  raise  prices  is  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge,  and 
they  have  felt  it  is  now  time  to  fight  it  out. 

We  have  also  before  us  a  box  of  Scott's  pills,  round  the 
sides  of  which  is  a  label  bearing  the  following  inscription  :— 

Important  Notice.  Every  buyer  of  Dr.  Scott's  Pills  from  BOOTS 
should  know  why  the  price  has  been  raised— READ  BOUND  THE  BOX 
The  makers  of  these  Pills  having  joined  a  rirjg  or  association  to  force  up 
prices,  they  will  not  allow  them  to  be  sold  under  Is.  per  box,  otherwise 
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Boots,  the  Cash  Chemists,  would  gladly  supply  them  to  the  Public  at  a 
lower  price.

Cutters  and  Proprietary  Medicines. 

The  Civil  Service  Supply  Association  have  raised  the  price 
of  Carter's  pills  in  their  list  from  lOd.  to  ll^d.  They  have 
reduced  Cockle's  from  9\d.  to  9d.  Holloway's  goes  up  from 
lOd.  to  10^d.,  while  FenniDg's  powders  and  Owbridge's  lung- 
tonic  go  from  lOd.  to  9\d.  each.  Scott's  pills  are  "taken 
out  of  list."  The  Secretary  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  informs  us  that  most  of  the  London 
houses  generally  regarded  as  cutters,  such  as  Parke's,  Lewis 
&  Burrows,  Walton,  Hat-sell  &  Port,  &c ,  have  quite  readily 
agreed  to  the  new  terms  for  anti-cut  preparations. 

The  Centenary  of  Homoeopathy. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Pope,  of  Grantham,  presided  over  the  Fifth 
Quinquennial  Homoeopathic  Congress,  which  was  opened  at 
the  Queens'  Hall,  Langham  Place,  on  Tuesday.  The  Presi- 
dent delivered  an  able  address  on  "  The  Influence  of  the 
Therapeutic  Teaching  of  Hahnemann  in  1796  on  the  Study 
and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  1896."  In  1796  Hahnemann 
published  in  the  leading  medical  journal  of  Europe  the  first 
essay  containing  the  views  which  developed  into  what  was 
now  known  as  homoeopathy.  Professor  Girtanner,  of  Got- 
tingen,  writing  in  1798,  said  :  "  As  the  healing  art  has  no 
fixed  principles,  as  nothing  is  demonstrated  clearly  in  it,  as 
there  is  little  certain  and  reliable  experience  in  it,  every 
physician  has  a  right  to  follow  his  opinion.  Where  there  is 
no  question  of  real  knowledge,  where  everyone  is  only  guess- 
ing, one  opinion  is  as  good  as  another."  Hahnemann  recog- 
nised, as  Sir  William  Hamilton  of  Edinburgh  said  in  1852, 
that  medicine  had  not  made  a  single  step  since  the  days  of 
Hippocrates,  a  humiliating  charge  which  the  late  Dr.  B?gbie, 
in  1875,  failed  in  his  attempt  to  rebut.  The  only  real  step 
which  had  been  taken  in  medicine  since  these  primitive 
times  was,  in  fact,  said  the  President,  that  taken  in  the 
essay  published  in  1796,  to  which  he  had  referred.  Summing 
up  the  teaching  of  Hahnemann  in  1796,  the  President  de- 
scribed it  as  insisting  upon  the  necessity  for  a  reform  in 
therapeutics ;  the  displacement  of  venesection  from  the 
category  of  remedial  agents  to  the  subordinate  position  of  a 
pallia' ive,  to  be  used  only  in  the  absence  of  any  knowledge 
of  rapidly-acting  specifics ;  the  nature  and  need  of  medicines 
which  should  act  specifically  ;  the  study  of  drugs  by  experi- 
mental inquiries  into  their  powers  of  modifying  the  health 
of  the  body,  their  clinical  application  by  the  guid- 
ance of  the  p  inciple  of  similia  similibus  curantur, 
and  their  admioistration  singly  and  in  small  doses. 
Tracing  the  development  of  the  study  of  drug  action  in 
recent  times,  the  President  referred  to  Drs.  Ringer  and 
Murr ell's  studies  of  gelsemium  and  jaborandi,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  section  for  the  study  and  discussion  of  pharma- 
cology by  the  British  Medical  Association,  the  labours  of 
Professor  Fraser,  Dr.  Wilks,  and  others.  The  College  of 
Physicians  had  withdrawn  pharmacology  from  the  examina- 
tion required  for  their  licence.  Until  a  doctrine  in  thera- 
peutics was  recognised,  pharmacology  would  continue  to  be 
useless,  and  the  action  of  the  College  of  Physicians  justified. 
For  it  was  true  that,  as  Hahnemann  stated  a  century  ago, 
the  results  of  pharmacology,  to  be  of  any  value,  must  be 
directed  by  a  therapeutic  principle,  and  that  principle  must 
be  the  one  formulated  as  similia  similibus  curantur. 

According  to  reports  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  which 
were  subsequently  read  by  Dr.  Hughes,  it  appeared  that 
homoeopathy  was  progressing.  Austria  was  in  statu  quo. 
In  Denmark  there  were  now  seven  homoeopathic  practi- 
tioners. In  France  great  advance  had  been  made.  There 
were  now  400  homoeopathic  practitioners  in  Germany. 
Australia  was  advancing  rapidly.  The  most  noticeable 
feature  in  the  report  from  India  was  the  spread  of  homoeo- 
pathic principles  amongst  the  natives.  Italy  now  contained 
fifty  homceopathic  practitioners,  who  were  well  organised, 
and  the  reports  from  Holland,  Portugal,  Ra*s:a,  Switzerland, 


and  Belgium  were  also  of  an  encouraging  nature.  The 
United  States  sent  a  most  cheerful  account  of  the  progress 
of  homoeopathy  in  that  country,  in  which  mention  was  made 
of  the  large  increase  of  the  adherents  to  homoeopathic 
principles,  and  the  number  of  hospitals  devoted  to  homoeo- 
pathic treatment. 

The  Congress  held  other  meetings  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  at  which  papers  were  read  by  British  and  foreign 
practitioners,  and  a  committee  was  formed  charged  with  the 
duty  of  considering  the  advisability  of  instituting  some 
memorial  to  Hahnemann. 

Using  other  People's  Bottles. 

William  Price  was  summoned  before  the  Cardiff  stipendiary 
on  Wednesday  for  selling  herb  beer  in  bottles  to  which  the 
names  of  F.  W.  Smart  and  S.  Clayton  &  Sons  were  applied. 
Defendant  said  he  found  the  bottles  in  the  shop  when  he 
took  over  the  busines?,  and  he  was  not  aware  he  was  doing 
wrong  by  using  them.  The  stipendiary  said  he  was  afraid 
it  was  a  common  practice  to  use  bottles  belonging  to  other 
people.  Though  it  was  not  suggested  by  the  prosecution 
that  in  this  case  there  was  any  intention  to  defraud,  he 
must  mark  his  sense  of  the  illegality  of  the  act  by  imposing 
the  nominal  penalty  of  5s.  and  costs,  or  in  default  seven 
days'  imprisonment. 

A  Day  Out. 

On  Saturday  last,  August  1,  Messrs.  Barnett  &  Foster 
took  their  staff  of  engineers,  clerks,  Sec.  (over  a  hundred  of 
them),  to  Rye  House  for  a  day's  pleasure.  Mr.  Blaster,  the 
principal,  with  his  son,  son-in-law,  and  a  dozen  friends  drove 
down  on  a  well-appointed  four-horse  coach,  and  joined  the 
rest  of  the  party  at  dinner  at  2  p.m.  An  excellent  meal  was 
provided,  after  which  a  few  speeches  were  made  and  songs 
sung.  Mr.  Blaxter's  straight  talk  to  his  staff  was  as  cordial 
and  racy  as  ever,  and  gave  outsiders  a  good  idea  of  the 
vigorous  way  in  which  the  business  is  conducted.  The 
oratory  was  somewhat  cut  short  to  allow  of  more  time  for 
sun-worship — a  form  of  idolatry  which  is  almost  excusable 
on  the  part  of  a  firm  whose  business  depends  so  largely  on 
the  exertions  of  our  solar  neighbour. 

On  Saturday  last  the  emploj  6s  of  Messrs.  Bennett,  Sons 
&  Shears  (Limited),  engineers  and  coppersmiths,  of  Kings- 
land  Road,  N.E ,  journeyed  to  Clacton-on-Sea  for  their 
annual  beanfeast.  The  party,  numbering  about  sixty,  dined 
at  the  Brunswick  Hotel.  Mr.  James  C.  Shears  was  chairman 
and  Mr.  Charles  Davis  vice-chairman.  After  dinner  "  The 
Queen,"  "  The  Firm,"  "The  Chairman,"  "The  Vice-Cbair- 
mau,"  and  "  The  Secretary  and  Committee "  were  duly 
toasted.  Then  followed  songs  and  other  toasts,  and  after- 
I  wards  bathirjg,  boating,  and  driving.  The  day  was  well 
occupied,  and  ultimately  the  party  arrived  at  Liverpool 
Street  about  10  45  P  M. 

Tae  Wrong  Bottle. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Roumieu  held  an  inquest  at  Dorking,  on  July  31, 
on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Scragg,  aged  75,  whose  death  from  the 
administration  of  a  fatal  dose  took  place  on  the  previous 
Tuesday.  Mrs.  Ann  Stanbridge,  daughter  of  deceased,  said 
her  mother  had  been  ill  for  some  time,  and  had  been 
attended  by  Dr.  Blakeney,  who  had  prescribed  some  medi- 
cine, also  a  lotion.  Oa  the  previous  Tuesday  she  picked  up 
a  bottle  from  the  table,  poured  out  what  she  thought  was  a 
dose  of  the  medicine,  and  her  mother  took  it.  Deceased 
remarked,  "  Oh,  how  hot  I "  Witness  foen  discovered  that 
she  had  given  her  mother  a  dose  of  the  lotion.  She  at  once 
gave  her  some  hot  salt  water,  which  made  her  a  little  sick, 
and  sont  for  a  doctor.  The  two  bottles  were  not  alike.  The 
only  explanation  witness  could  give  was  that  she  was 
talking  all  the  time. 

Mr.  Blakeney,  surgeon,  eaid  he  had  prescribed  medicine 
for  the  deceased  consisting  of  quinine  and  bicarbonate  of 
potash.  He  had  also  given  a  liniment  of  belladonna.  The 
little  bottle  was  labelled,  "For  external  use  only."  The 
cause  of  death  was  belladonna  poisoning. 

The  Foreman  said  it  was  his  opinion,  and  that  of  several 
of  the  jurors,  that  the  bottle  containing  poison  should  be 
distinctive  in  colour  and  shape. 

The  Coroner :  I  agree  to  a  certain  extent  with  you,  but 
the  fact  cf  having  bottles  so  absolutely  distinct  as  these 
w;uld  be  quite  sufficient,  I  should  thick,  to  prevent  a 
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person  using  the  wrong  one,  particularly  when  there  is  a 
label  upon  it.  Therefore  I  can  only  come  to  tbe  conclusion 
that  if  the  poison  had  been  in  any  other  kind  of  bottle  it 
would  have  happened.  It  is  one  of  those  unfortunate  mis- 
takes that  will  happen  sometimes. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  deato  by  misadventure. 

The  Coroner  observed  that  the  death  of  Professor  Tyndall 
occurred  under  similar  circumstances.  If  they  had  to  give 
medicine  and  administer  lo'ion,  it  seemed  absurd  that 
peop'e  should  persist  in  keeping  them  on  the  same  table.

A  Sulphuric  acid  Patent. 
In  the  Dublin  Law  Courts,  on  July  31,  before  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls,  an  injunction  was  sought  by  Thomas  G.  Webb, 
Manchester,  to  restrain  Messrs.  Kynoch  &  Co.  (Limited), 
Arklow,  from  working  a  machine  for  concentrating  sulphuric 
or  other  acids,  which,  it  was  alleged,  infringed  his  patent- 
rights.  An  undertaking  was  given  by  tbe  defendants  to 
keep  an  account  of  their  use  of  the  process  and  to  allow  an 
inspection  of  the  plant  by  the  plaintiff. 

Made  him  Hop. 
Dr.  John  O'Finegan,  apothecary,  Thomas  Street,  Dublin, 
last  week  charged  a  man  named  Hendrick  with  riotous 
conduct  in  his  Medical  Hall.  The  accused  had  purchased  a 
powder  for  his  child,  and  when  the  child  died  endeavoured 
to  bully  Dr.  O'Finegan  into  giving  a  certificate  of  death.  On 
the  latter's  refusal  Hendrick  created  a  scene  in  the  shop, 
and  caused  a  large  crowd  to  collect.  He  threatened  to 
assault  the  doctor,  and  said,  "  I'll  make  you  hop  for  this." 
The  accused  was  fined  ZOs.,  or  in  default  fourteen  days' 
imprisonment,  and  ordered  to  find  bail  for  his  future  good 
behaviour. 

Spiders  or  Ply  Sepulchres. 

At  the  Waterford  Union  last  week  an  order  from  the 
Workhouse  master  for  twenty  dozen  fly-sepulchres  was  read 
out.  "  What  the  flames  do  you  want  with  twenty  dozen  fly- 
papers?" asked  Mr.  John  Power,  a  Guardian.  "Wouldn't 
ten  dozen  be  enough  1 "  "  It  is  a  very  small  thing,"  said  the 
Clerk.  "  I  object,"  said  Mr.  Power.  Another  Guardian  said 
they  did  not  want  any  fly-papers,  "  Order  a  few  robust 
spiders."  Mr.  Power  forced  a  division,  and  ten  votes  were 
given  for  the  twenty  dozen  papers  and  ten  for  the  ten  dozen. 
The  matter  was  compromised  by  ordering  fifteen  dozen.

Glasgow  Parish  Medicines. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  City  Parish 
Council  held  on  Tuesday,  August  4,  it  was  reported  that  the 
following  four  offers  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the 
Parish  Dispensary  had  been  received  by  the  Medical  Com- 


mittee:— From  Mr.  James  Taylor,  521.  8*.  5d. ;  the  New 
Apothecaries'  Company,  531.  Is.  Qd  ;  Messrs.  W.  &  R. 
Hatrick  &  Co.,  531.  Us.  2d. ;  and  from  Messrs.  Brown 
Brothers  &  Co.,  53Z  16s.  9\d.  The  committee  accepted  Mr. 
Taylor's  offer,  and  the  Council  sanctioned  their  action. 

Glasgow  Parish  Apothecary's  Salary. 

The  salary  of  Mr.  Halley,  principal  apothecary  to  the 
Glasgow  City  Parish  Council,  was  discussed  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Parish  Council  held  on  Tuesday  last.  In 
April  last  Mr.  Halley  sent  in  an  application  for  an  increase  to 
his  salary,  and  this  was  considered  by  the  Medical  Com- 
mittee on  July  23.  They  recommended  that  Mr.  Halley's 
salary  should  be  raised  from  110Z.  to  120Z.  Dr.  Chalmers, 
convener  of  the  Medical  Committee,  moved  at  the  Council 
meeting  approval  of  this  recommendation,  and  said  that 
Mr.  Halley  had  effected  a  saving  in  the  expenditure  of  his 
department,  inasmuch  as  since  he  came  he  had  himself 
manufactured  the  soda-water  that  was  required,  which 
before  had  to  be  done  for  them  at  some  expense.  His 
predecessor  had  150Z.  a  year,  whereas  it  was  only  proposed 
now  to  raise  Mr.  Halley's  salary  to  120?.  Mr.  O'Hare 
objected  to  the  increase,  and  denied  that  any  saving  had  been 
effected  by  the  apothecary  manufacturing  the  soda-water, 
as  the  Council  had  purchased  and  set  down  the  machinery 
at  considerable  expense.  However,  Mr.  C'Hare  did  not 
press  his  objection,  and  the  increase  was  unanimously 
agreed  to.

Artificial  Diamonds. —  M.  Moissan  again  referred  to  bis 
researches  in  connection  with  artificial  diamonds  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences.  He  stated  that 
he  is  now  able  to  obtain  a  certain  regularity  of  form,  although 
the  size  remains  very  small.  By  their  combustion  in  oxygen 
these  crystals  give  a  quantity  of  carbonic  acid  which  corre- 
sponds to  the  atomic  weight  of  carbon.  They  produce  no 
ash,  and  consequently  M.  Moissan  has  no  hesitation  in 
classing  them  as  pure  diamonds. 

The  Subject  op  Uniform  Prices  for  supplying  drugs 
and  medicines  to  1he  various  public  relief  offices  and  dis- 
pensaries in  France  was  discussed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists  at  Rouen.  At 
present  each  prefect  of  a  department  makes  his  own  contract 
for  the  supply  of  drugs,  &c,  and  there  is  a  not  unnatural 
tendency  for  these  officials  to  compare  notes,  with  the  result 
that  prices  are  often  cut.  French  pharmacists  intend  to 
prepare  a  schedule  of  prices  for  supplying  dispensaries,  &c, 
to  which,  it  is  hoped,  they  will  all  agree  to  adhere. 

Arsenical  Paralysis. — Dr.  Lancereau  drew  attention 
at  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine  to 
the  frequency  of  paralysis  resulting  from  treatment  by 
arsenic  when  injudiciously  administered.  He  cited  numerous 
cases  of  patients  who  were  restored  to  health  after  sup- 
pression of  the  arsenic.  Arsenical  paralysis  has  been 
studied,  added  Dr.  Lancereau,  but  he  does  not  think  that 
the  fever  caused  by  arsenic-poisoning  has  been  properly 
pointed  out.  In  several  cases  this  fever  lasted  fourteen 
weeks.  No  treatment  by  arsenic,  the  doctor  considers, 
should  last  more  than  a  month.  Also  in  cases  of  fever  from 
an  unknown  cause  the  question  should  be  at  once  asked  if 
the  patient  has  been  taking  arsenic. 

The  Speciality  Question  in  France,  &c. — The  annua  1 
meeting  of  the  General  Association  of  French  pharmacist9 
being  one  of  the  leading  pharmaceutical  events  of  the  year 
here,  I  was  glad  to  avail  myself  of  an  opportunity  given  a 
day  or  two  ago  by  the  genial  President  to  learn  his  personal 
impressions  of  the  gathering.  M.  Petit  is  a  man  of  multi- 
farious occupations,  especially  since,  as  Mayor  of  Viropav, 
near  Versailles,  municipal  duties  claim  part  of  his  time.  He 
seemed  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  meeting.  Referrirg 
to  their  speciality  question,  be  said :  "  The  somewhat  knotty 
point  of  deciding  whether  the  General  Association  should 
decide  <o  adopt  the  provincial  pharmacists'  views  for  the 
total  suppression  of  specialities  or  follow  the  more 
reasonable  views  of   their  Parisian    confreres  for  their 
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regulation,  was,  as  you  know,  an  important  feature  of  the 
meeting.  On  the  matter  coming  to  the  vote,  210  members 
voted  against  total  suppression,  although  as  many  as  105  dele- 
gates were  in  favour  of  it.  This  nnjority  was  obtained 
on  the  understanding  that  no  effort  should  b3  spared  to 
bring  about  some  satisfactory  arrangement  of  the  question 
at  an  early  date.  Of  course  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  gTeat  majority  of  our  country  colleagues  sell  only  the 
advertised  specialities,  whereas  a  number  of  the  Parisian 
pharmacists  have  specialities  of  their  own."  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  this  decision  may  be  taken  as  fairly  representative  of 
the  opinion  of  French  pharmacists  regarding  the  subject  of 
specialities,  the  delegates  present  at  the  meeting  haviDg 
represented  3,100  pharmacists  out  of  the  total  membership 
of  3,600  belonging  to  the  Association.  A  letter  from  the 
French  Syndicate  of  Patent-medicine  Manufacturers  was 
read  at  the  gathering  promising  their  best  co-operation  in 
any  effort  to  come  to  a  mutual  understanding.  Certainly  it 
must  be  admitted  that  the  Rouen  vote  has  not  led  to  any 
material  advancement  in  the  settlement  of  the  subject  of 
regulating  the  prices  cf  specialities,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  what  advantage  would  have  been  gained  even 
had  the  total  suppression  of  specialities  been  voted ;  the 
"proprietors  of  proprietaries"  have  to  be  counted  with. 
If.  Petit  also  referred  to  another  subject  in  which  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  he  takes  a  great  interest.  "  I  am  of 
opinion,"  he  said,  "  that  it  is  unjust  that  any  person  should 
be  allowed  to  become  the  owner  of  the  popular  name  of  a 
chemical  product.  I  drew  attention  to  this  subject  at  the 
Marseilles  Congress  last  autumn.  Anyone,  whether  phar- 
macist or  not,  can  register  the  name  of  a  chemical  as  a 
trade-mark,  and  such  registration  gives  him  the  proprietor- 
ship of  that  name  and  he  may  be  able  to  sell  the  remedies 
at  a  high  price,  while  other  manufacturers  have  to  invent 
other  names  for  the  same  article.  I  have  no  objection  to 
trade-  marks  for  allowing  a  distinction  to  be  made  by  a 
manufacturer  regarding  his  preparations,  but  I  object  to 
such  monopolies  as  at  present  exist  in  such  articles  as 
phenacetine,  salol,  &c.  I  expect  the  subject  will  give  rise  to 
a  lawsuit  shortly,  and  we  shall  then  know  how  far  such 
proprietorship  is  legal  or  not.  Meanwhile,  the  Rouen 
Congress  voted  in  favour  of  a  proposition  by  me  that  it  is 
decidedly  unsatisfactory."  M.  Petit  added  that  he  had  no 
trade  interest  in  the  matter  whatever. 

The  International  Congress  of  Applied  Chem- 
istry, the  meetings  of  which  were  inaugurated  on  Monday, 
July  27,  at  the  Paris  Sorbonne  by  M.  Berthelot's  brilliant 
speech,  was  brought  to  an  end  on  Wednesday,  August  5. 
The  official  excursion  to  Rouen  has  been  abandoned.  Both 
socially  and  scientifically  the  Congress  has  been  a  success. 
The  programme  included  a  visit  to  the  State  tobacco-manu- 
factory, a  reception  by  the  Paris  Municipal  Council  at  the 
Hotel  de  Ville,  and  an  excursion  to  some  of  the  leading 
factories  at  St.  Denis.  A  visit  was  also  made  to  Notre 
Dame  to  render  pious  homage  to  the  memory  of  Pasteur, 
whose  remains  still  rest  at  that  cathedral.  The  members 
of  the  Congress  brought  a  magnificent  wreath  of  natural 
flowers,  on  which  was  a  violet  ribbon  bearing  in  letters  of 

gold  the  inscription  :  "  To  Pasteur,  their  venerated  master  

The  members  tof  the  Second  International  Congress  of 
Chemistry."  From  Notre  Dame  the  chemists  went  to  the 
Pasteur  Institute,  which  they  inspected  under  the  guidance 
of  M.  Daclaux,  the  director,  and  Dr.  Roux,  while  M.  Fcuer- 
bach  did  the  honours  of  the  retrospective  exhibition  of 
Pasteur's  work.  Inoculations  against  rabies  were  made  in 
their  presence,  and  they  afterwards  went  to  Garche3  to  in- 
spect the  anti-diphtheritic  laboratory  there.  On  Friday  e  7en- 
ing  a  lecture  was  giren  by  Profess  :>r  Lippmann  on  the 
photography  of  colours  at  the  Sorbonne.  An  inspection  of 
the  gasworks  at  Gennevilliers  was  made  on  Saturday  after- 
noon, and  Sunday  was  devoted  to  an  excursion  to  Compie^ne 
and  Pierrefonds.  A  special  banquet  at  the  Grand  Hotel  was 
the  social  event  of  Monday  last,  and  on  Wednesday  afternoon 
the  Congress  was  officially  biought  to  an  end  by  a  meeting 
in  the  grand  amphitheatre  of  this  Sorbonne,  Paris,  presided 
over  by  M.  Henri  Boucher,  French  Minister  of  Commerce. 
Scientifically  the  woik  was  not  less  succeisful  The 
Congress  was  divided  into  three  sections,  the  meetings  of 
which  were  held  at  the  same  time.  A  fall  report  of  the 
topics  discussed  would  occupy  several  numbers  of  The 


Chemist  and  Druggist.  The  chemistry  of  sugar  was  a 
leading  item,  as  well  as  agricultural  chemistry,  distilling, 
photography,  electro-chemistry,  alimentary  chemistry,  mine- 
ral chemicals,  &c.  "Official  analysis"  was  a  subject  which 
gave  rise  to  an  interesting  discussion  on  analytical  instru- 
ments. Medico  legal  chemistry,  milk,  wine,  beer,  metal- 
lurgy, medical  chemistry,  hygienic  chemistry,  and  residuary 
waters  were  amongst  the  other  subjects  treated.  Among 
the  papers  of  a  pharmaceutical  character  were  "The 
Character  of  Purity  and  Analysis  of  New  Chemicals  Em- 
ployed in  Medicine  " ;  "  The  Rjlatfons  between  Therapeutic 
Properties  and  the  Chemical  Series:  Can  these  Relations 
Serve  in  the  Domain  of  Researches  ? "  M.  Laurent  con- 
tributed a  paper  on  the  "  Non-digestibility  of  Sterilised 
Milk,"  M.  Trill  at  referred  to  the  "Physical  and  Chemical 
Characters  of  New  Medicaments  Introduced  into  Pharmacy, 
in  Recent  Years,"  and  M.  Houdas  spoke  of  the  "  Characters  >  i 
of  Purity  of  Digitalin."  Discussions  took  placa  regarding  I 
methods  of  estimating  morphine,  also  concerning  tests  f 
for  quinine,  and  MM.  Mercier,  Domergue,  and; 
Jules  Jean  read  papers  on  "  Official  Tests  for 
Alcoholic  Tinctures  and  Extract?,"  &c.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry  meeting  (Section  IX.)  of  the  Chemi- 
cal Congress  was  held  on  Tuesday  morning,  at  9  A.m. 
M.  Veffers-Bettengs,  a  Dutch  savant,  presided,  supported  by 
M.  Biircker  (chief  pharmacist  of  the  Val  de  Grace  military 
hospital  and  a  leading  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy)  and  ,M.  Vicario  (Secretary  of  the  Section).  The 
leading  question  under  discussion  was  the  well-worn  one  of 
an  international  Codex.  It  was  highly  desirable,  the  Presi- 
dent pointed  out,  that  some  kind  of  an  international  agree- 
ment should  be  arrived  at.  At  present  some  tinctures  in 
the  French  Codex  are  forty  times  the  strength  of  those  in 
the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia  He  instanced  tincture  of  strych- 
nine and  syrup  of  iodine.  There  were  certain  drugs  which 
appeared  in  one  Codex  under  one  form  and  in  another  as 
quite  a  different  preparation.  A  case  had  come  under  his 
notice  where  a  French  prescription  was  presented  to  a  Dutch 
pharmacist.  Among  the  ingredients  was  aconitine  ;  but  as 
the  aconitine  was  prescribed  according,to  the  French  Codex 
the  chemist  had  to  write  to  France  to  obtain  the  French 
aconitine.  M.  Biircker  said  it  would  not  be  practicable — 
at  any  rate,  at  first — to  include  all  medicaments.  He 
suggested  that  a  maximum  or  minimum  of  strength  for 
preparations  of  active  medicines  such  as  opium,  aconite,  and 
the  like  should  be  ag.e^d  upon,  or  in  such'cases  they  might 
inscribe  in  the  margin  of  the  French  Codex  the  relative 
strength  of  the  medicament  prescribed  by  the  English, 
Belgian,  Dutch,  or  German  Pharmacopoeias.  M.  Pioritti  did 
not  believe  in  permanent  Commissions  for  the  revision 
of  Codexes.  He  instanced  the  Italian  Commission, 
which,  he  remarked,  "did  nothing."  M.  Biircker 
retorted  that  the  German  Commission  "did  some- 
thing." M.  Jules  Jean,  a  somewhat  youthful  orator, 
who  was,  however,  listened  to  with  much  attention, 
gave  a  few  details  of  variations,  and  was  followed  by 
M.  Crinon  who  quoted  others.  M.  Crinon  urged  that  it  was 
also  desirable  to  fix  a  standard  of  "normal  richness  "  in 
active  principles  of  the  simple  drugs  used  in  galenic  pre- 
parations. M.  Lambert,  a  Belgian,  and  M.  Biircker  approved 
of  these  views,  and  a  motion  in  accordance  with  the  opinions 
expressed  was  voted.  M.  Mercier  gave  some  figures  as  to 
the  estimation  of  morphine,  which  made  M.  Biircker  give 
vent  to  a  long  "  whew  "  of  astonishment.  He  had  employed 
two  different  processes,  "  including  the  one  we  were  taught 
at  the  School  of  Pharmacy"  (M.  Riche  smiled  as  M.  Crinon 
tapped  him  on  the  shoulder),  and  the  result  gave  as  much 
as  50  per  cent,  difference.  Two  analysts  had  worked  on 
this,  all  precautions  being  taken  and  resales  checked ;  in 
fact,  no  one  questioned  M  Merc'ter's  figures.  One  process 
should  be  adopted  universally — polarisation,  for  instance. 
M.  Biircker  dissented.  He  had  little  confidence  in  polarisa- 
tion. To  begin  with,  instruments  were  far  from  perfect ; 
there  were  varying  temperatures  and  all  sorts  of  dangers. 
Polaiisation  had  its  value,  but  he  preferred  some  more 
certain  method,  such  as  the  dosage  of  nitrogen.  At  the  con- 
cluding meeting,  he'.d  at  the  Sorbonne  cn  Wednesday,  Vienna 
was  chosen  as  the  meeting- place  in  1838.  The  Italian 
representatives  tried  to  get  the  Congress  to  Tuiin  for  1900, 
but  the  French  chemists  intimated  that,  that  baing  the  year 
of  their  exhibition,  Paris  might  be  selected  again. 
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A COUNCIL  MEETING  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  was  held  on  Wednesday,  Angust  5, 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  the 
President,  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  were  also  present : 
Mr.  Harrison  (Vice-President),  Messrs.  Allen,  Atkins, 
Bateson,  Bottle,  Carteighe,  Corder,  Hampson,  Park,  Savory, 
and  Symes,  and  Mr.  Bremridge,  the  Secretary. 

Thanks  foe  Livebpool. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been  read, 
Mr.  Caeteighe  said  perhaps  he  might  be  permitted,  as 
to  some  extent  representing  the  President  and  Council  as 
one  of  the  delegates  to  the  Liverpool  Conference,  to  express  on 
behalf  of  those  delegates  who  were  present  their  cordial  and 
hearty  appreciation  of  the  hospitality  and  consideration 
shown  them  by  their  Liverpool  friends.  He  could  speak 
personally  of  the  untiring  zeal  and  unflagging  spirit  with 
which  the  local  committee,  from  the  chaii man  downwards, 
worked  in  order  to  make  the  gathering  a  success  in  Liverpool. 
The  social  element  was  run  almost  concurrently  with 
■the  scientific,  for  practically  every  moment  of  the 
mornings,  afternoons,  and  evenings  was  occupied 
either  in  the  form  of  instruction  or  entertainment. 
The  Council  would  feel  that  the  reports  in  the 
■Journal  could  hardly  sufficiently  warmly  express  that  which 
he  wished  to  testify  to — namely,  that  notwithstanding  that 
there  was  another  Conference  going  on  in  Liverpool  in  the 
same  week,  which  tended  to  increase  the  difficulties  of  the 
local  executive  committee,  the  comforts  and  happiness  of 
the  delegates  were  taken  care  of  from  the  moment  they 
arrived  until  the  moment  they  left.  He  thought  the  thanks 
of  the  delegates  were  due— and  he  wished  particularly  to 
testify  to  this — to  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  their 
colleague,  Dr.  Symes,  who  was  also  President  of  the  Con- 
ference, and  to  Mr.  Wardleworth  the  indefatigable  Local 
Secretary.  They  were  indebted  also  to  many  oi  hers,  Mr. 
33vans>,  of  Liverpool,  amorigst  them,  being  extremely  useful 
in  many  ways.  With  regard  to  the  other  officers  not  of  the 
local  committee,  but  of  the  Conference,  he  wished  to  say 
that  the  thanks  of  the  delegates  were  due  to  the  Hon.  Secre- 
taries of  the  Conference,  Mr.  Naylor  and  Mr.  Ransom. 
In  the  somewhat  hurried  way  in  which  the  final  meet- 
ing broke  up,  he  was  sorry  to  find  that  no  proper  recogni- 
tion was  tendered  to  them  then.  (Hear,  hear.)  As  an 
old  secretary  of  a  conference  himself  he  felt  it  his 
duty,  therefore,  to  say  that  he  for  one,  at  all  events,  appre- 
ciated their  active  efforts  wtih  regard  to  the  scientific  part  of 
the  Congress.  He  cordially  thanked  Dr.  Symes  and  all  his 
friends  in  Liverpool,  including  Mr.  Wardleworth,  on  behalf  of 
the  delegates  from  that  Council  for  the  very  admirable 
manner  in  which  they  carried  out  all  the  provisions  for  the 
Conference,  and  the  lavish  way  in  which  the  excursion  on 
Thursday  was  carried  out. 

Mr.  Atkins  also  thanked  Dr.  Symes,  and  through  bim 
others  in  Liverpool,  for  all  they  did  for  the  comfort  of  the 
delegates. 

Dr.  Symes,  who  was  cheered  on  rising,  said  he  was 
not  at  all  prepared  to  receive  any  further  thanks  on 
behalf  of  the  committee  in  Liverpool  for  the  way  io 
which  they  managed  to  give  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to 
those  who  attended  the  Conference.  He  thought  they 
had  been  thanked  sufficiently.  He  would,  however, 
like  to  say  that  social  arrangements  would  not  constitute  a 
conference.  It  must  be  thai  the  arrangements  for  the 
Conference  were  also  well  carried  out,  and  he  was  very 
pleased  that  Mr.  Carteighe  had  mentioned  the  work  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Conference.  They  had  their  whole  souls 
in  the  work,  and  nothing  pleased  them  so  well  as  to  see  the 
Conference  proceeding.  They  owed  the  existence  of  the 
Conference  to  their  work  because  they  could  not  meet 
together  for  this  social  entertainment  unless  they  had  some 
work  to  do.  Work  gave  them  enjoyment,  and  entertainment 
of  course  added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  work.  He  was  glad 
Mr.  Wardleworth'?  name  had  be?n  mentioned  as  being  an 


active  secretary,  and  others  helped  admirably.  He  would 
convey  what  had  been  said  to  the  committee    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  Peesident  said  he  was  very  pleased  to  hear  that 
great  success  had  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  at 
Liverpool.  He  felt  sure  they  did  not  think  it  any  mark  of 
disrespect  on  his  part  that  he  was  not  present  on  the  occa- 
sion owing  to  [other  engagements  The  Council  was  well 
represented,  and  he  was  exceedingly  glad  to  hear  of  the  very 
great  success  which  had  attended  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Hampson  also  expressed  his  deep  regret;  at  his  inability 
to  be  present  at  the  Conference.  He  had  looked  forward  to 
being  there,  as  it  was  twenty-five  or  twenty-six  years  since  be 
visited  Liverpool  on  a  similar  oocasion.  He  was  extremely 
sorry  he  was  not  there  to  share  in  their  delight,  and 
perhaps  to  learn  new  scientific  facts 

The  Vice-Pbesident  said  as  a  Lancashire  man  he  had 
been  looking  forward  to  visiting  Liverpool  on  the  occasion, 
but  circumstances  over  which  he  had  no  control  prevented 
him.  The  Conference  appeared  to  be  in  every  sense  a  marked 
success,  and  he  was  sorry  he  was  not  there.  The  loss  was 
his,  and  not  theirs. 

The  minutes  were  then  signed  by  the  President. 

NewJMembers,  &o. 
Several  new  members  were  then  elected,  in  addition  to  five 
new  associates  in  business,  fifty-eieht  new  associates,  and 
eight  new  students.    Diplomas  were  granted  to  twenty-seven 
other  persons. 

Finance. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  that  the  General  Fand 
account  amounted  to  3,7332.  10s  lOd.  and  the  payments  in 
July  to  1  976Z.  9*  ,  leaving  a  balance  of  1  757Z.  Is.  10d  The 
payments  now  recommended  amounted  to  2.687Z.  6s  5d  The 
benevolent  and  donation  accounts  amounted  to  2,004Z  6s.  Id., 
and  the  payments  to  521Z.  5s  ,  leaving  a  balance  on  the  two 
accounts  of  1  413Z  Is  Id.  The  Orphan  Fand  remained  the 
same  as  at  the  last  meeting.  The  balauce  was  16s.  3d., 
there  having  been  no  receipts  or  payments  during  the 
month. 

The  Peesident  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee.  He  said  there 
were  no  special  features  calling  for  remark  from  himself. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Caeteighe,  and 
adopted. 

Benevolence. 

The  Vice-Pbesiden  r  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Benevo- 
lent Fand  Committee's  report,  which  recommended  the 
payment  of  grants  of  101  in  two  c^se.-i  and  12Z.  in  another 
case.  He  said  there  had  been  five  applications  to  the  com- 
mittee. One  was  refused  and  another  deferred  on  gcod 
grounds. 

Mr.  Hampson  said  that,  having  retired  from  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  Committee,  he  felt  he  had  a  little  more  freedom 
of  action,  and  it  occurred  to  him  thar,  he  ought  to  use  the 
present  opportunity  to  again  bring  to  their  notice  a  reform 
which  he  had  frequently  endeavoured  to  carry  out,  but,  up 
to  the  present  time,  without  success.  He  did  not  intend  at 
the  present  moment  to  move  a  distinct  resolution,  but  he 
would,  in  all  seriousness,  ask  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee to  consider  one  portion  of  that  reform— that  was  to 
say,  the  desirability  of  putting  an  end  to  systematic  can- 
vassing for  the  position  of  annuitants  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  It  was  clear  even  to  the  most  ordinary  understanding 
that  the  candidate  who  was  well  snpporfced  by  canvassing — 
the  candidate  who  had  friends  with  money  to  spend — always 
was  found  at  the  head  of  the  poll.  In  a  list,  he  received  a 
year  or  two  ago  he  found  mentiored  upon  it  a  gentleman,  an 
unfortunate  individual  of  the  age  of  86.  It  was  fair 
to  assume  that  that  gentleman  was  chosen  as  one  of  the 
candidates,  and  it  seemed  to  him  to  be  distinctly  a  matter  of 
cruelty  to  call  upon  that  individual  to  canvass  and  spend 
money  and  call  his  friends  to  his  aid  and  support.  On  a 
previous  occasion  an  individual  about  the  same  age— at  all 
events,  over  80 — lost  his  opportunity  by  the  excessive  can- 
vassing of  other  candidates,  and  he  was  left  out  to  wait  for 
another  year.  He  did  not  propose,  although  he  considered 
it  desirable,  to  put  a  stop  to  the  voting  system,  but  he  did 
ask  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  to  consider  whether 
it  was  not  desirable  that  they  should  recommend  the 
Council  to  prohibit  canvassing.    Then  he  thought  that  no 
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member  of  the  Council  should  allow  his  name  to  be  pub- 
lished in  connection  with  the  canvassing.  He  felt  extremely 
strongly  on  that  point.  They  made  their  selection 
of  the  candidates,  and  he  thought  they  should  cease 
to  take  any  active  steps — at  all  events,  by  the  publica- 
tion of  their  names.  There  was  another  matter — 
namely,  every  month  they  had  brought  before  them  a 
financial  statement  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Account,  and 
that  appeared  to  him  to  be  a  waste  of  money.  It  cost  51.  or 
61.  a  year,  and  they  had  no  financial  statement  at  all  on 
larger  matters  of  the  Society  printed  and  brought  before 
them  every  month.  They  were  desirous  of  exercising  strict 
economy  in  the  expenditure  of  their  funds,  and  he  urged 
that  it  was  undesirable  to  continue  thi  expenditure. 

The  Pkes  ident  said  he  understood  it  was  quite  easy  to 
drop  it.  He  thought  himself  the  publication  of  the  account 
was  quite  unnecessary.  Those  interested  in  the  fund  could 
always  obtain  the  information  they  wanted. 

The  Vice-President  promised  that  this  matter  should 
be  brought  before  the  committee  at  an  early  date.  He 
agreed  with  Mr.  Hampson,  but  he  feared  it  was  somewhat 
hopeless  to  attempt  to  bring  the  committee  to  think  with 
Mr.  Hampson  and  himself.  As  to  the  expenditure,  he  would 
also  bring  that  before  the  committee,  and  report  at  a  further 
date. 

The  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  were  then  adopted. 

It  was  subsequently  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hamp- 
son, seconded  by  Mr.  Cobdeb — 

That  the  resolution  of  the  Council  ordering  that  a  monthly  draft- 
staiement  of  the  accounts  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  be  issued  to  the 
Council  be  rescinded. 

The  House  Committee. 
On  tha  motion  of  the  President,   the  report  of  the 
Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  which  gava 
the  number  of  attendances  during  the  past  monch,  was 
next  passed. 

The  Society's  Scholarships. 

The  President  then  moved,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Research  Committee,  that  Mr.  Wilfred  Ling  be  elected 
as  Redwood  scholar  for  the  session  1896-97. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Charles  Allejj  and  carried. 

Mr.  Bottle  :  Is  there  no  further  report  from  the  Research 
Committee  ? 

The  President  :  No.  It  was  proposed  that  there  should 
be  a  meeting  before  the  monthly  meeting  in  October.  Then 
we  shall  have  a  final  report. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  reports  of  the  committee 
appoia  ted  to  watch  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  Pharmaceu- 
tical scholarship  examinations.  The  examination  for  the  Jacob 
Bell  scholarship  was  held  on  July  14,  and  there  were  thiity 
candidates.  The  scholarships  were  awarded  to  Harold  Evans 
Matthews,  of  Cirencester,  and  Frederick  A.  Upsher  Smith,  of 
Birmingham.  The  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  scholarship 
was  awarded  to  Thomas  Oldham  Barlow,  of  Bowdon. 

The  President  moved,  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee,  that  Harold  Evans  Matthews 
and  Frederick  A.  Upsher  Smith  be  elected  to  the  Jacob  Bell 
scholarship  for  the  ensuiDg  session.  He  thought  it  was  very 
satisfactory  that  they  had  such  a  fair  number  of  candidates 
for  these  very  valuable  scholarships,  and  it  was  very  satis- 
factory that,  besides  the  two  whose  names  he  had  read  out, 
eight  others  had  obtained  the  necessary  marks  to  get  the 
scholarship.  All  the  necessary  conditions  had  been  complied 
with. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  President  next  moved  that  Thomas  Oldham  Barlow, 
of  Bowdon,  be  elected  to  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
scholarship  for  the  ensuing  session.  He  said  it  was  satis- 
factory that  they  bad  found  a  gentleman  who  had  complied 
with  all  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  founder  in  associa- 
tion with  themselves. 

Mr.  Allen  said  it  was  a  matter  for  extreme  satisfaction 
that  there  was  a  good  competition  this  year  for  the  Jacob 
Bell  scholarship.  In  his  younger  years  he  was  an  unsuc- 
cessful competitor  for  the  Bell  scholarship,  and  he  could 
bear  testimony  to  the  incentive  to  work  which  preparation 
for  the  scholarship  gave.  It  did  more  to  help  the  country 
apprentice  to  go  on  with  his  work  than,  perhaps,  any  other 
thing.    They  ought  never  to  l:s3  an  opportunity  of  pointing 


out  to  pupils  and  apprentices  the  great  power  wnica  a  little 
study  for  one  of  these  scholarships  gave  them.  Although 
they  might  not  be  saccessful,  nor  approach  anywhere 
near  the  top  man,  yet  the  course  of  trainintr  they 
voluntarily  entered  into  would  be  of  so  much  use  to 
them  in  their  career  that  they  could  not  fail  to  benefit  by  it. 

The  Examinations. 

A  report  concerning  the  examinations  for  July  was  neat 
adopted.  This  stated  that  in  England  and  Wales  42  Major 
candidates  presented  themselves.  Of  these  24  passed  and 
18  failed.  Of  the  208  Minor  candidates  who  presented 
themselves  72  passed  and  136  failed.  In  Scotland  there 
were  7  Major  candidates,  of  whom  3  passed  and  4  failed  ; 
and  185  Minor  candidates,  of  whom  61  passed  and  124 
failed.  For  the  First  examination  there  were  412  candidates, 
of  whom  179  pass.ed  and  233  failed. 

The  ScnooL  op  Pharmacy  Prizes. 

The  Secbetaby  then  read  a  report  of  the  General  Par- 
poses  Committee  giving  details  of  the  examinations  for  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  prizes,  and  recommending  the  following 
awards : — 

Practical  Chemistry. — George  Senter,  silver  medal ;  and 
John  Arthur  Dewhirst,  Francis  U.  Stamp,  and  Ernsst  A. 
Umney,  certificates  of  honour. 

Chemistry  and  Physics  — Harold  Wilson,  silver  medal : 
and  Francis  U.  Stamp,  Roger  Payne,  and  George  Senter, 
certificates  of  honour. 

Botany. — John  Arthur  Dewhirst,  silver  medal  ;  and 
Edward  Charles  Spurge,  H.  Wilson,  and  George  Senter, 
certificates  of  honour. 

Materia  Medica  — John  Arthur  Dewhirst,  George  Setter, 
and  H.  Wilson,  certificates  of  honour. 

Ph  irmacy. — Edward  Charles  Spurge,  silver  medal. 

Herbarium  Prize. — Frank  Giles,  silver  medal ;  and  Joseph 
Milne  and  William  Palmer,  certificates  of  honour. 

Ptreira  Medal  (Silver)  ;  and  Books  value  51.  (presented  by 
(he  lhtt  Thomas  Hyde  Hills). — George  Senter. 

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Medal  (Silver) ;  and  Bvois  value  31. 
(presented  by  the  late  Thomas  Hyde  Hills).— Edward  Charles 
Sparge. 

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Medal  (Bronze)  ;and  Books  oalue 
21.  (presented  by  the  late  Thomas  Hyde  Hills).— Francis 
Fredk.  A.  Tunbridge. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  these  recom- 
mendations, said  they  would  notice,  as  was  generally  the  case, 
that  the  same  names  occurred  frequently.  Students  had 
some  happy  knack  of  finding  out  who  were  the  strong  men  and 
the  competitors  therefore  were  usually  limited  in  number. 
Moreover,  it  was  found  both  here  and  in  other  educational 
establishments  that  it  was  very  often  the  case  that  a  man 
good  in  one  subject  was  good  in  any.  It  was  satisfactory 
to  sea  that  although  the  three  Council  prizes  were  open  to 
others  than  those  in  their  own  school,  they  had  been  taken 
by  students  who  had  been  trained  in  that  school. 

Mr.  Carteighe  seconded. 

Dr.  Symes  said  that  while  he  thoroughly  approved  of  not 
increasing  the  number  of  awards  in  any  one  subject,  because 
the  value  of  winning  them  would  thus  be  diminished,  he  hoped 
the  Council  would  some  time  see  their  way  to  giving  a  cer- 
tificate of  honour  as  well  as  a  silver  medal  in  pharmacy. 
Pharmacy  was  not  a  modern  subject,  but  in  some  way  of: 
other  the  necessity  for  teaching  pharmacy  seemed  to  be 
less  recognised  for  a  number  of  years ;  but  now  they  had 
gone  in  more  thoroughly  for  teaching  pharmacy.  They  had 
done  so,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  because  they  had  found  that 
a  large  number  of  establishments  which  had  any  amount  cf 
pharmaceutical  work  had  nothing  like  the  details  which 
would  assist  the  student,  and  frequently  did  not  take 
apprentices.  Therefore  they  had  been  driven  to  the 
necessity  of  teaching  pharmacy  during  later  years.j  He 
hoped  it  would  be  recognised  as  being  as  important  a  subject 
as  almost  any  of  the  others.  Of  course,  the  object  of  teach- 
ing chemistry,  botany,  and  materia  medica  waa  to  enable 
men  to  practise  pharmacy.  He  hoped  the  Council  would  give 
the  certificate  as  well  as  the  silver  medal. 

Mr.  Carteighe  thought  that  ia  the  altered  condition  cf 
the  school  it  might  be  expedient  to  consid;r  bow  far 
students  should  have  certificates  for  attendac ce  at  tectmes 
i    they  did  not  sit  for  class  examicatiors.    Br.  Symee's 
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objection  would  be  met  in  future,  because  with  the 
amalgamation  of  the  chairs,  which  was  now  proposed, 
the  medal  and  certificates  would  be  given  both  for 
pharmacy  and  materia  medica.  This  subject  was  a  little 
delicate  to  approach.  They  found  it  to  be  the  practice  that  a 
certificate  from  a  teacher  of  pharmacy  was  used  as  evidence 
of  qualification  for  appointments,  and  the  School  Com- 
mittee, after  careful  consideration  soma  years  ago  felt  that 
it  was  inexpedient,  so  long  as  pharmacy  wai  a  separate 
subject,  to  give  any  certificate,  as  it  was  apt  to  mislead. 
Assuming  that  the  Council  ratified  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  which  was  ab  ut  to  be  reported,  the  subject 
■would  now  be  materia  medica  and  pharmacy.  That  wculd 
make  it  plain. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  then 
adopted. 

The  Reorganisation  of  the  School. 

The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  concerning 
the  reorganisation  of  the  school  was  next  considered.  The 
Committee  stated  that  the  subjects  referred  to  them  were, 
first  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Profes  sor  Dunstan's  resignation  ;  and,  secondly,  the 
general  resolution  of  the  Society  on  the  educational  work  of 
the  School  of  Pharmacy.  With  regard  to  the  first  subject 
the  Council  had,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
appointed  Dr.  J.  N.  Collie.  As  regarded  the  latter  subject, 
the  Committee  recommended  that  the  Council  should  in 
future  assume  the  direct  ccntrol  of  the  Society's  School, 
and  the  teaching  should  be  entiusted  to  professors  in 
botany,  chemistry,  and  materia  medica  and  pharmacy, 
assisted  by  efficient  demor  strators  and  assistants  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council.  The  ordinary  period  of  instruc- 
tion for  Minor  examinations,  extending  from  October 
to  March,  was  inadequate  to  secure  thoroughly  sound 
pharmaceutical  education.  In  order  to  give  effect  to 
their  view,  the  committee  recommended  that  the  fees  of 
pupils  and  students  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  should  be 
paid  to  the  Society,  a  portion  of  such  fees  to  be  paid  to  the 
professors,  in  addition  to  their  stipends.  That  the  stipends 
ba  as  follows  : — Professor  of  botany,  250Z.  a  year ;  professor 
of  chemistry,  300Z.  a  year;  professor  of  materia  medica  and 
pharmacy,  250Z.  a  jear.  They  recommended  the  appoint- 
ment on  these  terms  of  Professor  Green  as  professor  of 
botany,  of  Professor  Greenish  as  professor  of  materia 
medica  and  pharmacy,  and  that  Arthur  Lapworth  and 
Harold  Wilson  should  be  appointed  as  assistants.  They 
further  recommended  that  the  elementary  course  should 
be  extended  to  the  full  period  of  the  session, 
October  to  Jure,  and  that  the  advanced  course  should  be 
from  October  to  March.  They  further  reported  that  the 
work  of  reorganisation  had  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
action  of  Mr.  Joseph  Ince,  who  had  placed  in  their  hands 
his  resignation  as  Professor  of  Pharmacy.  Considering  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Ince  had  been  associated  with  the  Society  in 
various  ways  for  nearly  fifty  years,  they  considered  that  an 
amount  of  100Z.  a  year  should  be  offered  to  him. 

The  President  said  he  had  much  pleasure  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report  and  recommendations  of 
the  General  Purposes  Committee  with  reference  to  the 
future  conduct  of  the  Society's  School  of  Pharmacy. 
This  report,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  details, 
practically  covered  the  arrangements  which  were  pro- 
posed to  be  made  for  the  ensuing  session.  He  should 
like  to  remind  them  that  the  charter  imposed  upon  the 
Society  the  duty  of  promoting  pharmaceutical  education, 
and  that  duty  had  from  the  first  been  fully  recognised. 
Their  school  had  been  in  existence  for  fifty-four  years,  and 
during  that  time  the  Society  had  ungrudgingly  spent  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  its  income  on  this  department  of  its 
work.  During  the  last  twenty-five  years  no  less  a  sum  than 
19,000^.  had  been  contributed  towards  endowments  and 
maintenance  of  the  school  and  in  the  promotion  of  research, 
and  this  did  not  include  the  cost  of  repairs  to  school  pre- 
miie3  and  many  other  expenses.  They  had  had  eminent 
professors  and  teachers  since  the  foundation  of  the 
scuoo),"and  they  had  the  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing that  very  many  of  those  who  had  been  a 
credit  "'to  their  calling  had  received  their  training 
within  those  walls.  The  pharmacy  of  the  present  day  was 
much  higher  than  the  pharmacy  of  their  predecessors,  and 


many  of  them  were  convinced  that  a  compulsory  curriculum 
such  as  obtained  in  other  civilised  countries  would  be  a  great 
advantage  in  this  country.  The  efforts  of  the  Council  in 
this  direction  had,  however,  been  unsuccessful.  They  had 
in  the  present  proposal,  however,  a  scheme  for  a  voluntary 
curriculum  which  was  a  great  advance  on  the  present 
arrangement,  and  one  which  he  hoped  would  ba  appreciated. 
With  regard  to  the  proposal  that  the  Society  should  take 
over  the  control  of  the  school,  he  reminded  the  Council 
that  the  incompatibility  of  teaching  and  examining 
functions  bad  in  recent  years  been  considerably 
modified,  and  now  the  majority  cf  scientific  and 
educational  authorities  in  the  metropolis  were  agreed 
ia  seeking  powers  for  teaching  in  connection  with  the 
London  University.  He  would  now  refer  in  more  detail  to 
the  proposed  changes  It  was  suggested  that  the  fees  of 
the  students  should  bj  paid  to  the  Society,  and  that  a 
portion  of  them  should  be  divided  between  the  three  pro- 
fessors in  addition  to  their  stipend.  The  scale  of  fees  had 
been  caiefully  considered  and  modified  in  several  particulars, 
and  the  student  would  be  strongly  urged  to  take  the  whole 
curriculum  and  pay  an  inclusive  fee  for  the  elementary  course 
extending  over  about  nine  months  The  inclusive  fee  would  be 
slightly  higher  than  for  the  present  shorter  course,  but  con- 
sia  erably  less  than  for  the  present  double  course.  The  inclusive 
fee  for  the  two  courses,  extending  over  fifteen  months 
(educational),  would  be  a  little  more  than  what  the  students 
hitherto  paid  for  the  whole  session.  It  was  also  proposed 
that  a  member  of  the  Council  should  be  nominated  to  visit 
the  school,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  staff,  and  report 
to  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee. 
This  would  keep  the  Council  in  touch  with  the  school. 
As  regarded  personnel,  Professor  Dunstan  had  secured  an 
honourable  position  at  the  Imperial  Institute.  His  services 
were  fully  recognised,  and  bis  future  career  would  be 
watched  with  interest.  Professor  Attfield,  whose  work  in 
connection  with  the  Society  he  also  wished  to  place  on 
record,  had  facilitated  the  carrying  -  out  of  the 
new  proposals.  Dr.  Collie  bad  been  appointed  professor 
cf  chemistry,  and  this  gave  them  confidence  in  the 
future  teaching  of  chemistry  and  in  the  great  work  carried 
on  in  the  Research  Laboratory.  He  trusted  the  Council 
would  give  their  professor  of  chemistry  a  tolerably  free 
hand,  both  as  to  advanced  teaching  and  research,  because 
there  were  many  pharmaceutical  problems  that  required 
investigation.  Professor  Henry  Greenish  had  been  appointed 
to  the  chair  of  materia  medica  and  pharmacy,  and  to  devote 
his  whole  time  to  the  duties  attaching  to  the  chair.  He  had 
high  qualifications  for  the  post.  Mr.  Ince,  knowing  they 
were  anxious  for  consolidation,  had  placed  in  their  hands 
his  resignation.  He  had  rendered  many  loyal  services  to 
the  Society,  which  they  quite  recognised.  The  department 
of  practical  pharmacy  would  continue  to  supply  the  want 
arising  from  imperfect  knowledge  gained  during  apprentice- 
ship. They  could  not  but  lament  that  so  many  young 
men  acquired  so  little  practical  and  theoretical  know- 
ledge during  the  time  that  it  was  best  learned.  For 
some  tima  past  the  Council  had  recognised  this  state 
of  things,  and  felt  it  incumbent  on  them  to  include 
in  their  syllabus  the  teaching  of  practical  pharmacy. 
This  would  be  continued  and  extended  under  the  new 
arrangement,  and  he  was  sorry  that  at  present  at  least 
no  considerable  development  in  this  portion  of  their 
work  would  be  possible  owing  to  want  of  space.  But 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Greenish  students  would  gain 
a  considerable  amount  of  skill  and  knowledge  in  pharmacy. 
An  acquaintance  with  the  science  on  which  their  art  was 
founded  was  also  necessary  because  the  possession  of  that 
scientific  knowledge  gave  the  man  who  possessed  it  a  dis- 
tinct advantage  over  his  less  cultured  neighbours,  and 
resulted  in  benefits  financial  and  social.  He  trusted  that 
parents  and  guardians  would  be  convinced  of  the  great  value 
of  this  extended  curriculum,  and  would  place  every  facility 
in  the  way  of  those  connected  with  them  to  enter  the  school, 
for  these  examinations  must  be  prepared  for  and  passed 
in  order  to  obtain  legal  qualifications,  and  the  acquire- 
ment of  sound  knowledge  was  of  the  utmost  importance 
as  regarded  their  future  prospects.  He  trusted  that 
before  long  there  would  be  schools  of  pharmacy 
in  many  centres  in  close  association  with  the  uni- 
versities  and  other  public   institutions,   and  that  this 
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would  do  good  service  to  pharmaceutical  education.  They 
were  now  making  an  experiment,  and  he  trusted  it  would  be 
a  success.  It  was  an  endeavour  t  >  make  the  school  as  far 
as  pos-ible  a  model  college  of  pharmacy  which  in  time 
would  have  a  claim  to  be  recognised  as  part  of  the  teaching 
University  of  London. 

The  Vice-President  seconded  the  motiot),  and  said  they 
made  this  new  departure  in  full  confidence  and  hop-\ 
because  they  had  not  taken  this  step  until  after  very 
careful  consideration.  His  own  feeling  was  that  they  would 
find  greater  efficiency  in  their  arrangements  in  the  future 
than  in  the  past.  Bringing  the  educ  iticnal  work  into  closer 
contact  with  the  Council  would  result  in  it  being  better  done. 
He  thought  the  consolidation  of  the  two  chairs  of  materia 
medic a  and  pharmacy  would  be  attended  with  good  results. 

Mr.  Hampson  said  the  feeling  that  in  recent  years  had 
sprung  up  in  the  public  mind  was  that  it  was  no  longer 
tolerable  that  the  two  offices  of  teaching  and  examining 
should  be  performed  by  one  institution.  He,  however, 
thought  that  the  Council  should  have  that  intimate  relation- 
ship with  the  education  carried  on  at  the  school,  and  that 
efficient  control  which  every  important  work  required.  He 
felt  assured  that  the  proposals  of  the  committee  would  placj 
their  school  on  a  firmer  and  broader  bas'f.  This  school 
ought  *o  be  pre-eminent  in  G  eat  Br.tain,  as  it  had  utusual 
facilities  for  ed neat. on.  They  bad,  oa  the  oce  hand,  efficient 
profession,  and,  on  the  other,  important  laboratories,  a 
library  unsurpassed  in  excellence,  a^d  also  a  museum  un- 
equalled in  Europe.  He  hailed  ths  change  with  great 
pleasure. 

Dr.  SYMESsaid  he  hoped  the  consolidation  of  the  Society's 
school  and  the  modification  in  the  fe  s  would  induce  a  larger 
proportion  of  students  to  come  forward  to  Major  elimina- 
tions than  now  did  so.  Thera  were  many  now  who  were 
satisfied  to  obtain  the  minimum  of  knowledge  which  would 
allow  them  to  conduct  a  business  He  hoped  this  arrange- 
ment would  ciuse  them  to  take  a  sufficiently  deep  intere-t 
in  their  woik  that  for  tbe  sake  of  knowledge  it  elf  they 
would  have  a  large  percentage  of  men  becoming  pharmacists 
of  the  first  class.  Then  pharmaceutical  chemists  might  get 
some  further  recognition.  They  were  asked  to  afford  a  good 
deal  of  protection  to  their  members,  but  the  greatest  protec- 
tion he  knew  of  was  the  protection  a  man  obtained  for 
himself  by  his  greater  knowledge  of  his  calling. 

Mr.  Cabteiohe  said  the  proposal  of  the  committee  would 
place  the  school  very  much  on  the  basis  upon  which  it  was 
originally  founded.  When  the  school  was  first  started  there 
were  real  apprentices  and  real  masters,  and  the  men  who 
came  to  the  school  had  read  what  there  was  to  read  of 
elementary  chemistry,  and  had  performed  experiments  be- 
hind the  counter  or  in  the  bedroom.  Toe  result  was  that 
the  first  period  of  the  school  saw  distinguished  men  who 
took  a  brilliant  part  in  its  history.  If  they  had  failed  in 
producing  as  many  brilliant  men  since,  it  hf>d  been  because 
there  bad  not  been  that  disposition  to  make  the  necessary 
sacrifice  for  the  examination.  The  cry  of  the  parents  now  was, 
"  Get  it  done  in  the  shortest  possible  space."  He  thought  the 
new  arrangement  would  succeed.  They  intended  to  make 
it  succeed.  Everyman  who  cime  to  that  school  and  did 
well  would  succeed  in  getting  a  good  appointment  without 
capital.  What  was  wanted  in  pharmacists  was  not  so  much 
capital  as  extra  brain  power.  In  conclusion  he  paid  a  high 
tribute  to  the  services  and  ability  of  Mr  Ince,  and  in 
regard  to  the  suggested  offer  of  an  annuity  of  1002 
a  year,  said  the  compliment  would  be  accepted  by 
Mr.  Ince  as  an  indication  of  the  spirit  in  which  every 
member  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council  regarded  it. 

Mr.  Atkins  thought  the  tendency  was  to  secure  education 
and  examination  in  the  same  bodies,  and,  in  illustration  of 
this,  pointed  to  the  older  Universities  and  the  University  of 
London.  The  success  of  the  school  would,  he  contended, 
finally  depend  on  the  professors,  and  if  their  work  was  well 
done,  as  he  believed  it  would  be,  the  school  would  have  the 
absolute  confidence  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Allen  said  the  school  had  had  a  brilliant  history 
because  a  large  number  of  excellent  careers  had  shaped  them- 
selves out  of  the  education  given  there  He  hoped  the  new 
proposals  would  result  in  a  larger  number  of  pupils  coming 
to  the  school,  and  in  the  advatcsment  of  pharmacy  and 
chemistry. 


Tbe  whole  of  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  were 
adopted  unanimously. 

The  President  announced  that  Mr.  Brudenell  Carter 
bad  consented  to  give  an  inaugural  address  to  the  students 
on  the  occasion  of  the  distribution  of  prizes  on  October  5- 
The  Council  then  went  into  committee

THE  PHARMACY  ACT  AND  NATURALISTS. 

At  the  Brompton  County  Court,  on  July  31,  Mr.  Edward 
Henry  Meek,  described  as  a  naturalist,  of  the  Bromp'on 
Road,  was  sued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  a  bottle  for  killing  butter- 
flies, &c,  for  preservation,  the  contents  of  which  consisted 
of  cyanide  of  potassium  and  plaster  of  Paris.  According  to 
the  analysis  of  Mr.  Ernest  John  Eastes,  the  bottle  purchased 
contained  200  gr.  of  the  cyanide.  Mr.  Meek  said  it  was  well 
known  that  concoctions  of  this  sort  were  invariably  used  and 
sold  bv  naturalists  all  over  England. 

The  Judge  said  it  was  the  first  time  such  a  case  bad  been 
brought  under  his  notice. 

The  Defer dant  :  The  concoction  has  been  sold  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  I  was  in  perfect  ignorance  that  I  was 
violating  the  law. 

After  hearing  a  legal  argument,  the  Judge  found  for  the 
plaintiffs,  and  ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  51.  fine  and 
costs. 


THE  IRISH  PHARMACY  ACT. 

The  Unqualified  Pabtnee. 

In  Belfast,  on  Monday  last,  judgment  was  delivered  in  a 
case  which  was  heard  on  the  previous  Thursday  in  tbe 
Summons  Court  of  tbe  Police  Courts,  and  in  which  W.  S  Boyd, 
proprietor  of  the  Liverpool  and  Belfast  Teahouse  and  Drug- 
stores, was  summoned  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  "  for  keeping  open  his  shop  on  April  10  la9t  for  the 
retailing  and  disreming  of  pnisons  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  33  and  34  Vic,  car)  26,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Pharmacy  Ait  of  1875.  he  not  being  a  person  pro- 
perly qualified  in  that  behalf  according  to  law.  and  for  keep- 
ing poisons  wilhin  the  meaning  of  the  Act  33  and  34  Vic, 
and  for  selling,  and  retailing,  and  dispensing  to  one  Andrew 
Downey  a  certain  poison — to  wit,  a  preparation  of  opium, 
commonly  known  a9  laudanum — contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1875  " 

Mr.  Burke,  J.P..  in  giving  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  said 
there  were  two  distinct  cases  against  the  defendant— the 
first  charge  beiDg  for  "keepirg  open  shop  to  retail  poisons," 
and  tbe  second  for  having  dispensed  laudanum.  Tbe 
evidence  rroduced  by  the  plaintiff  Society  was  that  in  the 
defendant's  shop  one  Andrew  Downey  purchased  on  April  10, 
1896,  one  renny worth  of  laudanum  ;  that  the  gentleman  in 
charge  of  the  drug-department  sold  it  to  him.  Tbe  witness 
said,  in  cross-exam5nat"on,  that  he  did  not  know  tbe  gentle- 
man in  charge  of  the  drug-department.  Mr.  Templeton, 
analytical  chemist,  who  had  analysed  the  contents  of  the 
bottle,  found  it  rto  be  laudmum.  Evidence  was  also  given 
that  the  present  proprietors  of  the  premises  are  Messrs. 
W.  S.  Boyd  and  Andiew  Bonar,  that  the  drug-depart- 
ment of  the  business  is  personally  managed  and  con- 
ducted by  Andrew  Bonar,  who  holds  a  certificate  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  as  a  registered 
druggist.  The  defendant's  name  did  not  appear  on  the 
register.  The  defence  put  in  the  partnership-deed,  dated 
March  10,  1896,  between  Mr.  William  S.  Boyd,  wbo,  it  was 
admitted,  is  not  a  registered  druggist,  and  Mr  Andrew 
Bonar,  a  duly  qualified  registered  druggist,  whereby,  amongst 
other  terms,  it  is  agreed  that  the  firm  of  the  partnership 
shall  be  "  W.  S  Boyd  &  Co."  There  was  no  doubt,  Mr.  Burke 
said,  that  Messrs.  W.  S.  Boyd  and  Andrew  Bonar  constituted 
the  firm  of  W.  S.  Boyd  &  Co. ;  that  tbe  act  of  one  of  them, 
or  an  act  of  an  employe  for  the  firm,  was  the  act  of  the  firm 
and  of  each  of  them  ;  that  the  keeping  of  "  open  shop," 
and  the  sa'e  on  April  10  last  was  by  Boyd  and  Bonar  jointly, 
trading  as  W.  S.  Boyd  &  Co.— clearly  the  act  both  of  the 
unqualified  and  of  the  qualified  man.  The  principal  Act 
and  the  amending  Act  refer  to  persons  only.  No  mention  is 
made  of  firms,  and  this  is  quite  natural,  for  the  act  of 
selling  poisons  is  made  a  personal  ob'igation  and  duty,  and 
properly  so,  for  the  protection  of  the  public.  In  a  recent, 
decision  of  the  Queen's  Bench,  Judge  Boyd  srid  that  tbe 
penalty  could  not  be  enforced  ag;  inst  a  corporation.  Tha 
firm  of  Boyd  &  Co.,  fcowever,  was  not  a  corporation,  nor  a 


company  constituted  under  the  Companies  Act,  but  a  private 
firm  of  two  partners,  defendant  being  without  statutable 
qualification.  The  Court,  therefore,  fcund  the  charges  proved, 
and  convicted  the  defendant  William  S.  Boyd  accordingly, 
and  ordered  him  to  pay  a  penalty  of  51.  and  costs  of  court 
for  each  offence,  the  penalties  to  be  allocated  as  provided 
under  clause  36  of  the  principal  Act. 


BROOKE'S  SOAP. 
An  application  was  heard  on  Tuesday  to  Mr.  J nstice  Chitty, 
on  behalf  of  Benjamin  Biooke  &  Co.  (Limited),  for  the 
committal  of  certain  persons  trading  as  the  Brooke  Soap 
Manufacturing  Company  for  the  breach  of  an  undertaking 
they  had  entered  into  "  not  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  in  any 
way  deal  with  scouring-soap  not  of  the  manufacture  of  the 
plaintiff  company,  contained  or  packed  in  wrappers,  cover- 
ings, or  parcels,  without  clearly  distinguishing  such  wrappers, 
coverings,  and  parcels  from  those  of  the  plaintiffs."  Mr. 
Justice  Chitty,  after  comparing  the  packages  supplied  by 
tbe  defendants  with  thcss  supplied  by  the  plaintiffs,  said  he 
thought  the  respondents  had  set  about  to  distinguish  as 
little  as  'hey  could,  and  to  keep  as  near  as  they  could,  and 
to  avoid  if  they  could  the  liability  to  be  brought  before  the 
Court  again  in  this  matter.  He  thought  they  were  liable  to 
have  the  order  of  committal  made  against  them,  but,  believ- 
ing that  they  bad  made  some  attempt,  though  they  did  not 
well  gauge  their  powers  of  distinction,  he  would  not  make 
that  order.  He  would,  however,  order  them  to  pay  costs  as 
between  solicitors  and  clients.  They  were  not  to  go  on 
selling  in  that  form. 

ANGOSTURA  BITTERS. 

ON  July  31,  Mr.  Renshaw,  Q.C.,  in  the  action  of  Siegert  v 
Gillespie  Brothers,  a  Crutched  Friars  firm,  asked  Mr.  Justice 
Kekewicb,  sitting  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  Justice,  to 
continue  the  injunction  he  had  granted  ex  parte — as  reported 
in  our  last  issue — restraining  the  defendants  from  selling  or 
offering  for  sale  certain  alleged  spurious  "  Angostura  "  bitters, 
and  in  particular  from  dealing  with  a  hundred  cases,  con- 
taining about  two  dozen  bottles  each,  labelled  "  Angostura," 
now  lying,  consigned  from  Trinidad  to  the  defendants,  at 
one  of  the  wharves  on  the  Thames 

The  plaintiffs,  through  their  affidavits,  traced  the  origin 
of  the  bitters  they  manufacture,  back  to  1830,  when  they 
were  made  as  a  secret  preparation  by  Batalla  &  Sons, 
successors  to  Madame  Batalla,  and  named  after  the  residence 
of  their  discoverer  "  Angostura,"  now  known — it  having 
been  re-christened  after  a  distinguished  general — as  Bolivar. 
In  1894  the  Trinidad  firm  of  Gordon,  Grant  &  Co  bought 
of  the  Trinidad  house  of  Batallas  the  whole  of  their  stock 
of  bitters,  numbering  about  5,000  cases,  and  these  (it  was 
defendants'  case)  were  offered  for  sale  to  plaintiffs'  firm  in 
London,  in  common  with  defendants',  who  became  the  pur- 
chasers. Plaintiffs' action  was  based  not  only  on  this  title 
ard  their  alleged  general  recognition  as  the  only  "  Angostura  " 
bitters  house,  but  on  the  fact  that,  as  they  alleged,  since 
1876  they  had  prosecuted  numerous  imitators,  and  the 
get-up  of  the  defendants'  bottles  and  wrappers  so  clcsely 
resembled  theirs  that,  seen  on  a  shelf,  even  experts  would  fail 
to  dis'inguish  between  the  two. 

For  the  defendants,  Mr.  Bramwell  Davis  relied  on  the  pur- 
chase of  their  predecessors,  and  their  title  to  goods  which 
had  been  fold  for  ten  years  side  by  side  with  those  of  the 
plaintiffs'  in  Trinidad,  where  both  firms  manufactured 
titters.  In  1833,  they  further  said,  the  two  preparations 
were  shown  side  by  side  at  a  national  exhibition  in  Vene- 
zuela without  a  word  of  protest  from  plaintiffs  ;  and  besides 
being  offered  to  plaintiffs  themselves,  who  then  raised  no 
objection,  the  label  does  not  contain  the  word  "Angostura," 
but  represented  the  bitters  as  "Prepared  by  Batalla  &  Sod, 
at  Cuidad  Bolivar."  On  all  these  grounds  he  submitted 
nothing  further  should  be  dore  than  to  order  the  defendants 
to  keep  an  account  as  they  were  willing  to  do. 

Mr.  Justice  Kekewich — who  had,  during  the  hearing, 
suggested  a  sale  of  the  goods  and  payment  of  the  money 
into  court,  but  Mr.  Renshaw  said  there  were  objections  to 
that  on  tbe  ground  of  the  difference  in  value  between  the 
goods  of  the  respective  parties — in  the  result  came  to  the 
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conclusion  that  there  being  questions  to  try,  on  the  balance 
of  convenience  he  ought  to  grant  the  injunction,  costs  to  be 
costs  in  the  action. 


Bankruptcies  ant>  failures. 


Re  George  Venables,  Ordnance  Row,  Portsea,  Chemist 
and  Druggist. 

The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  the 
Portsmouth  Bankruptcy  Court  on  July  27.  The  statement 
of  accounts  showed  liabilities  amounting  to  414Z.  2s.  5d.,  and 
assets  estimated  to  realise  133Z.  14*.  6d.  The  assets  consist 
of  stock  in-trade,  100^. ;  trade  fixtures,  &c,  351. ;  total,  1351 , 
less  preference  claims  11.  5s.  6d. ;  deficiency,  280Z  7s.  lid. 
The  alleged  causes  of  failure  are,  "  I  find  there  is  no  possi- 
bility of  working  up  a  trade  in  the  neighbourhood."  The 
Official  Receiver's  observations  show  that  the  receiving-order 
was  made  on  the  petition  of  the  bankrupt.  He  was  formerly 
in  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  Spon  Lane,  West 
Bromwich.  On  August  9,  1873,  he  filed  a  petition  in  the 
West  Bromwich  Court,  the  liabilities  being  729Z.  Is  9d  His 
discharge  was  granted  on  August  30,  1873.  In  May,  1875, 
he  went  to  Southern  Ceylon,  where  he  acted  in  the  capacity 
of  a  medical  petitioner.  In  May,  1892,  he  returned,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  bis  wife  bought  a  chemist's  business 
at  143  High  Street,  Chatham,  at  a  cost  of  about  500Z  This 
business  is  stated  to  have  been  fairly  successful,  but  through 
the  ill-health  of  himself  and  his  wife  he  was  compelled  to 
sell  it  in  August,  1895,  when  it  realised  450Z.  All  liabilities 
in  connection  with  that  business  have  been  paid,  including 
200Z.  owing  to  hio  wife.  The  present  business  was  com- 
menced in  January,  1896.  The  bankrupt  states  that  his 
capital  at  that  time  was  a  little  over  200Z.,  but  from  the 
deficiency  account  filed  it  appears  that  he  was  insolvent  at 
that  time.  Money  was  again  advanced  by  the  wife,  who  is 
now  scheduled  as  a  creditor  for  192Z.  The  claim  is  included 
in  the  liabilities,  but  cannot  rank  for  dividend  until  the 
other  creditors  have  been  paid  in  fall.  The  household  furni- 
ture is  claimed  by  the  wife,  to  whom  it  is  stated  to  have 
been  left  by  will  before  her  marriage.  No  books  or  accounts 
of  any  kind  have  been  kept.  The  bankrupt  states  that  he 
only  became  aware  of  his  insolvency  about  a  fortnight  or 
three  weeks  before  he  filed  his  petition.

At  the  LoEdon  Bankruptcy  Court  on  July  31,  before  Mr-

THE  British  Medical  Association  has  visited  Carlisle,  and 
now  looks  forward  to  its  next  year's  gathering  in  Montreal, 
with  a  formal  business  meeting  somewhere  in  the  old 
country  for  strictly  legal  purposes.  It  should  not  be  difficult 
for  Montreal  to  beat  Carlisle.  One  could  not  imagine  a 
more  central  place  than  the  latter  ancient  city  for  a  meet- 
ing ;  but  last  week's  experience  has  proved  once  more  that 
a  geographical  centre  has  nothing  in  commcn  with  a 
centre  of  attraction.  Out  of  a  membership  approaching 
well-nigh  14.000,  less  than  3  per  cent,  thought  fit  to  attend 
the  meeting.  The  result,  so  far  as  the  annual  Museum  was 
concerned,  was  disastrous.  Up  to  Friday  morning  cot  more 
than  250  medical  men  had  visited  the  Museum.  After  the 
magnificence  of  last  year's  results  tbis  was  a  great  down- 
come  ;  but  it  should  be  said  that  the  exhibits  were  fewer  in 
number  and  not  so  pretentious  as  they  usually  are.  Still, 
the  Montreal  meeting  will  save  the  Museum  so  far  as  90  per 
cent,  of  the  home  exhibitors  are  concerned.  They  will  be 
glad  of  the  rest. 

Reference  was  made  last  week  to  the  B.,  W.  &  Co, 
bacteriological  specimens  and  medicine-chests,  but  another 
paragraph  may  be  devoted  to  the  firm's  efforts  in  the 
direction  of  supplying  yachts.  Seveial  exquisite  cabinets 
were  on  exhibition,  made  from  tortoise-shell,  silver  and 
silver-gilt,  the  whole  of  them  typical  of  the  opulence 
of  the  English  leisured  class,  and  there  was  a  new  design 
in  the  form  of  a  small  life-buoy  covered  with  white  jean 
and  centred  with  a  bevel-edged  mirror.  This,  though  not 
more  than  9  inches  in  diameter,  contains  the  full  complement 
of  medical  and  surgical  requisites  for  a  short  voypge.  The 
physician's  cycle  handle-bar  emergency-case  is  also  a  new 


thing,  and  we  have  the  opportunity  of  showing  here  an 
engraving  in  actual  size  of  "  the  smallest  medicine-case  in 
the  world."  It  is  made  of  silver-gilt  and  contains  twelve 
tubes  of  medicines  as  500  tabloids.  The  Burroughs -Wen- 
come  show,  as  a  whole,  was  the  best  we  have  yet  seen  from 
that  firm,  and  as  an  indication  of  the  thoroughness  with 
which  they  do  these  matters  we  may  say  that  they  had 
seventeen  of  their  staff  on  the  spot.  We  understand  that 
Mr.  Wellcome  also  designed  the  Faibchild  exhibit.  This 
beautiful  stand  was  draped  in  ermine  and  royal  purple 
in  a  style  which  recalled  the  regal  canopy  under  which  the 
Tsar  and  Tsarina  dined  in  state  after  their  coronation,  which 
was  appropriate  enough  considering  the  viands  which  were 
spread  on  the  Fairchild  stall,  prominent  amongst  them 
being  the  peptogenic  milk  food  for  infants,  which  is 
beginning  to  be  appreciated  in  this  country  because  it 
affords  one  of  the  readiest  means  for  preparing  artificial 
mother's  milk  at  home.  Their  "  Panopeptone,"  a  rich  wine 
of  "  bread  and  beef  "  was  "  on  tap,''  and  seemed  to  be  much 
appreciated  by  medical  visitors.  The  exhibit  of  Wyeth's 
beef-juice  was  also  good,  and  we  hear  that  the  consistent 
advertising  of  this  preparation  to  the  public  is  creating  new 
outlets  for  it  as  a  food  stimulant  of  the  first  class. 

The  exhibits  by  surgical -instrument  houses  were  not  so 
extensive  this  year  as  they  have  generally  been,  and  do  not 
call  for  special  comment.  Several  well-known  wholesale 
drug-houses  included  these  goods  in  their  exhibits,  promi- 
nent among  them  being  James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co ,  of 
Manchester,  who  had  a  nice  selection  of  aseptic  instruments 
and  Eontgenography  apparatus.  Another  usef  al  article  was 
the  "  First  Aid  Pocket  Case."  It  is  very  handy  for  household 
use  and  for  travellers,  and  sells  cheaply.  The  firm  are  the 
United  Kingdom  agents  for  an  inhalation  compound  called 
Dr.  Hartrr  anil's  "  L'gnrsulfit."  It  is  a  combination  of  the  sul- 


phurous radicle  with  balsamic  products,  and  is  used  either 
directly  from  an  inhaler,  or  is  evaporised  in  the  rooms  in 
which  phthisical  patients  reside.  The  medical  reports  show 
ihat  the  immediate  effect  of  the  vapour  is  to  reduce  the 
Dumber  of  tuberculosis  bacilli  in  the  sputa  of  the  patients 
whose  weight  increases. 

Beside  Messrs.  Woolley's  exhibit  was  an  attractive  one  by 
Petek  Molleb,  38  Snow  Hill,  E  C,  illustrating  the  produc- 
tion of  cod-liver  oil.  This  is  the  first  time  the  firm  have 
exhibited  at  the  British  Medical  Museum,  and  considering 
that  they  have  but  one  article  to  sell,  and  that  their  new 
hjdroxyl-free  cod  liver  oil,  the  exhibit  was  very  creditable. 
It  was  surmounted  by  the  largest  specimen  of  cod 
which  has  ever  been  caught  by  line — a  monster  measuring 
57£  inches  long,  and  weighing  93  lbs.  11  cz.  Its  liver  was 
perfectly  healthy,  yet  it  measured  43  inches  in  length  and 
weighed  11  lbs.  In  addition  to  the  samples  of  shark,  turtle, 
skate,  haddock,  and  coal-  fish  oils  (which  would  readily  pass 
for  cod-liver  oil),  samples  of  the  various  kinds  of  the  latter 
were  shown,  and  the  nauseous-looking  brown  residue  from 
which  the  third  and  final  33  per  cent,  of  oil  is  extracted  by 
pressure  was  an  excellent  object-lesson  of  the  necessity  for 
some  authoritative  statemt  nt  regarding  what  medicinal  cod- 
liver  oil  is,  or  should  be.  The  so-called  active  principles  can 
be  obtained  from  these  residues  in  abundance ;  and  there 
was  a  sample  of  gaduin  on  the  table,  made  from  the  brown 
oil  pressed  frcm  it.  Beside  it  was  a  samp'e  of  therapic, 
decoleic,  and  other  acids  (to  which  no  names  have  baen  given), 
which  Dr.  Peckel  Moller  and  his  colleague  Mr.  Heyerdahl 
regard  as  the  peculiar  constituents  of  cod-liver  oil,  which 
place  it  above  all  other  fats  as  nutrient  and  remedial  agent. 
It  is  the  readiness  with  which  these  peculiar  fatty  acids 
annex  the  hydroxyl  group  that  causes  the  oil  to  repeat,  and 
by  Moller's  new  process  the  oil  is  made  and  bottled  in  a  non- 
oxidising  atmosphere,  so  that  it  does  not  "  repeat."  During 
the  past  twelve  months  the  firm  have  brought  the  oil  directly 
under  the  notice  of  medical  men,  and  there  is  every  prospect 
that  it  will  re-establish  itself  in  public  favour. 

No  reference  was  made  last  week  to  G.  van  Abbott 
&  Son's  excellent  exhibit  of  invalids'  foods.  The  firm 
are  well  known  for  their  diabetic  specialities,  and  it 
was  these  which  comprised  most  of  the  show,  and  pro- 
bably attracted  most  attention;  but  there  were  several 
special  biscuits  for  use  by  people  who  do  not  suffer  from 
diabetes.  For  example,  there  was  a  new  meat-biscuit,  con- 
taining 20  per  cent,  of  Mosquera  beef-meal  (a  highly-nutri- 
tive pocket-food  for  cyclists) ;  kalos  biscuits  for  obesity, 
which  contain  no  starch  or  sugar ;  hypophosphite  biscuits  for 
rickety  children ;  and  the  digestive  biscuit,  which  has 
si  ghtly  laxative  properties. 

Johann  Hoff's  and  Leopold  Hopp's  malt  extracts  were 
shown  on  the  one  table  under  the  genial  superintendence  of 
Mr  Blau,  who.  as  the  closing  hour  of  the  exhibition  drew 
near,  was  very,  very  busy  collect  for  some  charitable 
object — probably  a  fee  for  the  doorkeeper. 

At  Pabke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  table  Mr.  Hickey  called  our 
attention  to  a  compressed  tablet,  "the  Nascent  Bland," 
which  revives  the  old  and  good  idea  that  the  ferrous  car- 
bonate is  of  little  good  in  treating  ansemia  unless  you  give 
the  sodium  sulphate  a'ong  with  it.  In  the  tablet  re'erred  to 
the  ingredients  for  the  reaction  are  present  in  unalterable 
condition,  until  they  come  into  contact  with  the  stomach 
contents.  Last  week  we  omitted  to  refer  to  the  firm's  ex- 
hibit illustrative  of  serumtherapy.  They  have  established 
at  Detroit  a  physiological  laboratory  under  competent  super- 
vision, and  the)  e  they  produce  diphtheria  serum  and  other 
antitoxins,  which  are,  apparently,  carefully  controlled  and 
tested  before  they  are  distributed.  The  exhibit  of  these 
products  was  highly  creditable  to  the  firm. 

The  Pasteur  Institute's  preparations  in  this  new 
branch  of  therapy  were  exhibited  by  Oppenheimer,  Son  & 
Co.  (Limited),  but  were  confined  to  expositions  of  the 
manner  in  which  antidiphtheiitic,  antistreptococcic,  and 
antivenomous  serums  and  vaccine  lymph  are  put  on  the 
market.  We  may  add  to  what  we  said  of  the  Oppenheimer 
exhibit  last  week,  that  prominence  was  given  to  euonymus 
bark  and  preparations  of  it,  including  a  euonymus  cocoa, 
and  Mr.  Ball  informed  us  that  his  firm  use  so  much 
euonymus  that  they  import  it  direct,  and  are  able  to  supply 
it  in  original  packages.  Our  attention  was  called  to  the 
firm's  hypodermic  tablets,  wti.'h  are  made  without  pressure 
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by  the  tablet-triturate  method,  and  are  the  only  kind  used 
in  Maw's  aseptic  hypodermic  cases. 

Lawes's  Chemical  Compaj.y  (Limited),  59  Mark  Lane. 
E.C.,  endeavoured  to  show  medical  men  the  applications  of 
the  new  antiseptic  and  disinfec  i  g  fluid,  which  is  the  bas  s 
of  all  their  preparations.  The  fluid  is  free  from  poisonous 
phenols,  and  bacteriological  examination  shows  that  it  is 
active  in  respect  to  germicidal  properties,  while  it  has 
remarkable  power  in  co interacting  bad  odours.  It  is  the 
basis  of  a  s  iniuary  powder,  and  of  various  soaps  for  toilet 
aid  household  purposes. 

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Harrogate,  looked  after  Bleasdale's 
(Limited),  the  Harrogate  Corporation's  Exhibit, 
and  that  of  "  Cam wal."  Under  him  was  an  efficient  staff, 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  was  no  more  popular  corner 
in  the  exhibition  than  where  "  Cam  wal  "  held  out  its  sign. 
Mr.  Wilson  called  our  attention  to  a  complete  working  model 
of  the  spray- tatb  in  use  at  the  Harrogate  Baths.  They  seem 
to  have  carried  the  art  of  spraying  and  douching  to  a  very 
high  pitch  there,  and,  thanks  to  the  Corporation's  gcahead- 
ness  and  the  intelligence  which  Mr.  Wilson,  as  convener  of 
the  Baths  Committee,  brought  to  bear  upon  the  work  for 
several  years,  Harrogate  Spa  maintains  its  popularity,  while 
other  famed  spas  have  been  beaten  by  newcomers.  One  of 
the  smart  adveitisements  of  the  Museum  was  a  slip  of  paper, 
8  inches  by  4  inches,  which  was  freely  distributed  outside 
the  station,  on  the  way  up  to  the  Museum,  when  you  got 
there,  and  when  you  left,  and  which  simply  said — 

REMEMBER    CAM  WAL. 

The  principal  new  feature  of  the  exhibit  by  Allen  & 
Hanburts  (Limited)  this  year  is  a  series  of  fine  medicated 
and  toilet  soaps,  the  manufacture  of  which  they  have  re- 
cently commenced  at  Bethnal  Green,  E  ,  having  taken  over 
Dodd  Brothers'  business  in  this  depaitment,  which  Mr. 
W.  H.  Dodd,  one  of  1  heir  directors,  started  with  his  borax- 
and-camphor  soap.  This  particular  soap  they  now  make,  as 
well  as  a  series  which  includes  the  more  popular  medicated 
soaps  used  for  dermatological  purposes.  Oar  examination  of 
the  soaps  shows  that  they  are  nicely  produced.  The 
toilet-soaps  are  also  exc  ll?n',  and  are  named  the 
Latoar  series.  A  particularly  fine  one  is  "  Allenburys"  baby 
soap— a  pure,  neutral,  anti-eptic,  and  emollient  compound 
well  suited  for  the  tender  skins  of  babies.  Our  report  of 
last  week  mentioned  most  of  the  dietetic  and  medicinal 
specialities  exhibited  by  the  fiim,  but  we  may  now  state 
that  they  are  now  making  a  Bjnin  Amara,  a  quarter  the 
strength  of  Easton's  syrup,  which  we  consider  an  advan- 
tageous modification,  because  the  usual  teaspoonfal  dose  of 
the  syrup  often  does  more  I  arm  than  good.  In  the  case  of 
Bynin  Amara,  too,  it  will  be  noted  that  active  malt  takes 
the  place  of  inert  sugar.  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  exhibit 
of  surgical  instruments  from  their  Wigmcre  Street  depot  is 
exceptionally  good,  and  contains  a  new  splint  for  which 
they  have  secured  the  manufacturing  rights  for  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  The  splint  is  a  rcetal  one,  invented  by 
Mr.  R.  Hoppe,  whose  leading  idea  was  to  get  lid  of  the  old- 
fashioned  notion  of  adapting  the  limb  to  the  splint  by 
making  a  splint  which  could  be  adapted  to  the  limb.  The 
most  ingenious  part  of  the  splint  is  the  joint,  which, 
although  only  an  ordinary  cogwheel,  is  capable  of  universal 
motion,  like  a  ball  and  socket  joint,  but  with  the  rigidity 
of  a  spring  hinge.  This  joint  is  the  fulcrum  of  a  double 
bar  which  is  affixed  to  the  parts  of  the  splint  by  means  of 
clamps,  so  that  the  shorter  and  longer  parts  may  be  made 
to  suit  any  length  of  limb ;  and  it  is  a  distinct  advantage 
that  they  can  t>3  used  for  arm  or  leg.  They  can  also  be 
adjusted  and  securely  locked  to  any  desired  angle,  and  may 
be  easily  unlocked  for  temporary  examination  without  remov- 
ing the  bandages,  as  a  nuc  has  only  to  be  turned  for  this 
purpose.  The  splints  are  made  of  aluminium,  and  we  were 
not  surprised  to  hear  that  many  medical  visitors  were  much 
interested  in  them. 

One  of  the  nicest  shows  in  the  Museum  was  that  made  by 
Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  of  Bow,  who  had  only  two  articles 
to  exhibit — Hall's  coca  wine  and  the  new  beef  and  malt  wine 
— but  they  succeeded  in  giving  new  interest  to  it  every  day 
by  fresh  supplies  of  flowers  and  hot-house  plants.  This, 
as  far  a9  we  can  remember,  is  a  new  departure  in  exhibiting, 
and  we  believe  that  Messrs.  Smith  &  Co.  found  it  suit  their 
purpose  well. 


Mr.  E.  J.  Millard,  who  had  charge  of  C.  J.  Hewlbtt  & 
Son's  exhibit,  was  frank  enough  to  confess  to  us  that  the 
samples  shown  by  such  a  firm  as  his  own  are  not  of  first- 
rate  importance.  It  is  the  fact  cf  being  there,  and  of  meet- 
ing many  medical  customers  whom  there  is  little  opportunity 
otherwise  of  seeing,  that  must  be  considered  the  main  thing ; 
and  when  physicians  from  far  Cathay  come  to  chat  wiih 
such  a  one  as  Mr.  Millard,  we  grant  that  samples  of 
medicines  may  take  second  place  Still,  there  were  a  few  of 
these  latter  on  the  stall,  and  some  nice  new  remedies,  such 
as  cephaeline  and  eucaine,  on  the  front  row.  We  scarcely 
recognised  an  old  friend  in  Hewlett's  mist,  hepatica  cone, 
(active  constituents:  ext.  cascara  sagrada,  ext.  rhei, 
jalapin,  podophylliD,  cocaitse  hydroch.,  &c),  which  beautiful 
compound  was  first  introduced  by  an  eminent  therapeutist, 
as  a  general  aperient  and  cholagogue,  and  has  now  become 
a  popular  remedy.  Attention  has  very  recently  been  called 
by  various  authorities  to  the  value  of  the  mixture  in  that 
class  of  cases  spoken  of  as  chronic  biliousness,  in  chronic 
malarial  poisoning,  in  catarrhal  jaundice,  and  in  the  jaundice 
of  simple  hepatic  torpor. 

We  take  it  that  the  eminent  therapeutist  is  Dr.  Dobell, 
and  that  the  formula  is  that  for  his  aperient  which  was 
communicated  to  us  several  years  ago.  We  must  give 
Messrs.  Hewlett  credit  for  turning  out  a  really  elegant 
preparation,  but,  indeed,  they  cannot  afford  to  do  otherwise, 
since  they  reached  the  high-water  mark  with  their  mist, 
pepsin,  co.  c.  bismutho  and  liq.  santal.  flav.  c.  buchu  et 
cube!  a.  They  also  exhibited  a  few  surgical  specialities,  the 
best  of  which  was  a  binaural  stethoscope  hinged  in  the 
centre  so  that  it  can  go  into  a  nice,  flat,  leather  case.  This 
must  be  a  boon  to- physicians. 

The  "Arema"  Manufacturing  Company  exhibited 
their  Inhalant  specialities  of  which  we  have  already  had 
the  opportunity  of  speaking  ;  and  to  the  notes  of  Cadbury 
Brothers'  exhibit  we  may  add  the  fact  that  the  "  Parlour 
Chocolate  Biscuit "  was  received  with  favour  last  week.  It 
is  a  "  finger"  biscuit  coated  with  chocolate,  atd  of  exquisite 
flavour. 

Even  at  the  risk  of  repeating  ourselves  we  refer  once  more 
to  Messrs.  Brady  &  Martin's  exhibit,  because,  through  the 
kindness  of  one  of  their  staff  (Mr.  Arthur  Lander,  M.P.S.), 
we  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  part  in  a  remarkable 
skiagraphic  demonstration  in  Tullie  House.  Mr.  Sydney 
Rowland  was  demonstrating  there  all  the  week,  Mr.  Lander 
assisting  him,  and  it  was  on  the  invitation  of  a  genial 
pharmaceutic  wit  to  come  and  see  his  liver  that  we  ventured 
into  the  den  of  darkness,  along  with  the  witty  man  afore- 
said, two  priests,  and  a  military-looking  gentleman  whom  we 
took  to  be  a  retired  medical  officer.  Mr.  Lander  was  early 
pressed  by  the  priests  for  a  full  explanation  of  skiagraphy, 
and  so  vivid  was  his  description  that  one  fancied  in  the 
darkness  that  he  saw  the  few  air  molecules  in  the  Crookes 
tube  bombarding  the  walls  in  their  electric  excitement. 
The  tube  was  a  good  one  so  far  as  its  approach 
to  interior  nothingness  was  concerned,  for  Mr.  Lander 
had  to  heat  it  with  a  spirit-lamp  to  get  what 
little  air  was  left  in  it  to  expand,  or  to  make  the 
occluded  gas  come  out  of  the  electrodes.  Then  the  military- 
looking  man  stepped  iu  front  of  the  tube,  we  got  a  circular 
cryptoscope  exactly  like  a  large  hand-lens,  and  looking 
at  it  saw  the  man's  diaphragm  move  up  and  down  (the  liver 
with  it),  tbe  heart  beat,  and  right  back  to  the  spine,  which 
could  b3  distinguished,  in  front  of  all  being  the  waistcoat- 
buttons  and  the  watch-chain.  We  could  detect  no  watch, 
but  that  was  not  surprising  in  a  place  where  bedrooms  were 
15s.  a  n'ght  and  whisky  and  Apollinaris  2s  6d.  each  time. 
It  was  a  very  successful  demonstration,  but  we  had  to  leave 
before  the  wit  and  a  priest  subjected  their  internal  economies 
to  the  search-light  of  modern  science  ;  but  we  had  the  plea- 
sure of  learning  that  one  of  the  editorial  finger-joints  has 
become  exostosed  through  a  vain  effort  to  stop  a  cricket- 
ball.  It  ha9  been  through  Mr.  Lander's  skill  that  Messrs. 
Brady  &  Martin  have  so  quickly  come  to  the  front  with 
Rontgen  apparatus.  They  have  improved  upon  the  tube 
which  they  designed  in  February,  and  now  supply  one  of  the 
new  patterns,  along  with  an  efficient  coil  and  three  bichro- 
mate cells,  for  11.  10s.  It  was  with  this  apparatus  that  the 
skiagraph  printed  on  page  228  was  printed  in  two  seconds. 

The  Standard  Malt- extract  Company  (Limited) 
were  making  a  feature  of  their  new  preparation,  "  Diastol,"  a 
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liquid  possessed,  of  exceptionally  high  amjlolytic  power. 
Presumably  it  is  prepared  from  malt,  but  it  is  almost  free 
from  the  sugars  which  are  the  principal  constituents  of  malt 
extracts,  and,  if  we  may  judge  from  what  is  said  of  it,  it 
should  prove  a  valuable  medicine.  It  is  put  up  in  bottles  to 
retail  at  2s.  9d. 

Mr.  W.  Martindale's  exhibit  was  once  more  typical  of 
high-class  pharmacy,  and  there  was  not  that  plethora  of 
material  in  it  which  characterised  last  year's  exhibit.  The 
eight  editions  of  the  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia "  occupied  a 
prominent  position,  each  edition  being  thicker  than  its  pre- 
decessor. The  specimens  of  medicines  were  chiefly  those 
with  which  Mr.  Martindale's  name  is  associated,  but  in  addi- 
tion were  some  elegant  examples  of  buginaria,  capsules  and 
pastilles,  and  a  series  of  hand-made  pills. 

At  the  Aylesbury  Dairy  Company's  exhibit  Mr.  H.  Droop 
Kichmond,  F.I.C.,  F.C  S.,  called  our  atteition  to  a  new 
sterilised  food  for  infants  which  the  company  are  intro- 
ducing under  a  German  patent.  It  is  called  "  Muffler's  Food," 
and  is  the  only  article  made  by  the  company  for  chemists' 
sale  specially.  The  peculiarity  of  the  food  is  that  it  contains 
milk,  wheat  flour,  and  eggs,  which  are  combined  to  form  a 
powder,  and  before  it  reaches  that  stage  it  is  sterilised.  The 
composition  of  the  food  shows  it  to  be  exceptionally  iich 
in  all  the  constituents  required  in  a  true  infants'  food,

There  only  remains  one  exhibit  to  which  reference  should 
be  made — viz.,  one  of  Pasteur  filters  by  J.  Defries  &  Son 
(Limited),  of  Houndsditch,  E.G.  Ihis  was  shown  in  the 
side  room,  and  comprised  all  the  best  forms  of  those  well- 
known  filters.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Pasteur,  in  associa- 
tion with  Dr.  Chamberland,  devised  this  filter  as  long  ago  as 
1879,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  for  their  bacteriological 
■researches  water  and  other  liquids  free  from  dead  or  living 
cacilli.  The  composition  used  to  make  the  candles  is  a 
special  kind  of  baked,  unglazed  porcelain,  in  the  form  of 
candles.  The  efficiency  of  the  filters  has  been  proved  by 
sixteen  years'  use ;  but  since  Messrs.  Defries  took  them  up 
they  have  secured  certain  improvements  upon  them  which 
have  accelerated  the  speed  of  filtration  without  impairing 
their  sterilising  power.  In  the  domestic  form  exhibited 
here  the  filters  are  admirably  suited  for  household  purposes, 
but  there  are  many  other  forms,  and  where  pressure  can  be 
obtained  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Pasteur  filter  gives  a 
constant  supply  of  microbe-free  water. 

We  do  not  usually  visit  the  pathological  exhibits  at  these 
annual  museums,  and  we  are  almost  sorry  that  we  did  last 
week,  for  the  rec  Election  is  by  no  means  a  pleasant  one. 
Still,  one  useful  bio  of  information  was  gleaned — viz  ,  that 
Cretins  who  are  put  on  the  thyroid  treatment  become  bandy- 
legged as  they  glow  in  intelligence.  This,  doubtless,  arises 
from  the  fact  that  they  are  allowed  to  walk  too  soon,  and  it 
is  conceivable  that  a  mother  must  be  glad  to  see  her  baby  of 
20  years  old  try  to  walk.  The  photographs  shown  last  week 
give  tbe  hint  tbat  walkirg  must  be  avoided  as  much  as 
possible.

THE  following  is  a  summary  of  the  principal  recommen- 
dations suggested  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  to  which  has  been  entrusted  the  consideration 
of  the  Acts  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs : — 

1.  Tbat  in  districts  other  than  county  boroughs,  where  the 
local  authorities  fail  to  put  the  Acts  in  force,  the  county 
council  should,  by  their  own  officers,  take  samples  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Acts. 

2.  That  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  mixed  articles  it 
should  be  obligatory  upon  the  vendor  to  supply  the  pur- 
chaser with  a  label  setting  forth  that  the  article  is  mixed. 

3.  That  the  statement  of  admixture  on  labels  should  be 
in  larger  type  than  any  other  printed  matter  on  the  label, 
and  should  be  separated  from  such  other  printed  matter  by 
blank  spaces. 

4.  That,  subject  to  the  limitations  indicated  in  the  report, 
invoices  and  equivalent  documents  should  have  the  force  of 
warranties  in  the  case  of  all  articles  to  which  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  apply. 

5.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  be  authorised  to 
examine  and  take  samples  of  all  food  imports  at  the  port  of 
entry  with  a  view  to  subsequent  action,  as  indicated  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 

6.  That  dealers  who  obtain  supplies  of  foods  from  abroad 
should  be  required  to  submit  to  the  Customs  guarantees  of 
purity  given  by  the  foreign  vendor,  together  with  evidence 
that  they  have  taken  measures  to  see  that  the  goods  are  such 
as  they  are  guaranteed  to  be. 

7.  Tbat  retailers  should  be  empowered  to  refuse  to  sell  an 
article  otherwise  than  in  a  manufacturer's  labelled  tin  or 
packet. 

8.  Tbat  the  powers  of  section  3  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and: 
Drugs  Act  Amendment  Act,  1879.  as  to  the  taking  of  samples 
of  milk  in  transit,  should  be  extended  to  other  articles. 

9.  Tbat  the  naximum  penalty  for  refusal  to  sell  a  sample 
to  tbe  authorised  officer  be  increased. 

10.  That  the  division  of  the  sample,  after  purchase  and 
delivery  of  a  portion  to  tbe  vendor,  should  be  compulsory. 

11.  That  samples  should  be  divided  into  four  instead  of 
three  parts,  and  that  one  of  these  parts  should  be  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  wholesale  dealer. 

12.  Tbat  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  the  Margarine  Act, 
1887,  as  to  the  exemption  of  an  employer  from  penalty  in 
certain  cases,  and  punishment  of  an  assistant,  should  be 
extended  to  offences  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

13.  That  in  cases  of  doubtful  adulteration  the  suspected 
article  should,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  legal  proceed- 
ings, te  sent  to  the  Government  Laboratory  for  analysis  and 
report. 

14  That  it  should  be  obligatory  upon  the  Magistrates  or 
Court  to  refer  articles  to  the  Government  Laboratory  for 
analysis  when  such  course  is  desired  by  either  of  the  parties 
to  the  case. 

15.  That  a  defendant  who  proposes  to  rely  upon  the 
warranty  defence  should  be  required  to  intimate  this  to  the 
prosecutor  within  a  reasonable  time  of  the  service  of  the 
summons. 

16.  That  the  time  allowed  for  appeal  to  quarter  sessions* 
from  decisions  of  local  justices  should  be  extended  from 
three  to  seven  days.  ■  C~ — 

17.  Tbat  any  person  guilty  of  a  second  offence  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  should  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  51.,  and  that  in  respect  of  the  third  or  subsequent  offences 
under  those  Acts  and  the  Margarine  Act,  1887,  the  punish- 
ment of  imprisonment  without  the  option  of  a  fine  may  be 
inflicted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Magistrates  or  Court. 

18.  That  Magistrates  should  be  authorised  to  make 
orders,  at  their  discretion,  requiring  a  person  convicted  of 
offences  under  the  Acts  to  publish  a  notification  of  his  con- 
viction in  the  public  press  of  the  locality  where  the  offence 
occurred.

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19.  lhat  the  definition  of  the  word  "  food  "  as  used  in 
the  Acts  should  be  amended  so  as  to  include  expressly  all 
articles  intended  to  enter  into  or  bd  used  ia  the  preparation 
or  flavouring  of  food. 

20.  That  a  tcientific  authority  should  be  constituted  who 
should  act  as  a  court  of  reference  upon  scientific  questions 
arising  under  the  Acts,  and  who  should  be  empowered,  at 
their  discretion,  to  prescribe  standards  and  limits  of  the 
quality  and  purity  of  food. 

21.  That  candidates  for  appointment  as  public  analyst 
should  be  required  to  produce  evidence  that  they  possess  the 
requisite  knowledge  of  analytical  chemistry,  in  the  shape  of 
a  diploma  or  a  certificate  given  in  respect  of  such  know- 
ledge by  a  recognised  school  of  chemistry,  or  scientific 
examining  body,  and  that  in  the  case  of  candidates  other 
than  duly  registered  medical  practitioners  specific  tests  of 
the  requisite  knowledge  of  microscopy  and  the  bearing  of 
adulterations  upon  hfalth  should  be  prescribed. 

22  That  the  remuneration  proposed  to  be  given  to  a 
public  analyst  should  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
central  authori'y.

The  European  Society  of  American  Dentists  held 
it  annual  meeting  this  week  at  Dresden,  which  was  largely 
attended.  In  his  opening  address,  the  President,  Professor 
John  H.  Spaulding,  a  leading  Pari3  practitioner,  referred  to  the 
importance  of  American  dentists  maintaining  the  very  highest 
standard  of  work  possible.  Financially,  he  said,  "  there  is, 
doubtless,  frequent  inducement  to  hurry  through  operations," 
but  he  insisted  that  if  dentistry  is  to  take  the  place  it  de- 
serves as  a  profession,  dentists  must  train  themselves  to  do 
nothing  but  the  most  conscientous  work.  "  Dentistry,"  Dr. 
Spaulding  added,  "  is  still  in  its  infancy.  Comparatively 
few  people  yet  understand  the  great  imporlance  of  sound 
teeth  on  their  health  and  general  well  being,"  and  he  urged 
that  the  very  best  skilled  operations,  resulting  from  their 
scientific  training,  should  be  the  end  and  aim  of  all  dentists. 
A  number  of  technical  papers  connected  with  dentistry  were 
read  and  discu-sed  at  the  meeting. 

To  Brazilian  Merchants.— Messrs.  Moura,  Deans  & 
Co.,  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  inform  us  that  they  shall  be  glad  to 
correspond  with  firms  wishful  to  be  informed  with  regard  to 
the  laws  regulating  the  importation  and  sale  of  pharma- 
ceutical products  in  Brazil.  We  are  not  acquainted  with 
Messrs.  Moura,  Deans  &  Co  ,  but  some  of  the  points  they  put 
forward  as  reasons  why  services  of  such]firms  as  theirs 
should  be  worth  engaging  may  be  mentioned.  Brazil  has 
lately  followed  the  example  of  certain  countries  on  the 
continent  of  Europe,  and  passed  an  Act  (No.  1647, 
January  12,  1894)  prohibiting  the  importation  and  sale  of 
native  or  foreign  pharmaceutical  or  chemical  products  which 
have  not  been  specially  approved  by  the  Instituto  Sanitario 
Federal  (National  Board  of  Health).  Samples  of  the  pro- 
dusts  for  which  a  licance  is  Fought,  together  with  a  formula 
disclosing  their  composition,  must  be  deposited  at  the  offices 
of  the  "Instituto"  by  the  would-be  importer  or  manu- 
facturer. If  unlicensed  goods  are  imported  they  will  be 
stopped  at  the  Custom-house,  and  unless  a  permit  for  their 
return  to  the  sender  be  applied  for  within  three  months  they 
may  be  forfeited.  A  fine  of  $100,  doubled  on  repetition  of  the 
offttce,  is  the  punishment  lor  infringing  the  law.  As  a  set- 
off to  these  stvere  enactments  any  product  which  has 
obtained  permission  to  be  imported  has  its  analysis  and  a 
copy  of  the  permit  pnbluhed  in  the  official  journal  of  the 
Board.  This  is  no  doubt  a  good  recommendation  :  it  may 
also  be  considered  valuable  information  for  counterfeiters.

ADULTERATION    OF    FOOD  AND 
DRUGS. 

The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Food-piodncts  Adulteration  is  an  interesting 
document,  and  one  which  needs  the  close  criticism  of  the 
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persons  whom  it  principally  concerns.  The  Committee  was 
originally  appointed  in  1894,  and  has  been  twice  reappointed 
since.  It  has  held  thirty-three  sessions,  and  has  examined 
sixty-eight  separate  witnesses.  It  has  varied  to  some  extent 
in  its  constitution,  but  this  year  was  composed  of  the 
following  nineteen  members— namely,  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell 
(chairman),  Captain  Bagot,  Mr.  Bolitho,  Mr.  Causton,  Mr- 
Channing,  Mr.  Colston,  Mr.  Fry,  Mr.  Jeffreys,  Mr.  Kearley 
Mr.  Kilbride,  Mr.  Lambert,  Sir  John  Leng,  Mr.  Patrick 
Aloysius  M'Hugh,  Mr.  Newdigate,  Mr.  Nicol,  Mr.  Herbert 
Roberts,  Sir  Mark  Stewart,  Mr.  Willox,  and  Mr.  Yerburgh. 

These  nineteen  getlemen  seem  to  have  gone  over  the 
ground  of  their  inquiry  with  every  desire  to  deal  with  the 
subject  with^fairness  and  thoroughness,  and  they  discuss 
the  arguments  for  and  against  the  proposals  which  have 
been  submitted  to  them  with  clearness  and  often  with 
acnteness.  But  we  can  hardly  confess  to  any  great  respect 
for  the  depth  or  originality  of  their  insight.  On  the  first 
page  of  their  report,  for  example,"  we  find  them  quoting 
with  evident  conviction  the  figures  supporting  a  contention 
submitted  to  |them  by  the  representative  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  whose  misleading  statistics  in  regard  to 
the  Adulteration  Acts  we  have  often  had  occasion  to  remark 
upon.  The  L  G.B.  [witness,  we  are  informed,  showed  the 
Committee  that  a  close  connection  exists  between  the  extent 
of  adulteration  and  the  number  of  samples  taken  for  ana'ysis. 
This  is  the  proof.  In  Somersetshii  e  one  sample  was  taken 
for  every  379  inhabitants,  and^  the  percentage  of  samples 
found  to  be  adulterated  was  3  6.  In  Oxfo.dshire'one  sample 
was  taken  for  ;every  14,963  persons,  and  the  percentage  of 
adulteration  alleged  was  417.  We  are  quite  prepared  to 
agree  that  where  there  has  been  an  active  and  intelligent 
enforcement  of  the  Act  an  improvement  has  been  effected ; 
but  no  serious  statistician  would  claim  that  the  figures 
quoted  prove  that  theory  or  anything  else.  If  in  Oxfordshire 
only  a  single  sample  had  been  taken,  and  that  had  been 
found  adulterated  or  unadulterated,  we  should  have  had  the 
L.G.B.  making  its  discovery  that  the 'percentage  of  adultera- 
tion was  100  or  0,  as  the  cise  migbt  have  been.  There  is 
no  evidence  whatever  that  the  samples  were  in  either  case 
a  fair  representation  of  the  articles  sold  in  the  counties,  and 
the  probability  is  that  in  the  one  case  samples  were  only  taken 
when  there  was  reason  to  suspect  adulteration,  "while  in  the 
other  they  were  taken  without  any  such  belief. 

The  report  gives  evidence  of  an  amiable  desire  on  the  par* 
of  its  authors  to  satisfy  everybody's  complaints.  At  one 
time  the  Committee  appears  to  sympathise  especially  with 
the  retail  trader.  It  agreed  that  under  certain  restrictions 
his  invoices  are  to  be  made  warranties,  he  is  to  be  exonerated 
from  punishment  in  cases  where  his  assistant  has  dis- 
obediently sold  an  adulterated  article,  his  analyst's  certificate 
is  to  be  accepted  as  evidence,  as  is  that  of  the  public  analyst, 
provided  the  former  is  also  a  public  analyst,  and  his  com. 
plaint  that  in  cases  where  he  proves  his  innocence  but  still 
has  to  pay  his  own  costs  is  admitted  to  be  a  reasonable  one ! 
but  we  are  sorry  to  observe  that  the  only  recommendation 
the  Select  Committee  can  see  its  way  to  make  in  this  matter 
is  that  every  care  should.be  taken  by  local  authorities  before 
they  institute  proceedings.  This  is  lamentably  weak.  On 
no  consideration  whatever  [can  it  be  right  that  an  unjustly- 
accused  person  should  be  penalised  as  he  so  often  is  under 
this  Act.  It  may  be  unfortunate  that  the  inspector's  or  the 
analyst's  mistake  should  have  to  be  paid  for  by  the  com- 
munity, but  these  officers  are  employed  by  the  community, 
and  the  community  must  put  up  with  the  consequences.  At 
any  rate,  it  is  monstrously  unfair  that  the  expenses  of  the 
blunder  should  be  borne  by  the  victim  attacked.  Another 
remedy  which  should  be  provided  under  these  and  perhaps 


other  Acts  is  that  in  cases  which  in  the  opinion  of  a  com- 
petent Court  turn  on  a  pure  point  of  law,  the  expenses  on 
both  sides  should  fall  on  the  community.  There  have  been 
scores  of  such  cases  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
and  again  and  again  individuals  have  had  to  pay  for  the 
elucidation  of  doubtful  legal  questions. 

The  difficulty  of  making  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
applicable  to  wholesale  dealers  is  apparent.  It  would  be  out 
of  the  question  to  compel  wholesale  dealers  and  manufac- 
turers to  sell  retail  quantities  to  all  comers,  while  a  provision 
that  they  should  be  compelled  to  supply  small  quantities  to 
inspectors  when  demanded  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  would 
be  obviously  ineffective.  They  would  not  knowingly  sell 
their  adulterated  goods.  The  Committee  thinks  that  the 
way  to  get  at  the  original  source  of  adulteration  more 
certainly  than  now  is  to  make  invoices  warranties,  as  they 
are  under  the  Margarine  Act,  and  to  provide  facilities  for 
joining  the  wholesale  dealer  as  a  defendant  in  cases  where 
the  warranty  defence  is  pleaded.  This  involves  the  require- 
ment of  a  division  of  a  sample  purchased  into  four  portions 
instead  of  three  as  at  present,  the  extra  one  being  for 
the  wholesaler  in  the  event  of  his  complicity  being  alleged. 

The  Committee  adopts  the  opinion,  so  often  passed  by 
analysts  and  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  that  penalties 
imposed  on  offenders  are  inexplicably  lenient.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  for  second  offences  an  irreducible  penalty  of 
51.  should  be  prescribed,  and  that  in  respect  of  third  and 
all  subsequent  offences  magistrates  should  have  the  power 
to  order  imprisonment  without  the  option  of  a  fine.  They 
further  recommend  that  power  to  order  offenders  to  pay  for 
the  advertisement  of  their  convictions  in  local  journals 
should  be  vested  in  magistrates.  These  recommendations 
are,  however,  subject  to  the  adoption  of  the  one  already 
mentioned —that  masters  should  not  necessarily  be  respon- 
sible for  the  acts  of  their  assistants.  We  hope  the  Com- 
mittee's proposals  in  these  respects  will  not  be  adopted. 
They  are  calculated  to  bring  the  Act  into  disrepute.  Offences; 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  often  so  absolutely 
technical,  involving  no  shadow  of  fraud,  that  it  is  most  im- 
portant to  leave  the  discretion  of  magistrates  unfettered. 
The  fact  of  the  conviction  and  the  costs  of  the  defence  are 
generally  a  seve.e  enough  punishment,  and  if  there  are 
defendants  who  find  it  "  worth  while  to  go  on  adulterating," 
as  we  are  told  there  are,  their  game  can  quite  easily  be  met 
by  the  authorities,  who  can  go  on  prosecuting.  The  pro- 
posal that  offenders  shall  be  required  to  advertise  theis 
convictions  is  one  which  we  hope  will  never  find  favour  in 
this  country.    It  is  a  hateful  form  of  punishment. 

The  suggestion  of  a  Court  of  Reference  to  prescribe  stan- 
dards is  another  of  the  Committee's  proposals  which  we  look 
upon  with  great  distrust.  It  has  been  advocated  by  the 
analysts  with  a  view  of  getting  control  over  the  Govern- 
ment Laboratory  arbitration  analyses.  The  report  states 
truly  that  traders  "  are  generally  well  satisfied  with  the 
decisions  of  the  department,''  and  the  Committee  has  back- 
bone enough  to  find,  on  the  evidence  brought  before  it,  that 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  standards  adopted  at 
Somerset  House  are  below  those  capable  of  justification. 
Why  interfere,  then,  with  the  present  system?  Simply 
because  "  public  analysts  consider  themselves  prejudiced 
professionally  "  if  their  certificates  are  not  confirmed  by  the 
Government  Laboratory.  Of  course  they  do.  But  if  we  are 
to  have  a  reference  laboratory  which  is  always  to  endorse 
the  certificate  of  the  public  analyst,  lest  he  should  be  pre- 
judiced professionally,  we  may  as  well  do  without  one 
altogether.  And  what  is  this  Court  of  Reference  to  do  ? 
Will  its  prescribed  standards  and  processes  have  the  force 
of  law,  or  will  it  be  open  to  magistrates  to  hear  evidence 
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from  outside  chemists  against  its  opinions  ?  It  is  conceiv- 
able that  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Reference  may  not 
concentrate  all  wisdom  among  themselves.  But  if  the  Board 
is  to  be  anything  short  of  an  unimpeachable  authority,  we 
see  no  reason  for  its  existence.  If  its  opinions  are  only  to 
be  taken  for  what  they  are  worth  there  is  no  occasion  for 
covering  them  with  official  dignity.  Take  drugs,  for  example. 
One  member  of  the  Board,  according  to  the  Committee's 
proposal,  is  to  be  nominated  by  the  Pharmacsutical  Society. 
Practically,  he  would  be  the  final  authority  on  drug-ques- 
tions. Is  there  any  one  man  to  whom  we  ;would  implicitly 
entrust  the  decision  of  every  difficulty  which  may  occur  in 
reference  to  drug-standards,  especially  if  it  is  to  be  under- 
stood that  he  must  never  «'  prejudice  professionally  "  a  public 
analyst  ?  We  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  proposed 
Court  of  Reference  would  be  either  a  useless  dummy  or,  by 
its  interference,  might  often  prejudice  justice  and  do  more 
harm  than  good. 

The  Committee  has  "appended  to  its  report  |proper  a  very 
interesting  but  somewhat  heterogeneous  collection  of  facts 
which  it  has  gathered  in  the  course  of  the  inquiry  concern- 
ing the  various  substances  which  come  within  the  purview 
of  the  Acts.  We  doubt  whether  this  publication  comes 
within  the  province  of  the  Committee,  and  we  can  hardly 
think  it  wise  that  the  conclusions  of  the  proposed  Court  of 
Reference  should  be  forestalled  as  is  done  in  this  appendix- 
The  Committee  gives  its  views  in  regard  to  milk,  batter, 
coffee,  cocoa,  mustard,  vinegar,  spirits,  ginger,  beeswax,  and 
a  score  of  other  articles.  In  reference  to  "  drugs  "  generally, 
we  get  the  following  sapient  observations  : — 

Your  Committee  have  been  informed  that  the  Act  of  1875 
has  had  excellent  res  alts  in  securing  the  purity  of  drugs  on 
sale  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  that  at  the  present  time 
they  are  not  surpassed  in  this  respsct.  [Does  this  mean 
not  surpassed  in  other  countries  or  not  surpassed  by  other 
substances  ?] 

As  in  the  case  of  foods,  analysts  experience  some  difficulty 
owing  to  the  absence  of  a  standard  in  pronouncing  an  opinion 
upon  a  drug  the  purity  of  which  is  questioned.  It  has  been 
proposed,  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  this  difficulty,  that 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  legally  constituted  the 
standard  for  drugs,  and  that  deviations  from  such  standard 
should  be  permitted  only  upon  the  production  of  a  prescrip- 
tion of  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  the  warranties  in  respect 
of  drugs  snpplied  by  wholesale  dealers  to  retailers  should 
hold  good  for  limited  periods  only — in  the  case  of  decom- 
posable drugs  for  one  month,  and  in  other  cases  for  six 
months.    [What  drugs  are  not  decomposable  1]  j 

We  do  not  see  the  necessity  of  the  desirability  of  makiDg 
the  Pharmacopoeia  a  fixed  standard  in  regard  to'all  the  drugs 
it  names,  and  so  long  as  that  book  names  and  describes  such 
articles  as  vinegar,  soda-water,  and  the  like,  and  so  long  as 
pharmacists  are  debarred  from  representation  on  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Committee,  its  adoption  as  a  legal  standard  is  to 
be  deprecated.  The  authority  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  as 
evidence  is  now  properly  very  great,  and  in  nineteen  cases  out 
of  twenty  the  defendant  cannot  get  behind  it.  But  to  make 
its  authority  legally  unchallengeable  would  be  to  erjsure  an 
occasional  injustice  with  no  public  advantage  whatever. 


MR.    GLADSTONE     AND  PHARMACY. 

Que  forefathers  in  the  drug-trade  must  have  been  better 
fighters  than  we  are  ;  more  vigorous,  more  skilful,  and  cer- 
tainly more  successful.  The  story  of  the  chemist's  oppo- 
sition to  Mr.  Hawes's  Bill  is  pretty  familiar  to  most  of  us. 
Mr.  Benjamin  Hawes  was  member  for  Lambeth,  and  he  tried 
to  pass  a  Medical  Act.  He  proposed  to  create  a  Medical 
Council,  and  he  intended  to  give  to  that  Council  complete 


control  over  chemists'  shops,  though  he  never  thought  of 
giving  to  chemists  any  representation  on  the  Council.  This 
was  in  1841.  There  was  no  defined  body  of  chemists  and 
druggists  then,  but  the  trade  was  fenced  around  by  traditions 
of  honour.  No  outsider  ever  dreamed  of  trespassing  on  it. 
The  public  of  that  end  of  the  century  simply  would  not  have 
allowed  a  Whiteley  to  have  lived  among  them.  So  a  highly 
respectable  body  of  druggists,  wholesale  and  retail,  came 
together  and  resolved  that  Hawes's  Bill  must  perish.  Hawes 
vainly  tried  to  escape  from  the  storm  which  he  had  perhaps 
unwittingly  raised.  He  abandoned  his  first  Bill  and  drafted 
a  new  one,  omitting  everything  which  the  druggists  had 
objected  to.  But  the  druggists  would  not  accept  any  terms 
of  peace,  and  Hawe3  was  never  able  to  link  his  name,  as  he 
bad  hoped  to  do,  with  a  Medical  Act,  all  because  he  had  failed 
at  first  to  duly  estimate  the  power  of  our  worthy  fathers  and 
grandfathers  in  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Gladstone  was  in  Parliament  along  with  Mr.  Hawes. 
We  are  not  sure  whether  Hawes  was  a  Whig  or  a  Tory,  nor 
can  we  say  for  certain  which  side  of  the  House  Mr.  Gladstone 
sat  on  at  that  particular  time.  But  he  seems  to  have  remem- 
bered the  contest  distinctly.  He  has  seen  hundreds  of  fights 
since  then.  We  shut  our  eyes  to  general  politics,  but  we 
have  an  impression  that  he  has  taken  a  not  inactive  part 
in  some  of  them  ;  but  this  one  in  1841  seems  for  some  reason 
or  other  to  have  remained  on  his  memory.  He  recollected 
he  told  his  pharmaceutical  visitors  at  Hawarden  last  week, 
"  that  about  sixty  years  ago,  when  he  was  member  for 
Newark,  something  or  another  was  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  which  affected  chemists  and  druggists 
very  materially.  He  remembered  the  steady  fire  of 
opposition  which  was  directed  against  that  measure,  and 
he  believed  he  was  correct  in  saying  they  were  successful  in 
their  resistance."  This  and  some  pretty  compliments,  in 
which  Mr.  Gladstone  characteristically  seized  what  is  really 
the  most  genuine  claim  chemists  have  to  public  respect, 
namely,  the  extraordinary  care  they  give  to  the  compounding 
of  medicines,  as  evidenced  by  the  infinitesimal  proportion  of 
mistakes  they  make,  was  the  staple  of  Mr.  Gladstone's 
friendly  words, 

There  is  a  moral  for  young  statesmen  in  this  pleasant 
incident.  As  the  grand  old  [  ex- Premier  sat  on  his  garden 
wall  recalling  a  House  of  Commons  episode  of  nearly  sixty 
years  ago,  he  was,  we  may  be  sure,  searching  keenly  through 
his  memory  for  some  little  word  he  had  ever  spoken  from 
his  distinguished  place  in  Parliament  in  favour  of  the 
worthy  class  whose  delegates  he  was  addressing.  And  there 
was  nothing  he  could  recall.  We  should  not  like  to  say 
how  many  Pharmacy  Bills  have  been  introduced  while  Mr. 
Gladstone  has  been  a  member  of  Parliamert ;  but  we  do  not 
believe  he  has  ever  supported  one  by  either  voice  or  vote. 
Let  the  yonnger  politicians  of  the  day  take  warning.  Some 
time  in  the  middle  of  the  next  century  Lord  Cranborne,  Mr. 
Austen  Chamberlain,  or  Mr.  Lloyd  George  may  have  to 
receive  a  deputation  of  chemists,  and  he  will  then  be  glad  if 
he  can  point  to  some  effort  he  may  have  made  in  his  youth 
to  ameliorate  our  condition. 


CHEMISTS   AS  ETHICS. 

Fab  and  away  the  most  interesting  section  of  the  British 
Medical  Association's  Annual  Meeting  is  that  one  where 
"  Ethics  "  are  discussed.  The  members  are  not  all  great  on 
medicine  or  surgery,  but  they  are  mighty  on  ethics.  Here 
the  dirty  linen  of  the  profession  is  washed,  here  are  all  the 
disturbances,  here  the  little  men  can  have  their  fling  at  the 
big  men,  and  take  their  revenge  on  them  for  the  pompous 
way  they  are  treated  in  the  strictly  professional  sections. 
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There  was  some  excellent  fun  this  year  at  Carlisle.  "  The 
ethics  of  advertising"  was  on  the  programme,  and  Dr. 
Kingsbury,  of  Blackpool,  who  recently  gained  a  victory  in 
the  Uw  courts  over  the  Association's  Journal,  which  had 
charged  him  with  unprofessional  conduct  in  allowing  his 
name  to  be  advertised  in  connection  with  a  hydropathic 
institute,  had  the  temerity  to  fancy  that  his  case  was  appro- 
priate to  the  discussion.  He  was  howled  down.  The 
Medical  Council  was  also  the  subject  of  much  animadver- 
sion because  it  does  not  sufficiently  exercise  its  punitive 
functions.  Chemists,  too,  figured  pretty  largely  this  year 
as  "Ethics."  Dr.  George  Bateman,  the  Secretary,  we  be- 
lieve, of  the  Medical  Defence  Union,  has  discovered,  it 
appears,  that  chemists  prescribe,  and  in  the  old  form  of 
words  which  weakness  always  adopts  when  it  wants  to 
look  strong,  he  announced  that  "Something  must  be  done." 
There  are  several  things  which  might  be  done.  The  medi- 
cal men  might,  for  instance,  go  to  Parliament  with  the  Bill 
which  they  so  often  talk  about,  making  it  a  penal  offence 
for  anybody  but  themselves  to  advise  in  regard  to  diseases. 
Why  does  not  Dr.  Bateman  advocate  this  course  ?  We  think 
we  know.  Or,  again,  a  series  of  prosecutions  under  the 
Apothecaries  Act  might  be  brought,  and  this  seems  at  first 
sight  to  be  a  tangible  proceeding.  Bat  Dr.  Bateman  does 
not  cordially  recommend  that  course.  For  in  that  case,  he 
says,  medical  men  must  expect  pharmacists  to  retaliate  by 
proceedings  against  those  members  of  the  profession  who 
keep  dispensaries  and  permit  unqualified  dispensers  to  sell 
scheduled  poisons.  That  we  have  done,  are  doing,  and  shall 
do,  quite  regardless  of  what  proceedings  may  be  taken  in 
respect  of  counter-prescribing.  But  we  should  retaliate  in 
a  much  more  effective  way  than  Dr.  Bateman  imagines. 
Any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Apothecaries'  Company 
to  use  their  Act  to  put  a  stop  to  what  we  ven- 
ture to  call  legitimate  counter-prescribing  would 
ensure  the  prompt  repeal  of  that  decrepit  old  statute.  The 
Medical  Defence  Union  may  not  be  aware  of  this,  but  the 
Apothecaries'  Company  know  it  well  enough,  and  their  Act 
cannot  be  used  without  their  sanction.  The  really  efficient 
methods  of  checking  counter-prescribing  being  therefore 
barred,  Dr.  Bateman's  "  something "  resolved  itself  into  a 
peculiarly  harmless  resolution  calling  upon  the  Council  of 
the  Association  to  approach  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  ask  them  to  use  their  moral  power  in 
restraining  their  licentiates  from  breaking  the  law  and  in- 
fringing the  rights  and  privileges  of  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioners.  We  congratulate  the  ethical  section  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  on  their  discretion  in  thus 
limiting  their  demands  to  a  demonstration  with  no  more  fizz 
in  it  than  this.  But  we  hope,  if  the  request  should  come 
before  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  that  body  will  have 
backbone  enough  to  refuse  to  make  itself  ridiculous  by 
assisting  in  the  proposed  farce. 


VICTORIAN    ESSENTIAL  OILS. 

We  have  on  several  occasions  referred  to  the  experimental 
flower-farm  of  the  Victorian  Government  at  Dunolly,  and  to 
the  essential  oil-flower  cultures  carried  on  there.  Our  last 
note  on  this  subject,  which  appeared  a  few  months  ago,  was 
to  the  effect  that  samples  of  essential  oils  distilled  at 
Dunolly  had  been  sent  to  the  Imperial  Institute,  and  that 
the  directors  had  placed  them  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  C. 
Umney  for  examination.  Mr.  Umney's  report  on  the  oils  is 
published  in  full  in  the  August  number  of  the  Imperial 


Institute  Journal,  a  publication  which  appears  to  suffer 
from  the  chronic  malady  of  overcrowding,  that  is  the  badge 
of  all  its  ttibe — for  the  report  has,  to  our  knowledge,  been 
in  the  hands  of  the  Institute  authorities  for  at  least  three 
months. 

The  oils  reported  on  by  Mr.  Umney  comprise  twenty 
different  varieties,  most  of  them  from  plants  not  originally 
indigenous  in  Australia.  It  may  be  said,  in  fact,  that  Mr;, 
Umney  has  sat  in  judgment  upon  the  Dunolly  flower-farm, 
which  has,  for  some  years,  cost  the  Victorian  Government  a 
handsome  sum  annually.  Never  before,  to  our  knowledge, 
has  Dunolly  produced  such  a  varied  batch  of  oils,  and  it  is 
fair  to  assume  that  ths  Imperial  Institute  collection  repre- 
sents the  high-water  mark  of  the  farm's  present  capacities. 
The  functionaries  in  charge  of  the  flower-garden,  and  those 
who  during  the  resent  lean  years  of  parsimony  and  merciless 
cutting-down  of  supplies  in  the  Victorian  Public  Service 
have  upheld  the  annual  grant  to  thi9  undertaking,  will  there- 
fore be  relieved  to  hear  that  Mr.  Umney  regards  the  results 
of  his  "  preliminary  examination"  (as  he  calls  a  research,  of 
which  the  report,  in  extenso,  would  fill  about  three  pages  of 
this  journal)  as  "  decidedly  encouraging."  Some  of  the  pro- 
ducts, he  says,  are  of  fine  quality ;  all,  except  the  oils  of 
eucalyptus  and  sage,  seem  likely  to  be  of  commercial  value. 
On  the  crucial  question  whether  it  would  be  profitable  to 
export  the  oils,  Mr.  Umney  hazards  no  definite  opinion.  He 
suggests  that  the  most  promising  oils  should  be  produced  in 
larger  quantities,  and  be  submitted  to  confirmatory  experi- 
ments, in  order  to  determine  whether  they  are  constant  in 
their  properties  ;  and  he  also  hints  that  one  of  the  Dunolly 
officials  should  visit  European  distilleries,  in  order  to  gather 
information.  Whether  the  distilleries  that  are  worth  visit- 
ing would  open  their  portals  to  a  potential  competitor  may 
be  left  a  moot  question ;  but,  if  we  are  not  mistaken, 
Danolly  already  has  on  its  staff  an  ex-essential  oil  distiller 
from  the  South  of  France,  whose  experience  should  be 
useful. 

We  quote  below  Mr.  Umney's  conclusions  from  his  exa- 
mination of  the  various  Dunolly  oils  : — 

The  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  the  results  of  this  preliminary 
examination  of  the  essential  oils  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : 

Oil  of  Anise.— It  is  desirable  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  plant  from  the 
fruit  of  which  this  oil  has  been  distilled.  The  oil  appears  to  be  different 
from  that  which  at  present  comes  into  the  market.  Oil  of  Absinthe. — This 
oil  is  of  good  quality ;  it  closely  resemble;  the  American  oil  now  used,  which 
commands  a  price  of  about  12s.  per  lb.,  but  it  seems  doubtful  whether  it 
could  compete  with  the  American  product.  Oil  of  Boronia  polygalifolia. — 
This  oil  appears  to  be  new  to  commerce,  and  not  at  present  employed  in 
perfumery.  A  more  complete  chemical  examination  of  it  should  be  made, 
and  information  supplied  as  to  the  price  at  which  it  could  be  exported. 
Oil  of  Eucalyptus  citriodora. — This  oil  closely  resembles  the  citronella  oil 
of  commerce,  although  its  odour  is  not  quite  the  same.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  it  would  be  worth  while  to  export  it,  unless  the  price  is  very  low. 
Essences  of  Jonquille,  Millefleurs,  and  Tuberose. — Information  is  required  as 
to  the  methods  by  which  these  essences  have  been  prepared  ;  the  alcohol 
employed  in  their  preparation  does  not  appear  to  have  been  of  good  quality » 
but  it  seems  probable  that  the  essences  would  be  valuable  if  carefully  pre- 
pared. Experiments  should  be  made  in  the  production  of  these  essences 
by  the  "enfteurage"  process,  care  being  tiken  to  employ  odourless  spirit 
and  pure  fat.  Oil  of  Rose-geranium  and  African  Geranium.— These  oils 
are  very  similar  to  the  French-African  geranium  oils  at  present  in  the 
market,  which  command  high  prices.  If  the  quality  can  be  maintained,  it 
might  be  worth  while  to  export  them  to  this  country.  Oil  of  Lavender. — 
It  would  appear  that  this  oil  has-been  distilled  from  a  mixture  of  plants, 
and  is  therefore  not  of  high  quality.  Information  should  be  acquired  as  to 
the  precautions  taken  by  English  lavender-growers  to  secure  the  right 
species,  Lavendula  vera.  If  it  were  feasible  to  cultivate  this  species,  the 
oil  would  probably  be  a  valuable  export.  Oil  of  Lemon-thyme. — This  oil  is 
not  an  article  of  commerce,  and  it  is  difficult  to  say  what  its  value  would 
be  if  exported  in  large  quantities  to  this  country.  Oil  of  Myrtle  — The 
botanical  characters  of  the  plant  furnishing  this  oil  should  be  ascertained. 
The  oil  resembles  certain  of  those  now  in  commerce  which  have  been  some- 
what largely  used.  The  process  of  distilling  it  evidently  requires 
modification.     Otto    of    Rose. — Particulars    should   be    furnished  of 
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the  methods  o£  preparation,  since  this  is  a  valuable  material, 
which  it  would  probably  be  worth  while  to  export.  The  sample  exa- 
mined was  of  good  quality  so  far  as  its  odour  is  concerned. 
Oil  of  Peppermint. — This  oil  closely  resembles  some  of  the  best  samples 
now  in  commerce  ;  it  would  be  worth  while  to  consider  whether  it  should 
be  exported.  8il  of  Pennyroyal.— This  oil  appears  to  be  a  mixture,  pointing 
to  the  fact  that  sufficient  care  has  not  been  taken  in  the  selection  of  the 
plants  for  distilling.  Another  sample  should  be  prepared  and  sent  for 
examination.  Oil  of  Rosemary. — This  proved  to  be  a  very  satisfactory 
specimen,  which  it  might  be  desirable  to  export,  although  it  is  doubtful 
whether  it  would  fetch  as  much  as  EDglish  oil  of  similar  quality.  Oil  of 
Sage. — Information  should  be  obtained  as  to  the  nature  of  the  plant  from 
which  this  oil  was  distilled.  It  does  not  seem  to  have  been  obtained  from 
the  ordinary  sage  (Salvia  officinalis).  Its  commercial  value  is,  probably, 
not  great.  Oil  of  Tansy. — There  is  not  much  demand  for  this  oil  in  the 
English  market.  It  might  be  worth  while  to  export  it  to  America.  Oil  of 
Thyme  of  I  he  Alps. — This  oil  compares  very  favourably  with  commercial  oil 
of  thyme,  and  it  might,  therefore,  be  desirable  to  export  it.  Oil  of  Vervain. — 
Information  should  be  given  as  to  the  plant  from  which  this  oil  has  been 
obtained.  It  might  be  a  useful  export. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Umney  considers  one-half  of  the 
oils  submitted,  including  most  of  the  kinds  in  considerable 
demand,  as  potentially  valuable  export  articles,  and  that  his 
opinion  is  really  adverse  in  one  or  two  instances  only.  Ib  is 
rather  too  soon  to  look  forward  to  the  time  when  Victorian 
lavender  and  Australian  peppermint  shall  be  quoted  in  this 
journal  as  current  market  articles,  and  when  the  "  Dunolly  " 
brand  of  otto  of  rose  shall  lead  the  way  in  the  annual  f  zing 
of  the  price  of  that  famous  perfume-material.  But  one 
need  not  be  an  Imperialist  of  the  blatant  type  to  feel  satis- 
faction at  the  possibility  that  a  British  colony  may  take  the 
place  of  alien  nations  (and  especially  of  nations  who 
habitually  make  a  dead  set  at  British  goods)  as  a  supplier 
of  certain  important  articles  of  commerce.  For  that  reason, 
if  for  no  other,  the  Australian  venture  claims  our  sympathy 
and  goodwill. 

It  is  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  to  compare  the 
results  of  Mr.  Umney's  examination  of  some  of  the  principal 
Victorian  essential  oils  with  the  physical  characteristics 
which  competent  authoiities  have  laid  down  as  characteristic 
of  good  essential  oils  of  the  same  variety. 

The  Danolly  anise  oil  does  not  admit  of  comparison,  inas- 
much as  it  is  obviously  distilled  from  a  fruit  other  than 
Pimpinella  anisum  or  Illicium  anisatum.  Its  colour  re- 
sembles that  of  fennel  oil  rather  than  of  oil  of  anise,  and 
it  has  a  sp.  gr.  of  -914  at  15°  C,  whereas  the  ordinary  oil  of 
anise  has  a  sp.  gr.  of  -980-990.  The  Australian  oil,  more- 
over, does  not  solidify  when  cooled  to  as  low  a  temperature 
as  4-°  C,  whereas  anise  oil  of  commerce  solidifies  at  14°  C. 
The  Australian  sample  of  oil  of  absinthe  (wormwood)  had 
a  sp.  gr.  of  939,  which  is  somewhat  below  the  average  of 
American,  and  above  that  of  English,  oil.  Upon  fractiona- 
tion, 48  per  cent,  of  the  Australian  oil  distilled  between 
2Q0°-210°  C,  and  48  per  cent,  above  210°  C,  the  percentages 
in  pure  American  oil  being  26  and  59  respectively.  In 
other  respects  the  two  oils  are  very  similar.  American 
wormwood  oil,  it  may  be  added,  is  worth  only  a  little  more 
than  one-third  the  price  of  German,  and  it  is  with  the 
American  article  that  the  Dunolly  oil  would  have  to  com- 
pete. The  Australian  oil  of  Eucalyptus  citriodora  has,  ap- 
parently, little  prospect  of  commercial  success.  It  contains 
no  eucalyptol,  and  is,  therefore,  therapeutically  worthless, 
while,  though  it  contains  90  psr  cent,  of  citronellon,  it  could 
probably  not  be  producsd  cheaply  enough  to  compete  with 
citronella  oil.  The  specimens  of  jonquille,  millefteurs,  and 
tuberose,  again,  must  be  left  out  of  account,  because  they 
were  not  properly  prepared. 

The  specimens  of  Australian  oils  of  rose-geranium  and 
African  geranium  give  rise  to  higher  hopss.  They  fall  but 
little  below  the  Fretc^  oils  of  their  kind,  so  far  as  their 
geraniol- content  g:es,  ard  otherwise  fairly  agree  with  the 


latter.  The  following  figures  show  the  physical  constants  of 
the  oils : —

The  report  with  regard  to  lavender  oil  is  less  encouraging. 
There  is  some  doubt  concerning  the  variety  of  lavender  from 
which  the  Danolly  specimen  was  distilled.  Mr.  Umney 
suggests  a  mixture  of  L  vera  and  L.  spiea.  Anyhow,  the 
"lavender  oil"  to  which  the  Australian  lavender  is  most  nearly 
allied  is  the  commonest  grade  known  in  commerce — viz., 
French  oil  of  true  and  spike  lavender  mixed.  The  specimen 
examined  was  of  a  pale-yellow  tinge,  and  had  a  characteristic 
cineol  odour,  though  decidedly  less  agreeable  than  that  ex- 
hibited by  pure  English  lavender.  The  similarity  of 
Victorian  "oil  of  mjrtle "  (botanical  origin  not  stated)  to 
the  current  Spanish  oil  from  Myrtus  communis  was  found  to 
be  slight.  The  Dunolly  product  was  lasvo-rotatory,  while 
the  French  (or  "Spanish")  oil  of  commerce  is  decidedly 
dextro-rotatory.  Moreover,  the  sp.  gr.  of  the  Danolly  oil  was 
•916.  while  that  of  the  two  European  oils  with  which  it  was 
compared  was  885  and  -893  respectively.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  sample  of  Victorian  otto  of  rose,  as  regards  odour,  com- 
pared favourably  with  normal  Bulgarian  otto.  Its  sp.gr.  (15°  C.) 
was  -8886,  and  it  became  slightly  opaque,  but  did  not  solidify, 
at  5°  C.  Over  75  per  cent,  of  the  oil  distilled  between 
215°-235°  C,  and  the  geraniol-content  indicated  by  the 
acetylation- process  was  57  8  per  cent.  A  specimen  of 
Victorian  peppermint  oil  wa3  valued  by  Mr.  Umney  at  9s.  per 
lb.,  which  is  somewhat  below  the  then  price  of  good  American 
oil,  and  about  one-third  of  the  value  of  good  Mitcham  oil. 
The  subjoined  table  shows  the  principal  characteristics  of 
the  oil  compared  with  English  and  German  oils : —

Considerations  of  space  pi  event  us  from  following  Mr 
Umney  step  by  step  in  his  remarks  on  the  other  specimens 
of  Victorian  oils  examined  b/  him.  It  is  a  matter  of  some 
interest  to  know  that  the  specimen  of  Victorian  oil  of  tansy 
closely  approximated  good  American  oil  from  Tanacetum 
vulgar e,  Linn.  The  Danolly  sample  had  an  opt.  rot.  +  37 
and  a  sp.  gr.  -922.  It  was  of  a  greenish-yellow  colour, 
possessed  the  characteristic  tansy  odour,  and  was  found  to 
contain  thujone.  The  sp.  gr.  of  typical  American  oil  from 
fre:h  herb  (according  to  Fritszche  Brothers,  of  New  York)  is 
from  -915  to  930,  whereas  that  of  oil  from  dried  herb  was 
'954,  bat  the  physical  properties  of  an  English  oil,  distilled 
from  herb  grown  near  Brighton,  were  found  to  differ 
considerably  from  typical  American  tansy  oil.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that,  in  view  of  the  results  already  obtained,  the 
Victorian  Government  will  continue  its  experiments,  and  that 
some  of  the  oils  will  shortly  be  produced  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  enable  the  market  to  be  fairly  tested  with 
them. 
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APPRENTICES  AND  EDUCATION. 
The  question  of  how  best  to  pave  the  way  for  the 
qualifying  examinations  during  ths  period  of  apprentice- 
ship, in  provincial  towns  where  technical  schools  are  situate, 
has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Plymouth  and  District 
Chemists'  Association  for  some  time,  and  as  a  result  of 
many  replies  received  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  James 
Cocks)  from  prominent  pharmacists  and  others  in  the 
country  a  committee  was  formed,  consisting  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Messrs.  J.  R.  Joheson  and  E.  A.  Hodge,  who 
found  that  the  following  course  of  study  coincided  with 
the  majority  of  views  expressed.  It  is  presumed  that  the 
apprentice  has  passed  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  is 
indentured  for  four  years ;  the  time  at  his  disposal  for 
study  being  two  evenings  a  week.  Classes  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects  should  be  attended  durirjg  the  session  of  the  —

Notes. — During  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  years  a  Mass  is  held  once 
a  fortnight  on  one  of  the  evenings  of  the  above,  at  a  later  hour,  far 
study  in  pharmacy,  including  pharmaceutical  Latin  grammar,  poaology, 
and  B.P.  work. 

In  the  summer  months  field  botany  should  be  studied  by  means  of 
botanical  rambles,  collecting  and  naming  specimens  for  the  herbarium 
competition  of  the  Association. 

Text-books  on  all  the  subjects  should  be  those  recommended  by  the 
lecturers  at  the  classes  attended.  Standard  works  for  reference  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Association  library. 

Dispensing,  in  its  many  forms,  should  be  learnt  in  the  routine  of  busi- 
ness, experience  being  the  main  teacher. 

The  committee,  in  commendiDg  this  course  urge  that  by 
beginning  the  subjects  early  in  their  careers  a  good  ground- 
work is  formed,  and  a  short  course  at  a  school  of  pharmacy 
at  the  end  of  apprenticeship  should  pass  them  through  their 
examinations  with  credit.

"  A  blue  ribbon  seems  appropriate  on  a  fish,  considering 
its  surroundings.  But  why  bring  temperance-fish  to 
Carlisle  ? " 

"  To  illustrate  the  genesis  of  our  Kepler  goods.  Don't  you 
see— cod-liver  oil  and  malt.  We  had  a  plot  of  growing 
barley  to  represent  the  malt,  and  then  some  genius  bethought 
himself  that  live  cod  would  suitably  illustrate  Kapler's  better 
half.   So  I  set  out  for  Grimsby." 

"  Grimsby  ? " 

"  Yes  ;  that's  where  the  cod  are  mostly  landed.  But  Mr. 
Ohlsen,  a  great  fish-expert  there,  laughed  me  to  scorn. 
'  Why,'  said  he, '  cod  can't  be  transported  by  rail.  They  turn 
ap  their  toes — -5ns  I  mean — as  soon  as  thay  catch  sight  of  a 


rail  way- engine.  Tried  it  myself  at  the  Fisheries  Exhibition 
in  London.  That  was  only  half  the  distance  of  Carlisle. 
The  weather  was  cool,  we  sent  fresh  supplies  every  other 
day,  and  yet  the  bulk  of  them  died  before  they  got 
to  town.  You'll  never  do  it,  that's  flat!'  But  I 
had  come  to  do  or  die,  all  the  fish-experts  in  Grimsby 
notwithstanding.  First  catch  your  fish.  That  is  easy 
(as  Alice  remarked).  Then  get  the  water  for  transport. 
There  was  the  rub.  I  had  to  charter  a  special  tug  and  sail 
twenty  miles  out  on  the  ocean-wave  to  get  water  of  the 
proper  density.  For,  unless  the  water  is  dense  enough,  the 
cod,  wrapping  his  fins  around  him,  dies  gracefully  without 
another  word.  Twenty  miles.  Then  I  had  to  keep  the 
water  aerated  and  agitated.  We  had  a  tank  about  6  feet 
by  4,  in  which  we  accommodated  half-a-dozen  cod.  We  hired 
a  special  brake  to  Manchester,  where  our  first  cod  expired. 
From  Manchester  to  Carlisle  it  was  a  case  of  all  hands  to 
the  pumps — pumping  air  into  the  tank.  Nevertheless,  a 
second  fish,  with  a  wink  and  a  sigh,  gave  up  the  ghost  on 
the  way.  Four  arrived  at  Carlisle,  where  they  created 
immense  excitement.  They  were  fine  specimens,  over  two  feet 
leng — very  like  whales.  Ah  !  if  only  the  exhibition-room 
had  been  properly  ventilated  I  But  the  heat  there  was 
terrific,  and,  although  we  kept  men  pumpiDg  air  into  the 
tank  night  and  day,  our  fish  all  died — presumably  of  heat- 
apoplexy.  They  had,  however,  lived  two  days,  and  the 
problem  of  carrying  a  live  cod  from  Grimsby  to  Carlisle 
(a  scientific  question  palpitating  with  importance)  is  solved 
— solved  for  ever  !  What  are  six  cod  and  two  nights  at  the 
pumps  compared  to  that  achievement  1  The  fish  were  not 
idly  butchered  to  make  a  Carlislean  holiday.  They  fell  in 
the  cause  of  Kepler  and  Progress ! " 
And  our  visitor  gasped  for  breath. 

"  But  the  lamb,"  said  the  callous  C.  %  D.  man.  "  You  said 
something  about  a  lamb." 

"Ah,  that  was  another  triumph.  We  secured  the  only 
lamb— the  one  ewe-lamb — that  came  to  Carlisle  market  the 
morning  of  the  Exhibition.  Like  young  Copperfield  when 
he  reached  his  aunt's,  the  first  thing  needful  was  to  wash 
him.  That  done,  we  put  a  blue  ribbon  on  him,  christened 
him  '  Lana,'  and  had  him  at  the  Museum  to  represent  " 

"  Lanoline  !  "  at  once  exclaimed  the  C.  %  D.  man,  whose 
mental  acuteness  is  proverbial. 

"  Excellent !  How  could  you  guess  it  so  ?  The  lamb  was 
the  hero  of  a  little  dinner  at  which  we  entertained  Mr. 
Wellcome  the  next  day.  Not  in  the  form  of  mutton,  but  as 
the  personification  of  the  great  New  Principle  in  exhibitions. 
It  now  lives  at  Dartford  in  honourable  retirement." 

"  Your  action,"  the  C.  $?  B.  man  (who  is  a  bit  of  a 
moralist)  held  forth  to  his  visitor,  "  does  credit  to  your  firm's 
ingenuity  and  progressiveness.  Nay,  more,  it  brings  us  back 
to  what  Hans  Breitmann  (a  philosopher  with  whose  works 
you  are  no  doubt  acquainted,  and  who  was  a  disciple  of 
Kant)  called  '  the  Noumenon,  phenomenoned  indeed,  und  de 
soopyectif  opyektified.'

An  instrument  or 
brush  maker  might  have  a  perambulating  exhibit  on  the 
backs  of  deer  and  buffaloes,  with  a  White  Elephant,  illus- 
trative of  ivory,  thrown  in.  For  a  medicated-wine  maker, 
what  could  be  nicer  than  a  series  of  living  pictures  illustra- 
tive of  a  deplorable  incident  in  the  otherwise  blameless 
career  of  the  Patriarch  Noah?  A  brighter  day  seems  to 
be  dawrjing  for  our  old  friend  the  Decrepit  Horse,  now 
reduced  to  exportation  to  Belgium.  All  the  animals  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  atd  sundry  unofficial  ones,  might  march  into 
the  Museum  two  by  two,  as  they  once  did  into  the  Ark.  In 
fac*,  the  morrltua  considering  the  thing,  the  morrh  " 

But  the  visitor's  chair  was  empty.    The  B.,  W.  4c  Co.  man 
had  fled.

WE  gave  last  week  a  short  telegraphed  report  of  the  visit 
of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to 
Chester,  Eaton  Hall,  and  Hawarden,  and  there  recorded 
somewhat  briefly  the  friendly  words  addressed  to  repre- 
sentative members  of  the  parky  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  It  may 
be  permissible,  however,  to  give  a  faller  account  of  the 
excursion  in  view  of  the  special  interest  of  the  occasion. 

The  party  numbered  some  250  in  all,  ladies  and  gentlemen. 
Tbey  crossed  the  Mersey  at  9.30  on  the  morning  of  Thursday, 
July  30,  and  were  carried  by  a  special  train  from  Ssacombe 
to  Chester.  There,  under  the  guidance  of  a  number  of  local 
gentlencen,  including  Mr.  W.  F.  J.  Shepheird  (the  local 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  Messrs.  George 
Baxter,  Spencer,  Guy,  and  Shrubsole,  Alderman  C  Brown, 
Dr.  Stolterfoth,  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Siddall,  the  party  were  con- 
ducted to  George  Street,  from  whence  a  good  view  of  the 
north  wall  is  obtainable.  They  then  ascended  on  to  the  walls 
at  the  Northgate  and  walked  to  the  Watergate.  There  they 
left  ,the  walls,  and  proceeding  along  Watergate  Street  had  an 
opportunity  of  inspecting  some  of  the  old  and  historic  build- 
ings in  that  thoroughfare,  and  then  they  were  conducted  to 
the  Grosvenor  Museum,  where  there  is  a  good  collection  of 
ancient  relics.  The  last  place  inspected  was  the  Cathedral. 
Afterwards  the  party,  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Symes, 
sat  down  to  lunch  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  company  being  here 
joined  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  (Mr.  B.  C.  Robert).  After 
the  repast,  the  Chairman  (Dr.  Symes)  returned  the  thanks  of 
the  Conference  to  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  for  the 
courtesy  that  had  been  extended  to  tbem.  The  Mayor,  in 
acknowledging,  spoke  of  the  great  debt  the  public  owed  to 
the  pharmaceutical  profession.  The  Chairman  afterwards 
gave  the  toast  of  "  The  ex-President "  (Mr.  Martindale),  who, 
in  acknowledging,  spoke  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  to 
the  Conference  by  the  able  and  energetic  Secretaries,  Messrs. 
Naylor  and  Ransom.  The  toa3t  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  "  was  next  given  from  the  chair,  and 
acknowledged  by  Mr.  Carteighe.  The  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland"  was  likewise  proposed  by  the 
President,  and  responded  to  by  Mr.  Wells. 

Afterwards  the  party  enjoyed  a  pleasant  drive  to  Eaton 
Hall,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Duke  of  Westminster  were 
permitted  to  visit  the  gardens,  the  chapel,  and  a  portion  of 
the  hall.  The  drive  was  then  continued  to  Hawarden,  and 
the  party  walked  through  Hawarden  Park,  where  they  met 
Mr.  and  Mrs  Gladstone  with  Mrs.  Drew,  driving  back  to  the 
Castle  from  Church.  The  excursionists  partook  of  tea  in  a 
marquee  opposite  the  Glynne  Arms. 

The  day  had  been  a  busy  one  at  Hawarden  Mr.  John 
Morley  had  left  in  the  early  afternoon,  and  Lady  Rothschild 
arrived  just  before  the  B  P.C.  presented  itself.  Before  the 
members  of  the  Conference  left  Hawarden  an  intimation  wa3 
received  from  Mrs  Drew  that  Mr.  Gladstone  would  be 
pleased  to  receive  a  deputation.  The  announcement  was 
greeted  with  much  cordiality,  and  Dr.  Symes,  Mr.  Martindale, 
Mr.  E  wing,  Mr.  W.  Paterson  Evans,  Mr.  W.  A.  H  Nay  lor, 
Mr.  T.  B.  Groves,  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  Mr.  Grose,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Cross,  and  Mr.  T.  H  Wardleworth,  together  with  Mr.  Edward 
Evans,  Liverpool  (who  introduced  the  party),  were  conducted 
to  the  terrace.  Punctually  at  a  quarter  to  7  Mr.  Glad- 
stone, clad  in  a  rough  tweed  suit,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Drew 
and  Mr.  Armytago,  appeared  on  the  terrace.  After  the  repre- 
sentativas  had  been  introduced  he  seated  himself  on  the  low 
stone  wall,  saying  with  a  smile  that  walking  and  standing 
had  been  his  strong  points,  but  that  had  all  gone  to  the  dogs 
now  (Laughter  and  No,  no)  Therefore  they  would  no  doubt 
pardon  him  if  he  remained  seated.  Mr.  Gladstone  then 
inquired  how  thsy  had  spent  the  day,  and  expressed  his 
pleasure  that  the  weather  had  remained  fine.  Mr  Martin- 
dale  thanked  the  right  honourable  gentleman  for  alio  wing 
them  to  visit  the  park  and  so  kindly  receiving  them,  aad 
said  they  all  regarded  Mr.  Gladstone  as  a  scholar.  They 
admired  him  as  a  politician,  most  of  them — (laughter)— and 
they  hoped  he  would  long  live  to  be  an  honour  and  glory  to 
the  country  for  which  he  had  done  so  much,  financially  and 
politically,  in  bringing  it  to  the  position  which  it  had  gained 
during  the  reign  of  her  Majesty  the  Qaeen. 

Mr.  Gladstone,  in  reply,  said  as  to  those  members  of  the 


Society  who  might  not  agree  with  the  course  of  politics 
he  had  pursued  he  would  beg  them  to  bear  in  mind 
that  there  need  be  no  more  apprehension  at  his  doing  any 
more  mischief.  (Laughter.)  Although  he  was  a  politician, 
he  wa3  a  dead  politician.  (No,  no.)  Two  thoughts,  struck 
him  in  regard  to  their  body.  One  was  that  during  his  life- 
time there  had  been  very  great  elevation  in  their  profession 
in  raising  the  knowledge  and  in  improving  the  education  of 
those  who  conducted  the  chemists'  business.  Really  it 
was  a  wonderful  thing  whan  one  thought  of  the  millions  and 
millions  of  prescriptions  which  were  made  up  with  so  few 
mistakes.  For  his  own  part,  he  had  never  been  the  subject 
of  such  a  mistake.  (Langhter)  The  other  was  tin  recol- 
lection that  about  sixty  years  ago,  when  he  was  member  for 
Newark,  something  or  another  was  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  which  affected  chemists  and  druggists 
very  materially.  He  remembered  the  steady  firs  of  opposi- 
tion which  was  directed  against  that  measure,  and  he 
believed  he  was  correct  in  saying  they  were  suscessfulin 
their  resistanca.  During  the  last  sixty  years  he  did  not 
think  a  great  deal  of  mischief  had  been  done,  and  he  should 
be  very  well  satisfied  if  during  the  next  sixty  years  no  more 
mischief  and  as  much  good  were  done. 

Mr.  Martindale  said  no  doubi  Mr.  Gladstone's  remarks 
referred  to  the  formation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
18^1— a  Society  which,  by  examination  and  education, 
strove  to  educate  their  class. 

Mr.  Gladstone,  having  asked  a  few  questions,  said  he  was 
very  glad  to  hear  that  every  man  who  became  a  chemist  now 
had  to  piss  an  examination.  One  of  those  gentlemen  had 
planted  himself  in  Hawarden.  (Laughter  )  Although  the 
chemists  in  Chester  were  very  good  and  skilful,  it  was  still 
a  great  advantage  to  have  a  chemist  as  near  as  possible. 
(Laughter.) 

Dr.  Symes:  We  hope  you  won't  have  to  patronise  him 
much.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Gladstone  (smiling)  :  Still,  I  must  hope  he  will  do  a 
good  business. 

Mr.  Gladstone  then  returned  indoors,  and  the  party 
returned  to  Chester,  and  from  thence  by  train  to  Liverpool. 


Is  there  any  conceivable  subject,  the  Daily  News  asks,  on 
which  Mr.  Gladstone  is  not  in  a  position  both  to  pour  out  appro- 
priate refl actions  at  large  and  to  supply  personal  recollections 
in  particular  ?  "  He  believed  he  was  correct  in  saying,"  &c. 
Of  course  he  was  correct.  The  Old  Man's  memory  is  as 
tenacious  as  it  is  comprehensive.  As  for  chemists  and  their 
calling,  "it  was  a  wonderful  thing,"  said  Mr.  Gladstone, 
'•  when  one  thought  of  the  millions  and  millions  of  prescrip- 
tions which  were  made  up,  that  so  few  mistakes  occurred. 
For  his  part,  he  had  never  known  of  such  a  mistake."  What 
a  blessing  it  would  be  if  as  much  could  be  said  of  prescrip- 
tions in  the  political  as  in  the  chemical  world  !

The  Conference  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  its  reception  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  calls  attention  once 
more,  remarks  the  Morning,  to  the  glaringly  disgraceful 
practice  in  the  writing  of  prescriptions  which  still  prevails 
among  the  members  of  the  medical  profession.  Even  to-day 
the  best  consulting  physicians  will  write  "liq.  Ars."  for  so 
potent  a  drug  as  a  solution  of  arsenic,  and  other  poisons 
are  similarly  abbreviated  until,  at  times,  the  dispenser  has 
to  be  guided  more  by  the  context  than  by  a  certain  state- 
ment as  to  what  preparation  or  drug  is  really  required. 
Every  prescriber  ought  to  set  down  in  English,  and  without 
an  abbreviation  (which  cannot  save  more  than  a  few  seconds 
at  the  most  on  evary  prescription),  the  name,  preparation, 
and  quantity  of  the  drug  he  desires  to  use. 

Mr.  Gladstone  rendered  no  more  than  justice,  thinks 
the  Liverpool  Echo,  to  that  eminently  respectable  class  of 
tradespeople,  the  dispensing  chemists  and  druggists,  when 
he  descanted  at  Hawarden  on  the  remarkably  few  mistakes 
which  they  make  in  dispensing  the  millions  of  prescriptions 
which  pass  through  their  hands  every  year.  Considering 
the  "  crabbed  piece  of  penmanship "  which  so  many  pre- 
scriptions present,  and  the  mixture  of  doubtful  Latin  and 
easily  confounded  symbols  in  which  the  prescriptions  are 
couched,  it  is  really  wonderful  that  the  druggists  should  so 
generally  prove  equal  to  what  is  demanded  of  them.

Annison. — The  Mircing  Lane  drug-lrade  has  lost  a 
familiar  figure  in  Mr.  Alfred  Richard  Anniscn,  of  the  firm  of 
Bowyer  &  Bartleet,  147  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C.,  who  died  at 
his  residence.  "  Wendouree,"  Chichester  Road,  Croydon,  at 
the  age  of  57.  Mr.  Anniscn  had  been  ailing  for  some 
months,  and  latterly  little  hope  was  entertained  of  his 
recovery.  The  deceased  gentleman  had  been  connected  with 
Mincing  Lane  from  his  youth,  and  wa3  specially  identified 
with  the  opium  business,  his  knowledge  of  that  drug  being 
considered  unsurpassed  in  the  London  wholesale  trade. 
Mr.  Annison  was  originally  a  clerk  in  the  firm  of  Sharp, 
of  Fenchurch  Street,  and  later  in  that  of  J.  Sala  &  Co., 
Spanish  merchants.  He  then  became  connected  with  the 
firm  of  Price,  Hickman  &  Co.,  as  market  clerk,  and  in  that 
capacity  devoted  his  attention  to  drugs,  notably  to  opium 
and  gums.  A  partnership  being  offered  to  him  in  the  firm 
of  Bowyer  &  Bartleet,  he  accepted  it,  and  for  many  years  his 
characteristic  personality  was  familiar  to  all  Mincing  Lane. 
A  son  of  Mr.  Annison'a  was  recently  taken  into  partnership 
in  his  father's  firm.

Clarke. — On  July  22,  Mr.  George  B.  Clarke,  chemist  and 
druggitt,  of  Woburn.    Aged  68. 

Doughty. — On  July  17,  Mr.  James  Doughty,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Chester.    Aged  57. 

Grove. — Sir  William  Grove,  who  was  eminent  both  as  a 
judge  and  as  a  man  of  science,  died  on  Saturday  last,  in 
his  86th  year.    He  was  born  at  Swansea,  and  alter  a 
university  career  at  Oxford  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1835. 
But  he  first  became  famous  by  his  electrical  work,  and 
especially  by  the  voltaic  battery  which  bears  his  name  and 
the  particulars  of  which  he  published  in  1839.    In  the  fol- 
lowing j ear  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  Experimental 
Philosophy  at  the  London  Instituticn,  a  chair  which  he 
filled  lor  seven  years.    In  1842  he  delivered  a  series  of 
lectures  on  the  progress  of  physical  science  since  the  foun- 
dation of  the  London  Institution,  in  which  he  first  advanced 
the  doctrine  of  the  mutual  convertibility  of  the  various 
natural  forces— heat,  electricity,  &c— afterwards  more  fully 
developed  in  the  epoch  making  essay  on   the  "Correla- 
tion of  Physical  Forces,"  which  was  published  in  1846. 
This  treatise  placed  Grove  in  the  first  rank  as  a  scientific 
thinker.    In  1847  he  obtained  the  Royal  Society  medal  for 
his  Bakerian  lecture  on  voltaic  ignition  and  on  the  decompo- 
sition of  water  into  its  constituent  gases  by  heat.    He  also 
contributed  many  papers  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Royal 
Society  and  to  the  Philosophical  Magazine.    In  1866  he  was 
President  of  the  British  Association  at  Nottingham,  the 
subject  of  his  address,  afterwards  published  in  a  separate 
form,  being  the  "  Continuity  of  Natural  Phenomena."  Sinoe 
his  retirement  from  the  Bench  he  has  been  a  familiar  figure 
at  the  Royal  Institution,  where  he  delivered  a  lecture  on 
February  20,  1888,  on  "  Antagonism,  or  the  Cotflict  of  the 
Various  Forces  by  which  the  Equilibrium  of  Nature  is  Main- 
tained."   In  March,  1891,  he  made  a  remarkable  speech  at 
the  Chemical  Society's  jubilee,  at  which  he  mentioned  that 
he  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Society,  and  was 
present  at  the  lecture  given  by  John  Dalton  at  the  Royal 
Institution.    On  that  occasion  he  found  fault  with  himself 
for  not  having  discovered  the  spectroscope.    "  I  had  ob- 
served," he  said,  "  that  there  were  different  lines  exhibited 
in  the  spectra  of  different  metals  ignited  in  the  voltaic  arc, 
and  if  I  had  had  any  reasonable  amount  of  wit  I  ought  to 
have  seen  the  converse — viz.,  that  by  ignition  different  bodies 
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show  in  their  spectral  lines  the  materials  of  which  they  are 
composed." 

Marshall. — On  August  3,  Mr.  George  Marshall,  of 
BeaconsSeld  House,  Runcorn,  at  the  age  of  62  years.  The 
deceased  gentleman,  who  was  a  retired  chemist  and  druggist, 
had  at  one  time  taken  a  very  active  part  in  local  affairs,  and 
had  occupied  the  chair  of  the  Improvement  Commissioners. 
About  twelve  years  ago  he  founded  a  mission  church  in  the 
town,  and  caused  a  substantial  brick  strusture  to  be  erected, 
largely  at  his  own  cost,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he 
conducted  the  affairs  of  the  mission  and  preached  regularly.

BUSINESS  has  been  rather  .brisker  than  mo3t  people  had 
looked  for  considering  the  time  of  the  year.    A  good 
many  alteratioas  have  occurred  in  the  prices  of  drugs,  but 
chemicals,  both  of  the  fine  and  heavy  descriptions,  show  bat 
little  change  ;  while  in  drysalteries  and  for  outside  articles 
the  tendency  generally  is  dull  and  quiet.    To-day's  drug-sales 
were  rather  light,  twelve  catalogues  being  shown,  total- 
ling only  730  lots.     The  proportion  sold  was  slightly 
higher    than     usual  —  viz.,  270    lots — but    probably  as 
many  again  were  sold  privately  shortly  after  the  auctions. 
Turning  to  chemicals,  we  have  to  report  a  somewhat  firmer 
market  in  carbolic  acid.    Glycerine  is  extremely  firm.  Re- 
fined borax  crystals  sold  at  to-day's  auctions  at  a  decline  in 
price.

Chlorate  of   potash   tending   lower,  but  permanganate 
is  dearer  and  very  scarce.     In    fine    chemicals  there 
are  fewer  changes.     Tartaric  acid   is   steady.  Citric 
firm  and  rather  scarce  for  immediate  delivery.  Quinine 
has  undergone  no  change.    Cream  of  tartar  is  again  easier 
on  the  week.    Gallic  acid  has  been  advanced  by  some  of  the 
makers.    Phenacetin  keeps  unaltered.    Pilocarpine  shows 
no  change,  nor  has  there  been  any  further  alteration  in 
morphia,  codeia,  cr  refined  camphor.     In  the  drug-market 
there  has  been  a  strong  demand  for  asafcetida,  which  is  now 
held  for  higher  prices.    Cascara  s  igrada  dull  of  sale  and 
weak.    Gam  acacia  quiet,  but  firmly  held  for  Soudan^sorts. 
Cod- liver  oil  a  little  firmer.    In  essential  oils  there^have 
been  reductions  in  oils  of  cubebs,  caraway,  and  cloves.

Mr.  John  Chaloner,  of  Digby,  Nova  Scotia,  writes  us  that 
his  town  is  very  much  excited  at  present  over  a  find  of  a 

big  lump  of  ambergris  by  Mr.  Isaiah  Kinghorn, 
Lumh<of  a  fish61111411-  Mr.  Kinghorn  was  rowing  along 
Ambergris.     tne  bay  lately  when  he  saw  a  lump  of  tallowy 

substance  floating  about.  He  took  it  into  his 
boat  and  rowed  home,  where  he  tried  to  boil  down  the  lump 
to  make  soft-soap.  Failing  to  obtain  soap  from  it  he  threw 
the  supposed  tallow  away.  There  was  about  100  lbs.  of  it 
when  he  found  it,  but  after  his  soap-boiling  experiment  he 
only  kept  a  6  lb.  lump  as  a  curiosity.  Then  a  chance 
acquaintance  told  him  that  the  stuff  was  valuable,  and  Mr. 
Kinghorn  took  it  to  a  local  druggist,  who  identified  it,  and 
looking  up  a  wholesale  price-list  told  him  it  was  worth 
140s.  per  oz.  In  consequence  he  brought  a  sample  to  St.  John, 
where  it  was  shown  to  a  druggist,  who  offered  for  it  a  price 
which  by  no  means  approached  its  value.  The  fisherman's 
feelings  can  be  imagined  when  he  learned  that  he  had 
wasted  about  11,0002.  worth  of  ambergris.  Mr.  Kinghorn 
has  placed  the  sale  of  the  ambergris  in  the  hands  of  the 
local  druggist,  who  will  send  it  to  the  States. 


Two  citronella-oil  cases  of  some  interest  will  be  heard  by 
the  Court  at  Galle,  Cejlon,  in  August  and  October  next. 

Messrs.  Volkart  Brothers  are  plaintiffs  in 
Citri°nnceyiona.SeS  both  ^stances,  and  they  sue  defendants 
for  much  the  same  reasons  in  each  case. 
Against  Mr.  Abubaker,  of  Matara,  one  of  the  defendants,  it 
is  alleged  by  them  that  in  November,  1895,  he  agreed  to 
supply  to  plaintiffs  before  January  31,  1896,  300  thirty-six 
bottle-cases  of  citronella  oil,  standing  plaintiffs'  test,  at 
130r.  per  bottle  of  22  oz  ,  and  in  case  of  short  delivery 
to  pay  plaintiffs  the  difference  of  value  between  the  contract 
price  and  the  selling  market  value.  By  a  similar  agreement 
dated  December  2,  1895,  the  defendant  on  the  same  terms 
agreed  to  supply  500  cases  within  three  months  from  that 
date.  Messrs.  Volkart  Brothers  allege  that  on  the  first 
agreement  82  cases  were  supplied,  but  that  defendant  wholly 
failed  to  carry  out  the  second  agreement.  The  defendant 
says  that  the  written  documents  relating  to  the  transaction 
are  not  signed  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  are  of  no  avail  in  law, 
and  that  they  are  not  duly  stamped.  He  admits  the  con- 
tracts, but  says  that  on  December  28, 1895,  they  were  varied 
as  regards  the  time  for  delivery  of  the  oil,  and  plaintiffs 
agreed  to  take  the  oil  on  both  contracts  within  ten  months 
from  January,  1896,  in  instalments  of  80  cases  per  month. 
The  damage  claimed  in  this  case  is  10,098r.  In  the  second 
suit,  against  Mr.  D.  W.  Gooneratne,  of  Matara,  2,586r.  is 
claimed  as  damages  for  breach  of  a  similar  contract  for  100 
cases  of  citronella.  The  contract  time,  it  is  said,  expired  on 
February  2,  but  up  to  that  time  only  four  cases  and  seven 
bottles  had  been  supplied.  Defendant  alleges  that  extension 
of  time  for  delivery  up  to  June,  1896,  was  granted  him  by  the 
plaintiffs. 

The  official  version  of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Brokers' 
Association  Committee  and  the  letter  to  Mr.  Barron  result- 
ing therefrom  differs  in  some  respects  from  the 
TheArbitra-  statement  published  by  us  last  week,  as  the 
t!on.QUeS  outcome,  we  may  say,  of  entirely  unofficial 
information  imparted  to  us.  It  is  now  stated 
that  the  "  three-brokers'  conference  "  was  an  official  gather- 
ing, and  that  the  brokers,  instead  of  "declining  to  accept," 
"  found  themselves  unable  to  accept "  the  druggists'  require- 
ments. The  expert,  moreover,  is  not  necessarily  to  be  paid 
for  his  services,  but  only  in  cases  where  he  charges  for 
them.  Up  to  this  point,  we  confess,  the  difference  between 
our  version  and  the  official  report  appears  to  be  slight ;  but 
it  should  be  added  that  the  custom  to  allow  an  expert  to  be 
called  has  hitherto  existed  at  the  first  hearing  of  an 
arbitration  as  well  as  upon  appeal,  and  so  far  as  the  absence 
of  any  direct  communication  of  the  brokers'  decision  to  the 
Chemical  Section  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  concerned, 
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the  explanation  is  made  that  Mr.  David  Howard,  who  repre- 
sented the  Chamber  durirjg  the  negotiations,  expressly 
indicated  that  it  wonld  be  qnite  sufficient  if!  the  answer 
were  given  to  Mr.  Barron  for  further  communication  to  the 
Chamber.  We  may  also  say  that  the  brokers  regard  the 
concession  they  have  offered  as  extremely  important,  and 
likely  to  put  a  stop  to  all  difficulties  that  can  reasonably  be 
anticipated.

— Some  of  the  manufacturers  have  raised 
their  quotations  in  order  to  bring  the  price  in  harmony  with 
that  of  tannic  acid.  They  now  quote  pure  light  pale  crystals 
at  Is.  Wd.  per  lb.  in  l-cwt.  lots ;  Is.  W\d.  to  2s.  per  lb.  fur 
half-cwt.  lots. 

Acid  (Tartabic)  keeps  very  steady,  at  Is.  3d.  per  lb.  for 
English  and  Is.  2d.  per  lb.  for  foreign  brands.    At  auction 

18  packages  Cape  Argol  realised  52*.  to  53s.  for  good  bold 
pale  grey ;  47s.  6d.  to  48s.  for  good  pinky  ;  and  35s.  (subject) 
for  ordinary  quality. 

Aloes. — Of  Cape  aloes  35  packages  were  offered,  of  which 

19  sold  at  a  decline  of  about  6d.  per  cwt.,  good  hard  realis- 
ing 24s. ;  fair,  rather  dull  to  ordinary  drossy,  from  22s.  down  to 
18s.  Eighty -six  packages  Caragao  were  all  bought  in,  from  14s. 
to  15s.  6d.  per  cwt.  being  refused  for  dull  and  capey  quality. 
Ten  cases  thin  brown  Zanzibar  aloes  of  fair  flavour  sold 
cheaply  at  40s.  per  cwt. 

Asafcetida.— The  demand  continues,  considerably  over 
100  cases  having  changed  hands  last  week,  mainly  for  export, 
at  prices  ranging  from  40s.  to  60s.  for  medium  to  fair  gTey 
and  pinky  mixed  Bombay  block.  There  is  now  very  little 
left  on  the  market,  and  importers  hold  for  improved  rates, 
as  much  as  70s.  per  cwt.  being  asked  for  good  pinky  bio  ok. 
It  is  stated  that  there  are  still  some  orders  from  America 
awaiting  execution,  while  English  consumers  also  appear  to 
be  very  short  of  stock.  The  new  crop  is  not  due  for  three  or 
four  months.

— Sumatra  gum  was  in  moderate  supply,  125 
packages  being  offered.  The  bulk  was  firmly  held,  and  20 
cases  sold  at  slightly  higher  rates,  61.  to  61. 2s.  6d.  being  paid 
for  fair  almondy  seconds,  pale  centres,  brown  borders.  For 
another  lot  of  common  quality  a  bid  of  bl.  10s.  was  rejected. 
Three  cases  Siam  gum  were  bought  in,  a  bid  of  25Z.  per  cwt. 
being  refused  for  fine  pale  detached  almonds.  For  10  bags 
of  fair  bright  Palembang,  a  bid  of  29s.  per  cwt.  is  to  be 
submitted. 

Borax. — The  syndicate  and  outside  manufacturers'  prices 
are  unaltered,  but  at  to-day's  auctions  ten  5-cwt.  casks  of 
Townsend's  refined  crystals  sold  at  a  reduction  in  price — viz., 
18s.  per  cwt. 

Buchu. — Round  leaves  unaltered  :  20  bales  of  fair  quality 
were  bought  in  at  3d.  per  lb  ,  no  inquiry  being  shown.  Of 
long  leaves,  which  were  scarce  recently,  there  have  been 
considerable  arrivals :  31  packages  were  placed  in  auction 
to-day,  and  bought  in  at  from  6d.  to  Id.  for  good  green 
quality.

Californian  Honey  of 
the  better  grades  is  in  better  demand,  in  view  of  the  short 
crops  in  America.   Holders  are  asking  better  prices  than 


ruled  two  weeks  ago.  Kassian  Anise  has  sold  at  22s.  6d.  per 
cwt. 

The  Amsterdam  Market. 

Oar  Amsterdam  correspondent  writes  on  August  4  that 
25  tons  of  Van  Houten's  cocoa-butter  were  sold  by  auction 
that  day  at  from  69^c.  to  70Jo.  per  half-kilo.,  the  average 
price  being  70  03c.  A  large  public  sale  of  Cassia  fistula,  at 
which  150  tons  of  that  drug  were  offered,  was  held  a  few 
days  ago ;  only  about  48  tons  could  be  considered  as  of 
fairly  good,  quality,  the  remainder  being  mostly  dried  up  or 
mouldy.  Fine  quality  was  not  represented  at  all.  The  result 
of  the  auction  was  even  more  unsatisfactory  than  was  expected, 
only  a  little  over  2  tons  of  fairly  good  quality  selling  at  6°25fl. 
(lis.  3d.),  and  15  tons  inferior  at  from  lfl.  to  2fl.  (Is.  3d.  to 
3s.  Qd.)  per  50  kilos.  A  parcel  of  182  boxes  Sumatra  benzoin 
was  also  offared  at  auction,  but  although  holders  were  pre- 
pared to  take  low  rates,  there  was  an  almost  complete 
absence  of  bidding,  and  only  40  boxes  good  seconds  sold  at 
65  25c.  per  half-kilo  ,  which  was  about  15  per  cent,  below 
valuation.  Cajuput  oil  has  not  been  imported  for  some 
considerable  time ;  stocks  are  running  down,  and  there 
would  be  buyers  at  115c  per  bottle.  Camnga  oil  is  being 
offered  freely  at  lOfl.  per  kilo.,  without  attracting  buyers. 

The  Hamburg  Drug-market. 

Our  Hamburg  correspondent  writes  on  August  4 : — "  Busi- 
ness in  our  drug- market  continued  quiet  last  week,  but  yet 
several  articles  show  signs  of  improvement  with  a  better 
inquiry.  Antimony  is  decidedly  firmer,  and  held  at  36m.  to 
37m.  per  100  kilos.  Aloes  is  easier ;  Cape  quoted  55m.  per 
100  kilos.  Balsam  'Peru  is  very  quiet,  at  15|m.  per  kilo. 
Camplwr  (refined)  shows  a  firmer  tendency,  and  is  held  to- 
day at  325m.  per  100  kilos.  Cascara  sagrada  continues  quiet, 
at  32m.  to  33m.  per  100  kilos.  Ergot  of  rye  shows  a  firmer 
market,  at  90m.  per  100  kilos.  Citric  acid  is  very  firm,  at 
260m.  per  100  kilos,  for  best  English  makes.  Coca-leaves  are 
offering  at  reduced  prices,  Bolivian  at  1.75m.  per  kilo. 
Glycerine  is  very  firm  and  scarce ;  prices  are  likely  to_rise  ere 
long.  New  crop  Chilian  Honey  is  offering  from  20m.  to  22m. 
per  50  kilos.,  according  to  quality.  Galangal  easier,  at  46m. 
to  48m.  per  100  kilos.  Opium  is  extremely  firm  with  a 
higher  tendency ;  to-day's  quotations  are  21£m.  to  22m.  per 
kilo.  Star-anise  oil  quiet,  at  16m.  per  kilo,  spot,  and  14^m. 
to  15m.  for  shipment.  Spermaceti  is  firmer,  at  300m.  per 
10D  kilos.  Star  anise,  176m.  to  178m.  per  100  kilos.  Sugar 
of  milk  (Garman),  135m.  per  100  kilos.  Saffron  very  much 
firmer,  at  56m.  to  62m.  per  kilo.  Wax  (Japan)  is  decidedly 
firmer,  at  73m.  to  75m.  per  100  kilos." 

The  Smyrna  and  Constantinople  Opium-markets. 

Our  Constantinople  correspondent  writes  on  July  30: — 
"  After  touching  8s.  Id.,  f.o  b ,  early  in  the  month  druggists' 
grades  have  steadily  moved  up  to  9s.  9d  to  10s.,  f.o.b. 
About  210  cases  changed  hands  in  July,  mostly  for  American 
account.  The  market  is  steady  at  9s.  3d.  to  9s.  9d.  for  drug- 
gists', but  there  are  no  buyers  at  present.  The  gathering 
season  has  been  most  unfavourable  in  most  districts.  Spring 
plants  have  been  withered  by  hot  winds,  and  besides  this, 
owing  to  adverse  circumstances,  the  yield  of  gum  has  been 
very  low.  We  must  therefore  reduce  our  estimate  of  new 
crop  to  below  3,500  cases.  Deducting  from  this  600  Salonica 
and  700  Soft  shipping,  there  remain  2,200  cases  Druggists' 
grades,  and  of  these  400  will  be  taken  by  the  Datch  Govern- 
ment Only  1,800  cases  of  1896  crop  will  therefore  be 
available  for  the  next  twelve  months'  consumption.  The 
stock  in  Smyrna  is  2,400  cases ;  stock  here  is  700  cases ; 
druggists'  grades  of  new  crop  (deducting  arrivals  to  date), 
1,100  cases.  Deducting  from  this  1,500  cases,  which  will 
remain  in  Turkey  in  any  case,  there  remains  only  2,700 
cases  of  druggists'  grades  for  the  world's  consumption  during 
the  next  year,  besides  what  is  held  in  London  and  U.S., 
which  is  believed  to  be  very  little."  Oar  news  from  Smyrna 
is  equally  alarmist.  One  informant  reduces  his  crop- 
estimate  to  2,500  cases,  and  another  says  that  there  are 
numerous  orders  on  the  market  which  cannot  be  executed, 
as  holders  ask  more  money  every  day.  The  arrivals  on 
July  25  were  507  cases,  against  1,120  at  the  corresponding 
date  of  1895.  This  informant's  estimate  of  the  crop  is 
3,000  to  3,500  cases,  but  he  adds  that  one-fifth  of  this  will 
presumably  be  rejected  by  the  buyers,  as  adulteration  is  un- 
usually rampant  this  season.

I  contend,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  were  it  not  for  the  specious  advertisements  published, 
that  quota  of  the  public  would  still  require  medicine,  and 
would  go  to  the  doctor  or  chemist  for  advice  and  medicine.

Sib. — The  letter  written  by  the  agent  of  the  Carter  Med'.- 
cine  Company  contains,  in  spite  of  its  tender  solicitude  for 
chemists'  interest,  some  very  bad  logic.  The  agent  will 
supply  Carter's  pills  in  small  quantities  at  the  lowest  price 
to  those  who  will  abjure  imitations,  but  he  requires  no  such 
abjuration  from  those  who  buy  five-gross  lots.  Why  this 
distinction  ?  I  have  before  me  the  price-list  of  a  provincial 
cutter — one  of  those  gentlemen  who  are  in  a  position  to  buy 
in  large  quantities — and  I  find  him  advertising  his  own 
"  Little  Liver-pills,  40  in  each  vial,  price  6d."  The  fact  of  a 
man  having  five  gross  of  Carter's  pills  in  his  possession  will 
never  hinder  him  selling  his  own  in  preference  when  he  can 
do  so. 

Another  point  is  that  the  agent  of  the  Carter  Medicine 
Company  seems  to  labour  under  the  extraordinary  impression 
that  competition  in  business  is  immoral  and  should  be  dis- 
countenanced. When  two  railways  supply  one  town  do  we 
frown  upon  the  second  comer  as  if  it  were  a  thief  ?  When 
one  shopkeeper  opens  next  door  to  another  of  the  same  trade, 
whatever  we  may  think  of  his  common  sense,  we  generally 
acknowledge  that  he  has  a  right  to  whatever  trade  he  can 
honestly  get.  Every  advertiser  nowadays,  from  the  little 
man  whose  advertisement  is  not  seen  outside  his  local  paper 
to  the  giant  who  floods  all  the  English-speaking  world  with 
h  : i written  eloquence,  cautions  his  readers  to  "beware  of 
spurious  imitations."  So  long  as  actual  dishonesty  is  avoided 
it  is  to  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser  that  competition  should 
be  as  keen  and  merciless  as  possible.  The  fact  that  the 
Carter  Medicine  Company  have  popularised  a  certain  form  of 
small  pills  gives  them  no  moral  right  whatever  to  a  monopoly 
of  the  trade  in  small  pills,  whether  for  the  liver  or  any  other 
part  of  the  body.

Sib, — If  ever  the  an  ti- cutting  scheme  had  a  chance  of 
succeeding,  which  I  very  much  doubt,  certain  manufacturers 
appear  to  have  lost  no  time  in  knocking  that  chance  on  the 
head. 

It  now  appears  that  the  wholesale  prices  of  patents  are  to 
be  raised  in  exact  proportion  to  the  rise  in  retail  prices,  so 
that  whatever  extra  money  is  drawn  from  the  general  public 
may  find  its  way  into  manufacturers'  pockets.  How  the 
retailer  is  to  be  helped  by  getting  1*.  for  an  article  which 
costs  him  11|<Z.  in  place  of  getting  lO^d.  for  an  article  which 
formerly  cost  him  lOd.  is  a  problem  which  I  leave  manu- 
facturers to  solve.  Had  manufacturers  fixed  upon  a  retail 
price,  below  which  their  goods  could  not  be  sold,  and 


supplied  them  wholesale  at  a  price  which  would  have  allowed 
30  per  cent,  profit  to  the  retailer,  I  daresay  the  retailer 
would  in  most  cases  have  sold  such  patents  as  were  asked 
for,  without  making  any  attempt  to  push  his  own  goods. 
Seeing,  however,  that  the  manufacturer  means  to  swallow  up 
every  penny  which  can  be  made  by  the  new  arrangement,  he 
must  be  absolutely  blind  if  he  does  not  see  that  substitutes 
will  be  forced  harder  than  ever  by  chemists,  stores,  and  even 
by  grocers. 

Indeed,  so  long  have  substitutes  for  patents  been  pressed 
upon  the  public  by  stores  and  cutting  places  that  people 
seldom  expect  to  be  supplied  with  the  advertised  article  now. 
It  is  quite  common  in  all  parts  of  the  country  for  customers 
to  ask  for  a  patent  and  then  say,  "  Have  yon  not  got  some 
similar  preparation  of  your  own  which  would  te  equally  good 
but  cheaper  1 "  They  have  not  been  systematically  trained 
all  these  jears  by  the  soaring  talesman  to  recognise  that  in 
pajing  for  a  patent  medicine  they  are  paying  for  advertise- 
ments for  nothing. 

The  wholesale  bouse  supplies  imitations  of  patents,  retailers 
sell  them,  and  the  people  expect  to  be  offered  them,  and  in 
most  cases  would  go  away  feeling  that  they  had  been  taken 
in  if  they  had  to  take  the  advertised  article  at  a  high  price  in 
place  of  an  imitation  at  a  reasonable  price. 

The  correspondence  upon  this  subject  goes  to  show  that 
the  chemist  of  to-day  is  much  better  able  to  look  after  his 
own  interests  than  the  chemist  of  ten  years  ago.  The 
practice  of  putting  up  imitations  was  commenced  by  stores, 
but  to-day  there  is  hardly  a  chemist  who  has  not  got  his 
own  range  of  proprietaries.  I  do  not  advise,  as  "  Live  and 
Let  Live "  does,  that  no  patents  be  stocked,  but  I  think  a 
chemist  is  justified  in  selling  as  few  of  them  as  possible  ;  and 
I  think  it  would  be  well  if  we  all  reduced  them  to  cost-price, 
or  even  in  some  cases  below  that.

Liquor  Auri  et  Arsen.  Bromatus. 

Sib, — We  were  interested  in  reading  Mr.  Wright's  paper  on 
the  preparation  of  liq.  auri  et  arsen.  bromatus,  but  we  wish 
to  point  out  that  hi3  formula  does  not  produce  arsenious  oxy- 
bromide  as  is  demanded  by  the  medical  prescription.  If  a 
medical  man  orders  a  certain  drug,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
chemist  to  supply  that  drug  and  not  provide  a  substitute. 
We  were  the  first  in  this  country  to  manufacture,  and  claim 
that  we  are  still  the  only  makers  of,  pure  arsenious  oxy- 
bromide,  AsOBr,  which  we  combine  with  pure  auric  tribro- 
mide,  each  being  made  separately.  We  have  just  exhibited 
crystals  of  the  pure  salts  and  also  those  of  mercuric  oxj- 
bromide  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  at  Carlisle.  Since  therefore,  we  have  shown 
that  these  salts  are  capable  of  being  produced,  there  is  no 
reason  to  substitute  a  mixture  of  arseniate  and  brcmate  of 
potassium  for  arsenious  oxybromide.  It  would  be  just  as 
sensible  to  give  potassium  bromate  when  strontium  bromide 
was  prescribed.

Sib  — In  the  discussion  on  Mr,  Wright's  paper  on  "  Liquor 
Auri  et  Arsenii  Bromatus,"  published  in  your  issue  of  to-day, 
page  209,  you  report  me|as  having  said  something  so  opposite 
to  that  which  I  did  say  that  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  allow 
me  to  correct  it.  After  some  remarks  which  are  not  reported, 
but  which  are  not  material,  I  said:  "I  regretted  that  while 
Mr.  Wright  had  commended  his  formula  on  the  ground  that 
the  ingredients  would  be  found  in  every  pharmacy,  he  had 
thought  it  necessary  to  insist  on  the  use  of  distilled  water, 
and  I  hoped  he  did  not  ?vish  vs  to  infer  that  that  was  the  only 
ingredient  not  likely  to  be  found  in  a  retail  pharmacy." 
Surely  a  very  different  thing  from  my  expressing  a  doubt  as 
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to  the  suitability  of  the  formula  for  retail  pharmacies 
"  because  it  was  not  often  that  aqua  dest.  was  found  there." 
I  should  think  no  chemist  would  make  a  chemical  solution 
with  any  but  distilled  water,  and, "so  far  as  I  have  knowledge, 
there  are  no  chemists  who  would  make  a  tincture  or  infusion 
or  dispense  a  prescription  except  with  the  same  fluid.  I 
could  not,  therefore,  be  guilty  of  casting  the  slurupon  my  con- 
freres which  your  report  puts  into  my  mouth,  and  I  trust  this 
will  be  thought  by  you  a  sufficient  reason  for  my  asking  you  to 
insert  this  correction.

SiE, — I  must  thank  Mr.  Ashton  for  the  kindly  tone  of  his 
strictures  upon  my  article.  The  suggestion  that  "  ale-hoof  " 
and  "  tun-hoof  "  are  respectively  corruptions  of  "  hay-hoof " 
and  "  donn-hoof  "  is  not,  however,  mine,  but  Mr.  Mowat's. 
The  derivation  of  the  names  from  the  old  use  of  the  herb  to 
clarify  ale  he  dismisses  as  a  piece  of  false  etymology.  The 
name  "  ale-hoof  "  has,  according  to  Friend  ("  Flowers  and 
Flower  Lore,"  page  598),  been  supposed  by  some  to  be  a  com- 
bination of  "  ale  "  and  the  Anglo-Saxon  livje,  a  crown  ;  and 
to  have  been  given  to  the  plant  in  consequence  of  its  use  in 
the  chaplets  which  were  set  upon  the  ale-stafees  of  the  old 
hostelrie3.    This  also,  I  think,  we  may  safely  dismiss. 

As  for  Mr.  Ashton's  second  point,  he  must  allow  me  to  say 
that  here  I  am  undoubtedly  right,  though  it  does  not  follow 
that  he  is  altogether  wrong.  In  the  south  of  England 
Scilla  nutans,  or  Hyacintlius  nonscriptus,  is  known  as  the 
bluebell ;  bat  this,  and  not  Campanula  rotundifolia,  is 
nevertheless  the  true  English  harebell — the  harebell  of 
Shakespeare  and  of  the  poets  generally.  It  was  so  called,  says 
Phillips  ("  Flora  Historica "),  "  from  its  being  found  so 
frequently  in  those  thickets  most  frequented  by  hares." 
However  this  may  be,  the  harebell  was  certainly  a  spring 
flower.  Shakespeare  associates  it  with  the  primrose,  Fletcher 
with  spring  flowers  generally  ;  it  was,  moreover,  dedicated  to 
St.  George  because  it  flowers  at  his  festival  (April  23).  And 
why  should  Mr.  Ashton  reject  the  testimony  of  the  herbal- 
ists 1  Gerard  calls  Hyacintlius  anglicus  (or  nonscriptus) 
"harebells" — no  one  could  possibly  be  better  qualified  to 
speak  on  such  a  subject — and  he  was  followed  by  Canon 
Ellacombe,  Folkard,  Friend,  and  every  other  modern 
authority  to  whom  I  have  access  at  this  present  writing. 
Even  Mr,  Patmore,  a  south-country  man,  evidently  applies 
the  name  to  the  same  flower : — 

Touched  by  the  zephyr,  dances  the  harebell, 
Ouckoo  sits  somewhere,  singing  so  loud. 

This  is  in  a  poem  of  the  early  spring. 

Modern  botanists  have  no  warrant  whatever  for  the  form 
"  hair-bell,"  of  which,  and  the  etymologies  upon  which  it  is 
founded,  Professor  Skeat  emphatically  says  that  they  are 
"  fables."  I  am,  &c,

Important  to  Chemists  who  do  Dental  Work. 

Sie, — Will  you  allow  me  space  for  a  few  remarks  respectirg 
the  conviction  under  the  Dentists  Act  recorded  against  me 
in  your  last  week's  issue  ? 

I  had  previously  thought  that  any  unregistered  person 
was  at  liberty  to  practise  dentistry  providing  he  did  not 
represent  himself  as  registered  or  as  possessing  any  special 
qualification.  Now,  however,  according  to  the  Cardiff: 
Stipendiary's  ruling,  if  anyone  says  he  is  able  to  do  any 
dental  operation  whatever,  that  implies  that  he  is  "  specially 
qualified  "  to  practise  dentistry. 

With  regard  to  the  words  I  used — viz  ,  "  Popular  Den- 
tistry " — they  of  themselves  could  only  imply  that  I  per- 
formed dentistry  (which  i3  not  illegal),  while  the  cards 
produced  as  evidence,  one  of  which  is  enclosed,  merely  set 
forth  prices  for  doing  the  work,  and,' I  think  you  will  agree, 
imply  no  qualification  whatever.  I  had  done  perhaps  more 
than  necessary  to  keep  within  the  law  by  annouocing  on 
20,000  handbills  that  I  was  a  chemist  and  not  a  dentist,  nor 
in  any  wiy  qualified  to  practise,  and  also  by  having  special 
forms  printed  for  customers  to  sign  expressly  explaining  that 
I  was  not  a  dentist.    It  seems  a  pity  that  such  an  unfair 


conviction  should  be  allowed  to  stand,  and  I  shall  be  glad  to 
see  a  good  test  case  carried  to  the  High  Court.

Acetum  Destil. 

Sib, — "  Acetum  destil."  in  a  prescription  is  undoubtedly 
what  it  is  under  any  circumstances — ie.,  "distilled  malt 
vinegar,"  and  not  vinegar  B.P.  nor  acid.  acet.  dil.

Sie, — I  cannot  accept  jour  ruling  that  acet.  destil.  in 
prescriptions  means  acetum,  B.P.  I  hold  that  acet.  destil. 
means  distilled  vinegar  anywhere  and  everywhere,  in  pre- 
scriptions and  in  trade,  and  that  wherever  it  is  ordered  or 
prescribed  it  ought  to  be  supplied. 

It  is  a  totally  different  thing  from  either  acid.  acet.  dil.  or 
acetum,  B.P.,  and  there  is  not  the  least  difficulty  in  procuring 
the  genuine  article.  It  can  be  obtained  from  Crosse  & 
Blackwell  in  quart  bottles,  and  from  Beaufoy  &  Co.,  and 
doubtless  from  any  vinegar-maker  of  repute.  I  have  bad  it 
from  both  the  above-named  firms,  and  have  no  doubt  about 
its  being  the  article  it  purported  to  be. 

I  do  not  see  that  if  a  common  and  well-known  article 
ordered  in  a  prescription  is  not  named  in  the  B  P.,  therefore 
something  else  is  to  be  substituted  for  it ;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  whatever  that  a  dispenser  is  no  more  justified  in  using 
acetum,  B.P  ,  for  acet.  destil.  than  he  would  be  in  substituting 
tr.  chlorof.  and  morph.  for  chlorodyne.

same  way,  with  a  slight  difference  in  quantities  as  the  present 
B.P.,  and  also  gives  the  same  formula  for  the  salt  it  calls 
plumbi  diacetat.  that  the  present  B.P.  gives  for  the  salt  it 
calls  plumbi  subacetat.  I  think  Mr.  Coles  is  wrong,  and  I 
think  ung.  glyc.  plumbi  subacetat.  should  be  used  when 
nngt.  plumbi  diacetat.  is  ordered.
